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FOUNDATION 


The  College  is  founded  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Moses  Aaron 
Dropsie,  an  eminent  citizen  and  lawyer,  all  his  life  resident 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  testament  was  executed 
on  September  17,  1895.  He  directed  "that  there  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  college 
for  the  promotion  of  and  instruction  in  the  Hebrew  and 
Cognate  languages  and  their  respective  literatures  and  in 
the  Rabbinical  learning  and  literature."  He  also  directed 
"that  in  the  admission  of  students  there  shall  be  no  dis- 
tinction on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex."  Mr.  Dropsie 
departed  this  life  on  July  8,  1905.  The  Charter  was  granted 
to  the  College  June  6,  1907,  under  the  style  of  The  Dropsie 
College  for  Hebrew  and  Cognate  Learning,  this  name 
being  selected  by  the  Governors  as  a  memorial  to  the 
Founder.  Extracts  from  the  Charter  and  the  accompany- 
ing papers  are  printed  in  previous  Registers  and  will  be 
furnished  upon  application. 

BENEFACTORS 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Lazarus,  who  departed  this  life 
on  January  14,  1912,  bequeathed  her  estate  to  the  College. 

Mayer  Sulzberger,  LL.  D.,  Life  Governor  of  the  Col- 
lege under  the  will  of  the  Founder,  and  Resident  Lecturer 
in  Jewish  Jurisprudence  and  Institutes  of  Government,  who 
departed  this  life  on  April  20,  1923,  made  a  bequest  to  the 
College  of  $10,000.00  and  of  a  portion  of  his  valuable  library. 

Oscar  S.  Straus,  LL.  D.,  Life  Governor  of  the  Col- 
lege, who  departed  this  life  on  May  3,  1926,  made  a  bequest 
to  the  College  in  the  sum  of  $10,000.00. 
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Mr.  Max  Adler,  of  Chicago,  made  a  gift  to  the 
College  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.00,  in  memory  of  his  mother, 
Rose  Adler. 

Immanuel  Moses  Casanowicz,  for  many  years  con- 
nected with  the  United  States  National  Museum,  bequeathed 
the  sum  of  $500.00  to  the  College. 

Morris  Wolf,  Esq.,  and  his  sister,  Mrs.  Isidore  Kohn, 
gave  a  donation  of  $1,500.00  to  the  College  in  memory  of 
their  father,  Edwin  Wolf,  a  long-time  member  of  the  Board. 

Jacob  S.  Dreifus,  who  departed  this  life  on  September 
28,  1935,  made  a  bequest  to  the  College  in  the  sum  of 
$3,400.39,  the  income  thereof  to  be  used  for  establishing  a 
scholarship  to  be  called  the  Mack  Dreifus  Scholarship.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Students  desiring  to  enter  the  College  as  candidates 
for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  must  have  a 
non-professional  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized  Col- 
lege or  University,  or  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have 
pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  that  for  which  the 
Bachelor's  degree  is  granted,  and  must  also  have  a  good 
preliminary  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its 
literature  or  alternatively  of  some  cognate  language  and  its 
literature.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  foundation, 
no  distinction  on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex  will  be  made 
in  the  admission  of  students.

DEGREES 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  may  be  granted 
when  the  following  conditions  are  satisfactorily  complied 
with  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  as  requirements  for 
admission : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek  and  of  modern  languages  sufficient  for  purposes  of 
investigation. 

The  candidate  must  have  pursued  advanced  study  and 
research  for  not  less  than  three  years,  two  of  which  must 
be  spent  in  residence  at  the  College. 

Every  regular  student  entering  the  College  shall,  after 
the  first  semester  of  College  residence,  be  required  to  elect 
the  department  of  his  major  studies.  A  Faculty  Committee, 
of  whom  the  major  Professor  shall  be  a  member,  will,  after 
conferring  with  the  student,  designate  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  other  departments  which  the  student  will  be 
required  to  pursue.  The  course  will  be  planned  individually 
for  each  student,  who  will  thus  be  enabled  to  acquire  not  only 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  major  subject,  but  also  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  other  fields  of  instruction  comprehend- 
ed in  the  College  programme  of  studies. 

The  major  subject  may  be  taken  in  any  one  of  the  four 
departments,  namely  Biblical,  Rabbinical,  the  Cognate  Lan- 
guages, or  Jewish  History. 
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The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  upon  some  approved 
subject  connected  with  the  major  or  principal  subject,  which 
gives  evidence  of  his  ability  to  do  original  work,  is  a  con- 
tribution to  knowledge,  and  is  accepted  by  the  Faculty. 

The  thesis  must  be  delivered  in  shape  for  publication, 
preferably  in  typewritten  form,  no  later  than  March  1.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  of  the  printed  thesis  must 
be  delivered  by  the  candidate  before  receiving  his  degree  or 
a  satisfactory  guarantee  must  be  given  that  the  thesis  will 
be  printed  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  delivered 
not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  granting  of 
the  degree. 

The  candidate  must  pass  an  oral  examination  to  be 
conducted  by  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  desire  to  appear  for  the  final  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  academic  year  must  file  application  at  the 
Administration  Office  at  the  beginning  of  that  year.  Ar- 
rangements will  then  be  made  for  a  preliminary  written 
examination  to  test  the  student's  general  grasp  of  his 
subjects  of  study,  this  examination  to  be  based  upon 
supplementary  reading  lists  submitted  to  each  student 
by  his  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  If  a  stu- 
dent fails  in  one  minor  subject,  he  will  be  permitted  to  take 
a  re-examination  in  that  subject  in  a  subsequent  year;  if  he 
fails  in  a  major  subject  or  in  both  minors,  he  will  be 
requested  to  take  a  re-examination  in  all  his  subjects  in  a 
subsequent  year  before  being  eligible  for  the  final  oral 
examination. 

The  diploma  will  be  awarded  on  the  Founder's  Day 
following  the  oral  examination. 

The  degree  will  not  be  given  for  the  mere  reason  of 
long  study,  nor  for  miscellaneous  studies,  but  on  the  ground 
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of  faithful  study  and  high  attainment  in  a  special  branch 
of  learning. 


FELLOWSHIPS 

Fellowships  have  been  established  by  the  Governors 
yielding  five  hundred  dollars  annually  which  will  be  awarded 
under  the  following  regulations : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  non-professional  Bachelor's 
degree  from  a  recognized  College  or  University  or  a  cer- 
tificate showing  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
equivalent  to  that  for  which  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  granted. 

He  must  show  by  a  thesis,  or  publication,  or  certificate 
from  his  instructors,  a  special  knowledge  of  Hebrew  or 
cognate  studies  and  an  aptitude  for  engaging  in  research 
work. 

The  Fellow  is  expected  to  perform  such  duties  in  the 
College  as  may  be  allotted  to  him  by  the  President  or  head 
of  his  department. 

He  is  expected  to  devote  his  time  to  special  studies 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  his  department,  and  to 
give  evidence  of  his  progress  by  the  preparation  of  a  thesis, 
the  completion  of  a  piece  of  research  work,  the  delivery 
of  a  lecture  or  lectures,  or  some  other  method  which  may 
be  determined  upon  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  except 
by  permission  of  the  President,  and  this  permission  will  be 
granted  only  when  it  is  clear  that  it  does  not  interfere  with 
his  College  work  and  is  in  such  lines  as  will  actually  further 
it,  such  as  teaching  his  special  subject. 
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Appointment  to  a  Fellowship  is  for  one  year,  and  may 
be  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  the  whole  tenure 
not  to  exceed  four  years. 

Applications  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  President 
before  May  1  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  applicant's  previous  studies,  of  the  special 
subject  he  desires  to  pursue,  and  copies  of  papers  actually 
published. 

Appointments  to  Fellowships  become  operative  Sep- 
tember 1  of  each  year. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

Through  the  bequest  of  the  late  Jacob  S.  Dreifus,  an 
annual  scholarship  of  $100.00  has  been  established,  known 
as  the  Mack  Dreifus  Scholarship. 

ACADEMIC  YEAR 

The  Academic  Year  will  begin  on  Monday,  October 
9,  1939,  and  close  on  Friday,  May  24,  1940. 

Registration  will  take  place  on  Monday,  October  9,  1939, 
at  10:00  a.m. 

The  year  will  be  divided  into  two  Terms,  the  Second 
Term  beginning  February  5,  1940. 

The  Founder's  Day  Exercises  will  be  held  on  Sunday, 
May  26,   1940. 

LIBRARY 

The  Library  consists  of  books  concerned  with  biblical 
and  rabbinical  learning,  the  Semitic  languages,  Jewish  his- 
tory and  Egyptology,  as  well  as  works  of  general  reference. 
The  collection  numbers  about  45,246  volumes  of  books  and 
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periodicals.  Incorporated  in  the  Library  are  the  collections 
of  Isaac  Leeser,  permanently  deposited  by  the  Hebrew 
Education  Society  of  Philadelphia,  the  Hebrew  collection  of 
the  late  Joshua  I.  Cohen,  M.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  presented  by 
Miss  Bertha  Cohen  and  her  nieces,  the  valuable  collection 
of  Dr.  Eduard  Glaser,  the  well  known  Arabian  traveler,  a 
selection  from  the  Library  of  Judge  Mayer  Sulzberger, 
and  the  Library  of  Professor  Henry  Malter.  In  addition, 
the  College  has  been  enabled  to  make  use  of  the  Library  of 
the  late  Professor  Max  L.  Margolis,  which  is  deposited  in 
the  biblical  lecture  room  and  is  particularly  rich  in  books 
on  the  Bible  and  its  versions. 

The  Library  now  includes  about  450  Fragments  from 
the  Cairo  Genizah,  in  Hebrew  and  Arabic;  175  Oriental 
manuscripts  (in  Arabic,  Ethiopic,  Hebrew,  Samaritan,  Cop- 
tic, Persian,  Sanscrit  and  Turkish)  ;  a  few  Fragments  of 
Coptic  Papyri ;  30  Incunabula ;  263  sixteenth  century  books ; 
and  other  rarities. 

The  College  also  possesses  the  collection  of  Judge  Sulz- 
berger, composed  mostly  of  Cuneiform  Tablets  and  As- 
syrian Seals,  and  a  collection  of  the  objects  secured  by  Doctor 
Ephraim  A.  Speiser  in  the  excavation  of  Tepe  Gawra,  near 
Mosul,  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  College  and 
of  the  Museum  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Library  will  be  closed  during  the  month  of  August. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  subject  to  the  following 
regulations : 

Books  may  not  be  taken  out  of  the  building  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Librarian  or  his  assistants. 

Fellows  and  regular  students  are  entitled  to  no  more 
than  twenty  books  at  one  time.  Special  students  are  entitled 
to  no  more  than  three  books  at  one  time. 
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Readers  not  connected  with  the  College  are  required  to 
obtain  the  permission  of  the  Librarian  for  the  loan  of  books 
from  the  Library. 

Each  person  borrowing  books  is  required  to  prepare  in 
duplicate  a  loan  card,  bearing  his  name  and  the  title  of  the 
book  he  wishes  to  borrow.  The  Library  will  retain  this 
card  until  the  book  is  returned,  the  loan  card  being  returned 
to  the  reader  as  a  receipt. 

Current  periodicals,  journals  and  papers  are  on  file  in 
the  reading  room  adjacent  to  the  Library,  and  may  not  be 
withdrawn  from  that  room  except  over  night  or  week  end. 

No  book  may  be  retained  longer  than  four  weeks; 
no  periodical  longer  than  two  weeks.  They  may  then  be 
renewed. 

Readers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  condition 
of  the  books  they  borrow.  The  privileges  of  the  Library 
will  be  withdrawn  from  any  one  found  guilty  of  marking, 
mutilating  or  otherwise  defacing  a  book,  and  he  will  be 
expected  either  to  replace  such  a  book  with  a  new  copy  or 
to  pay  the  cost  of  another  copy. 

All  books  are  subject  to  immediate  recall  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Librarian.  All  books  are  to  be  returned  annually 
one  week  before  the  close  of  the  Academic  Term. 

Manuscripts,  rare  books,  incunabula,  parchment  prints, 
etc.,  may  not  be  removed  from  the  building  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Librarian.  They  may  be  consulted  on 
ordinary  occasions  only  in  the  Library,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Librarian. 

Reference  books  frequently  consulted  may  not  be  re- 
moved from  the  building. 
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SECTIONAL  LIBRARIES 

Sectional  Libraries  may  be  formed  by  the  Professors 
to  be  kept  in  their  respective  class  rooms,  but  this  shall  only 
be  done  by  withdrawing  from  the  general  collection  such 
books  as  relate  exclusively  to  the  subjects  they  are  engaged 
in  teaching. 

The  Professor  in  charge  of  each  Sectional  Library  is 
responsible  for  its  safe  keeping,  and  may  on  no  account 
lend  the  books. 

Books  in  the  Sectional  Library  must  be  returned  to  the 
Central  Library  before  they  can  be  issued  for  use  outside 
the  office  or  room  to  which  they  are  accredited. 

The  books  of  each  Sectional  Library  must  be  kept 
separate  from  all  other  books  in  the  room  of  the  Professor, 
in  distinct  cases,  the  locks  to  be  controlled  by  a  master  key 
in  the  hands  of  the  Librarian,  who  may,  at  stated  times, 
examine  them  and  call  the  attention  of  the  Professor  to  any 
deficiencies. 
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COURSES  OF  STUDY 

BIBLICAL  DEPARTMENT 

Hebrew  Grammar.  Morphology  of  Biblical  Hebrew. 
A  study  of  the  forms  of  the  verb  and  noun  of  biblical  He- 
brew based  on  mediaeval  Hebrew  authorities  and  the  newer 
researches  of  Gesenius-Kautzsch,  Bauer-Leander,  Barth 
and  Lagarde.    Professor  Reider.   Two  hours  weekly. 

Biblical  Exegesis.  A  discussion  of  the  various  trends 
and  methods  in  the  interpretation  of  the  Bible  from  the 
close  of  the  Canon  to  modern  times.  Professor  Reider.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Canaanite  Inscriptions.  A  minute  examination  of 
the  most  important  Phoenician  and  Hebrew  inscriptions  found 
in  Syria  and  Palestine  in  recent  years.  Professor  Reider. 
One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Bible 
for  their  major.  Questions  arising  in  the  course  of  prepar- 
ing theses,  the  subjects  of  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Faculty,  will  be  taken  up  for  discussion.  Professor  Reider. 
One  hour  weekly. 

The  Books  of  Samuel,  beginning  with  I  Samuel  14. 
A  textual,  historical  and  archaeological  study.  Professor 
Speiser.    Two  hours  weekly. 

RABBINICAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  Institutions  and  the  Sects  during  the  Second 
Commonwealth.  This  course  concludes  the  previous  years' 
lectures  on  this  subject.  It  will  embrace  the  history  of  the 
institutions  and  sects  which  existed  among  the  Jews  from 
the  pre-Hellenistic  period  to  the  War  of  Bar-Kokba,  and 
also  the  sects  and  parties  which  existed  before  and  after  the 
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destruction  of  the  Temple.  A  study  will  be  made  of  the 
canonization  of  the  Hebrew  Scriptures  and  of  the  first  col- 
lection of  the  Jewish  Liturgy.  The  doctrine  of  Eschatology 
and  Messianism  will  be  discussed  and  analyzed.  Selections 
from  tannaitic  and  amoraic  literature,  apocryphal  and 
apocalyptic  literature,  the  Targumim,  Philo,  Josephus,  the 
New  Testament  and  the  Ante-Nicene  Fathers  will  be  read 
and  expounded.  Students  will  be  expected  to  present  papers 
on  the  sources  and  the  literature.  Professor  Zeitlin.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Talmud  Babli,  Tractate  Ketubot,  with  the  standard 
commentaries  pursued  along  historical  and  critical  lines.  A 
special  investigation  will  be  made  of  the  various  halakic 
principles  contained  therein  and  of  the  origin  and  evolution 
of  the  Ketubah.    Professor  Zeitlin.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Rashi,  the  Commentator  and  the  Halakist.  This 
course  will  present  an  historical  study  of  R.  Solomon  Yizhaki 
(Rashi)  with  particular  emphasis  upon  his  importance  as 
commentator  and  Halakist.  Selections  from  Rashi's  Re- 
sponsa  and  his  commentary  on  the  Talmud,  and  also  ex- 
cerpts from  his  other  works,  will  be  read  and  discussed. 
Professor  Zeitlin.  One  hour  weekly.  (This  is  a  special 
course  given  in  commemoration  of  the  nine  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  Rashi's  birth). 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  rab- 
binical subjects  for  their  theses.  Professor  Zeitlin.  One 
hour  weekly. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  COGNATE  LANGUAGES 

Elementary  Arabic.  A  study  of  the  elements  of 
Arabic  grammar ;  easy  prose  texts  with  grammatical  analysis. 
First  Term :  A  thorough  study  of  the  inflection  of  the  verb 
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in  all  the  conjugations.  Second  Term :  Formation  and  inflec- 
tion of  the  noun,  with  special  attention  to  hroken  plurals, 
and  written  exercises  in  translating  from  English  into  Arabic. 
Text-book :  Socin's  Arabic  Grammar.  Professor  Skoss. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Intermediate  Arabic.  Reading  and  interpretation 
of  the  Koran,  with  reference  to  etymology  and  syntax  (first 
term).  Exercises  in  reading  unvocalized  selections  from 
Bruennow-Fischer's  Arabische  Chrcstomathie  (second  term). 
Professor  Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 

Advanced  Arabic.  Readings  from  Shahrastani's  Kitab 
al  Milal  zcal-Nihal  (Book  of  Religions  and  Sects),  edited 
by  Cureton,  accompanied  by  a  study  of  the  rise  and  de- 
velopment of  the  more  important  sects  in  Islam.  Professor 
Skoss.   Two  hours  weekly  (first  term). 

Judaeo-Arabic.  Preliminary  readings  from  Fried- 
laender's  Selections  from  the  Arabic  Writings  of  Maimonidcs, 
followed  by  a  study  of  the  philological  works  of  Ibn  Janah. 
Due  attention  will  be  paid  to  deviations  from  the  classical 
Arabic.   Professor  Skoss.  Two  hours  weekly  (second  term). 

Ethiopic.  Elementary  course.  Text-book :  Chaine's 
Grammaire  ethiopienne,  with  reference  to  Praetorius  and 
Dillmann-Bezold.     Professor  Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 

Egyptian  Grammar  with  easy  text  exercises  and  with 
attention  to  the  Semitic  languages.  Professor  Reich.  One 
hour  weekly. 

Coptic  Grammar  with  easy  text  exercises.  Professor 
Reich.    One  hour  weekly. 

Reading  and  Interpretation  of  the  Aramaic,  De- 
motic and  Greek  Papyri  from  Elephantine.  Professor 
Reich.  One  hour  weekly. 
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Reading  and  Interpretation  of  Legal  and  Historical 
Egyptian  Texts  in  hieroglyphic,  hieratic  and  demotic  script. 
Professor  Reich.    One  hour  weekly. 

Methods  and  Aims  of  Papyrology  (Egyptian,  Aramaic, 
Greek  and  Latin)  with  special  regard  to  Bible  interpreta- 
tion and  to  the  political  and  family  history  of  the  peoples 
concerned.    Professor  Reich.    One  hour  weekly. 

The  Bible  and  Egypt  from  the  historical,  cultural  and 
linguistic  points  of  view.  Professor  Reich.  One  hour 
weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  can- 
didates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing 
subjects  in  Arabic  or  Egyptology  for  their  theses  and  for 
other  advanced  students.  Special  problems  arising  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  in  these  departments  will  be  discussed. 
Professor  Skoss  or  Professor  Reich.   One  hour  weekly. 

HISTORICAL  DEPARTMENT 

History  of  the  Jews  during  the  Early  Middle  Ages. 

This  course  will  trace  the  rise  of  the  early  Jewish  settle- 
ments in  Europe  and  the  development  of  the  older  com- 
munities in  Palestine  and  Babylonia.  The  course  will  com- 
mence with  the  dissolution  of  the  Roman  Empire  in  the 
West  and  the  establishment  of  feudalism,  and  will  relate 
these  historic  conditions  to  the  status  of  the  Jews  in  the 
European  countries  during  the  early  Middle  Ages.  In  the 
eastern  centers,  the  central  theme  will  be  the  influence  of 
Islam,  the  rise  of  Gaonic  institutions,  and  the  relations  be- 
tween Palestine  and  Babylonia.  Professor  Neuman.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

History  of  the  Jews  in  France  and  Germany.  This 
will  supplement  the  more  general  course  on  the  history  of 
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the  Jews  during  the  early  Middle  Ages  by  an  intensive  study 
of  the  source  material  relating  to  France  and  Germany. 
Professor  Neuman.    One  hour  weekly. 

Readings  in  Hebrew  Historical  Sources.  This 
course  will  deal  with  Hebrew  historiography  in  the  sixteenth 
century.  The  important  historical  works  of  this  period  will 
be  read  and  discussed  critically.  Professor  Neuman.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  con- 
sultation with  students  in  the  preparation  of  a  thesis  in  the 
Historical  Department  and  for  other  advanced  students  who 
are  engaged  in  special  research.  Professor  Neuman.  By 
appointment. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The  College  is  continuing  the  publication  of  the  Jewish 
Quarterly  Review,  which  had  been  issued  in  England 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years.  The  Quarterly  provides  a 
medium  for  the  publication  in  the  English  language  of 
articles  and  reviews  in  the  interest  of  Jewish  literature, 
history,  and  religion,  Hebrew  philology,  and  kindred  sub- 
jects. The  New  Series  began  with  the  number  for  July. 
1910;  the  thirtieth  volume  is  now  in  course  of  publica- 
tion. The  Quarterly  is  edited  by  the  President  of  the  Col- 
lege, Doctor  Adler,  with  the  aid  of  eminent  scholars.  The 
subscription  price  is  five  dollars  per  annum.  Back  volumes 
of  the  New  Series  can  be  furnished  to  subscribers  at  two 
dollars  per  volume.

FOUNDATION 


The  College  is  founded  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Moses  Aaron 
Dropsie,  an  eminent  citizen  and  lawyer,  all  his  life  resident 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  testament  was  executed 
on  September  17,  1895.  He  directed  "that  there  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  college 
for  the  promotion  of  and  instruction  in  the  Hebrew  and 
Cognate  languages  and  their  respective  literatures  and  in 
the  Rabbinical  learning  and  literature."  lie  also  directed 
"that  in  the  admission  of  students  there  shall  be  no  dis- 
tinction on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex."  Mr.  Dropsie 
departed  this  life  on  July  8,  1905.  The  Charter  was  granted 
to  the  College  June  6,  1907,  under  the  style  of  The  Dropsie 
College  for  Hebrew  and  Cognate  Learning,  this  name 
being  selected  by  the  Governors  as  a  memorial  to  the 
Founder.  Extracts  from  the  Charter  and  the  accompany- 
ing papers  are  printed  herewith. 

CHARTER 

Whereas  Moses  A.  Dropsie.  Esquire,  an  eminent 
citizen  and  lawyer  born  and  all  his  life  resident  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  did  on  September  17th.  1805.  execute 
his  last  will  and  testament,  by  the  sixth,  seventh,  eighth 
and  ninth  items  whereof  he  provided  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Sixth — The  increasing  need  in  the  United  States  of 
a  more  thorough  and  systematic  education  in  Jewish  lore 
has  long  been  felt,  and  is  a  matter  of  solicitude  to  true 
Israelites,  who  cherish  the  religion  of  their  ancestors. 
There  should  be  founded  an  institution  devoted  to  the  study, 
in  its  most  complete  form,  of  the  Bible  and  the  whole 
Jewish  literature.  To  effect  this  purpose  I  order  and  direct 
that    there   be   established    and    maintained    in    the   City   of 
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Philadelphia,  a  college  for  the  promotion  of  and  instruc- 
tion in  the  Hebrew  and  cognate  languages  and  their  re- 
spective literatures  and  in  the  Rabbinical  learning  and 
literature.  If  the  funds  of  the  college  will  permit,  other 
languages  and  branches  of  learning  may  from  time  to  time 
be  added,  but  these  additions  must  not  in  any  wise  impair 
the  efficiency  of  the  instruction  in  the  Semitic  languages 
and  Rabbinical  learning,  my  primary  object  being  that  as 
far  as  possible  every  branch  of  knowledge  shall  be  taught 
in  the  said  college  requisite  for  the  attainment  of  ripe 
scholarship  in  Hebrew,  the  Bible  and  Rabbinical  literature, 
with  which  should  be  connected  original  investigation  and 
research. 

Seventh — The  said  college  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion and  government  of  five  governors  whom  I  now  name, 
and  such  others,  not  exceeding  twenty-one  in  all,  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  named  by  the  governors  in  office  at 
their  discretion.  The  governors  whom  I  now  name  and 
appoint  are  Judge  Mayer  Sulzberger,  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia ;  Aaron  Friedenwald,  Doctor  of  Medicine,  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  in  the  State  of  Maryland ;  Cyrus  Adler. 
Doctor  of  Philosophy,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  now 
residing  in  the  City  of  Washington,  in  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia ;  William  B.  Hackenburg.  Esq.,  merchant  and 
manufacturer,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  and  the  Hon- 
orable Oscar  S.  Straus,  of  the  City  of  New  York.  The 
governors  thus  named  and  appointed,  or  such  of  them  as 
may  serve  with  such  others  as  under  the  terms  of  this 
testament  they  may  from  time  to  time  associate  with  them- 
selves, shall  proceed  to  obtain  a  Charter  of  Incorporation, 
preferably  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania ;  but 
if  it  shall  appear  to  the  said  governors  that  it  is  expedient 
or  advisable  to  obtain  a  Charter  of  Incorporation  from 
another    of    the   United    States,   then    I    authorize   them    to 
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obtain  a  Charter  from  such  other  State.  The  power  of 
filling  vacancies  shall  always  be  vested  in  the  governors  in 
office,  but  they  shall  appoint  only  persons  who  are  Jews 
in  faith  and  who  sympathize  with  my  views  on  the  subject 
of  education  in  Hebrew  and  Jewish  literature  as  herein 
above  expressed.  The  governors  shall  have  the  sole  man- 
agement and  control  of  the  fund,  as  also  of  the  policy  and 
government  of  the  college.  It  is  my  desire  that  the  college 
shall  be  promptly  opened  for  the  admission  of  students, 
and  as  I  believe  that  the  branch  of  knowledge  I  desire  to 
cultivate  is  not  readily  accessible  in  general  institutions  of 
learning,  and  as  it  appears  to  me  of  great  usefulness  to  the 
general  community,  I  direct  that  in  the  admission  of  stu- 
dents there  shall  be  no  distinction  on  account  of  creed, 
color  or  sex. 

Eighth — As  soon  as  the  said  college  shall  have  been 
duly  incorporated  the  Executrix  and  Executors  of  this 
testament  shall  immediately  pay,  transfer  and  convey  to  the 
said  corporation  all  moneys,  securities  and  property  not 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  foregoing  trusts  for  my 
sisters,  brother  and  nephew,  and  when  as  the  annuities  cease 
by  death,  the  sums  held  in  trust  to  secure  the  said  annuities 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  delivered,  transferred  and  paid 
to  the  governors  of  the  said  college  corporation. 


And  whereas,  the  said  governors  are  convinced  that 
the  purposes  of  the  testator  will  be  most  fully  and  com- 
pletely carried  into  effect  by  founding  and  establishing  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  college  for  Hebrew  and  Semitic 
learning,  to  the  end  that  the  knowledge  in  its  most  com- 
plete form  of  the  Bible  and  the  whole  Jewish  literature  may 
be  promoted  and  increased. 
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Now  therefore,  we,  the  subscribers,  having  associated 
ourselves  together  for  the  purpose  above  and  hereinafter 
set  forth,  and  being  desirous  of  becoming  incorporated 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  entitled 
"An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  institutions 
of  learning  with  power  to  confer  degrees  in  art,  pure  and 
applied  science,  philosophy,  literature,  medicine,  law  and 
theology,  and  for  the  supervision  and  regulation  of  the 
same,"  &c,  &c,  approved  June  26,  1895,  do  hereby  set  forth 
and  certify  that  the  following  are  the  purposes,  objects, 
articles  and  conditions  of  their  said  Association  for  and 
upon  which  they  desire  to  be  incorporated : 

First — The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be 

THE   DROPSIE   COLLEGE 

FOR    HEBREW    AND    COGNATE    LEARNING 

Second — The  purpose  for  which  the  corporation  is 
formed  is  the  establishment  of  a  College  for  Hebrew  and 
Semitic  learning  in  which  shall  be  taught  the  Hebrew  and 
cognate  languages  and  their  respective  literatures  and  the 
Rabbinical  learning  and  literature,  to  which  may  be  added 
from  time  to  time  instruction  in  other  languages  and  in 
other  branches  of  learning,  with  power  to  confer  degrees. 

Third — The  College  is  to  be  established  at  Philadelphia, 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  with  power  to  asso- 
ciate or  co-operate  with  other  institutions  of  learning  within 
the  Commonwealth  or  elsewhere. 

Fourth — The  term  for  which  the  college  is  to  exist  shall 
be  in  perpetuity. 


Seventh — The  assets  to  be  devoted  to  the  purpose  of 
establishing    and    conducting    the    said    College    are    to    be 
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derived  from  the  estate  of  the  said  Moses  A.  Dropsie,  de- 
ceased, and  are  to  he  paid  and  transferred  to  the  College 
as  soon  as  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  incorporated,  sav- 
ing only  funds  held  in  trust  to  secure  life  annuities  of  $6000 
and  $600  respectively,  to  the  testator's  sister  and  a  life 
annuity  of  $600  to  one  of  the  testator's  nephews.  The 
value  of  the  estate  is  estimated  to  be  about  eight  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  which  it  is  hoped  may  from  time  to  time 
be  increased  by  gifts,  legacies,  devises  or  other  benefactions 
and  profits,  so  however  that  the  yearly  income  of  said 
College  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars. 


Ninth — The  following  is  a  brief  statement  of  the  re- 
quirements for  admission  and  of  the  course  of  study  to  be 
pursued  in  the  College : 

The  College  shall  be  chiefly  of  Post  Graduate  grade 
and  its  work  shall  be  conducted  in  connection  with  original 
research.  It  will  therefore  be  required  that  candidates  for 
a  degree  shall  have  at  least  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
or  a  certificate  of  having  pursued  a  course  equivalent 
thereto,  together  with  a  good  preliminary  knowledge  of 
the  Hebrew  language  and  its  literature,  or  alternatively  of 
some  cognate  language  and  literature.  The  College  shall 
also  be  open  to  special  students  not  candidates  for  degrees 
who  desire  to  regularly  attend  lectures  on  specific  subjects 
in  its  curriculum. 

The  course  of  study  to  be  pursued  will  be  the  Hebrew 
language  and  its  grammar ;  Biblical  literature ;  the  Hebrew 
Bible  and  its  versions,  especially  Aramean  and  Greek; 
Biblical  history  and  Biblical  archaeology ;  Rabbinical  litera- 
ture,  including  the  two  Talmuds  and  the   Midrashim ;   the 
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languages  and  literatures  cognate  to  Hebrew  including 
Babylonian,  Assyrian,  Arabic,  Syriac,  Ethiopic,  Samaritan 
and  Phoenician ;  Semitic  Paleography  and  Archaeology  in 
general,  and  the  Egyptian  language  and  literature ;  Peda- 
gogics both  historically  and  in  its  relation  to  Jewish  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  education ;  Bibliography ;  Culture 
History,  Ancient  and  Modern  Jewish  history  and  litera- 
ture in  addition  to  Biblical  and  Talmudic. 

There  is  also  to  be  maintained  a  library.  Publications 
will  be  issued,  research  and  other  fellowships  and  scholar- 
ships are  to  be  established  and  other  subjects  may,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  the  bequest  be  added  from  time  to 
time  if  the  funds  of  the  college  permit  and  the  efficiency  of 
the  instruction  in  Hebrew  and  the  Semitic  languages  be  not 


impaired  thereby. 


BENEFACTORS 


Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Lazarus,  who  departed  this  life 
on  January  14,  1912,  bequeathed  her  estate  to  the  College. 

Mayer  Sulzberger,  LL.  D.,  Life  Governor  of  the  Col- 
lege under  the  will  of  the  Founder,  and  Resident  Lecturer 
in  Jewish  Jurisprudence  and  Institutes  of  Government,  who 
departed  this  life  on  April  20,  1923,  made  a  bequest  to  the 
College  of  $10,000.00  and  of  a  portion  of  his  valuable  library. 

Oscar  S.  Straus,  LL.  D.,  Life  Governor  of  the  Col- 
lege, who  departed  this  life  on  May  3,  1926,  made  a  bequest 
to  the  College  in  the  sum  of  $10,000.00. 

Mr.  Max  Adler,  of  Chicago,  made  a  gift  to  the 
College  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.00,  in  memory  of  his  mother, 
Rose  Adler. 
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Immanuel  Moses  Casanowicz,  for  many  years  con- 
nected with  the  United  States  National  Museum,  bequeathed 
the  sum  of  $500.00  to  the  College. 

Morris  Wolf,  Esq.,  and  his  sister,  Mrs.  Isidore  Kohn, 
gave  a  donation  of  $1,500.00  to  the  College  in  memory  of 
their  father,  Edwin  Wolf,  a  long-time  member  of  the  Board. 

Jacob  S.  Dreifus,  who  departed  this  life  on  September 
28,  1935,  made  a  bequest  to  the  College  in  the  sum  of 
$3,400.39,  the  income  thereof  to  be  used  for  establishing  a 
scholarship  to  be  called  the  Mack  Dreifus  Scholarship.

A  substantial  fireproof  building,  with  offices,  classrooms, 
reading-room  and  stack,  occupies  a  site  on  Broad  Street 
below  York. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Students  desiring  to  enter  the  College  as  candidates 
for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  must  have  a 
non-professional  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized  Col- 
lege or  University,  or  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have 
pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  that  for  which  the 
Bachelor's  degree  is  granted,  and  must  also  have  a  good 
preliminary  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its 
literature  or  alternatively  of  some  cognate  language  and  its 
literature.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  foundation, 
no  distinction  on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex  will  be  made 
in  the  admission  of  students. 

Students  not  desiring  to  enter  for  the  Doctor's  degree, 
but   possessed    of   sufficient   knowledge   to   enable   them    to 
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profit  by  the  courses  offered,   will  be  received  as  special 
students. 


There  is  no  tuition  fee  in  the  College. 


DEGREES 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  may  be  granted 
when  the  following  conditions  are  satisfactorily  complied 
with  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  as  requirements  for 
admission : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek  and  of  modern  languages  sufficient  for  purposes  of 
investigation. 

The  candidate  must  have  pursued  advanced  study  and 
research  for  not  less  than  three  years,  two  of  which  must 
be  spent  in  residence  at  the  College. 

Every  regular  student  entering  the  College  shall,  after 
the  first  semester  of  College  residence,  be  required  to  elect 
the  department  of  his  major  studies.  A  Faculty  Committee, 
of  whom  the  major  Professor  shall  be  a  member,  will,  after 
conferring  with  the  student,  designate  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  other  departments  which  the  student  will  be 
required  to  pursue.  The  course  will  be  planned  individually 
for  each  student,  who  will  thus  be  enabled  to  acquire  not  only 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  major  subject,  but  also  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  other  fields  of  instruction  comprehend- 
ed in  the  College  programme  of  studies. 

The  major  subject  may  be  taken  in  any  one  of  the  four 
departments,  namely  Biblical,  Rabbinical,  the  Cognate  Lan- 
guages, or  Jewish  History. 
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The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  upon  some  approved 
subject  connected  with  the  major  or  principal  subject,  which 
gives  evidence  of  his  ability  to  do  original  work,  is  a  con- 
tribution to  knowledge,  and  is  accepted  by  the  Faculty. 

The  thesis  must  be  delivered  in  shape  for  publication, 
preferably  in  typewritten  form,  no  later  than  March  1.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  of  the  printed  thesis  must 
be  delivered  by  the  candidate  before  receiving  his  degree  or 
a  satisfactory  guarantee  must  be  given  that  the  thesis  will 
be  printed  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  delivered 
not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  granting  of 
the  degree. 

The  candidate  must  pass  an  oral  examination  to  be 
conducted  by  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  desire  to  appear  for  the  final  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  academic  year  must  file  application  at  the 
Administration  Office  at  the  beginning  of  that  year.  Ar- 
rangements will  then  be  made  for  a  preliminary  written 
examination  to  test  the  student's  general  grasp  of  his 
subjects  of  study,  this  examination  to  be  based  upon 
supplementary  reading  lists  submitted  to  each  student 
by  his  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  If  a  stu- 
dent fails  in  one  minor  subject,  he  will  be  permitted  to  take 
a  re-examination  in  that  subject  in  a  subsequent  year;  if  he 
fails  in  a  major  subject  or  in  both  minors,  he  will  be 
requested  to  take  a  re-examination  in  all  his  subjects  in  a 
subsequent  year  before  being  eligible  for  the  final  oral 
examination. 

The  diploma  will  be  awarded  on  the  Founder's  Day 
following  the  oral  examination. 

The  degree  will  not  be  given  for  the  mere  reason  of 
long  study,  nor  for  miscellaneous  studies,  but  on  the  ground 
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of  faithful  study  and  high  attainment  in  a  special  branch 
of  learning. 

FELLOWSHIPS 

Fellowships  have  been  established  by  the  Governors 
yielding  five  hundred  dollars  annually  which  will  be  awarded 
under  the  following  regulations : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  non-professional  Bachelor's 
degree  from  a  recognized  College  or  University  or  a  cer- 
tificate showing  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
equivalent  to  that  for  which  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  granted. 

He  must  show  by  a  thesis,  or  publication,  or  certificate 
from  his  instructors,  a  special  knowledge  of  Hebrew  or 
cognate  studies  and  an  aptitude  for  engaging  in  research 
work. 

The  Fellow  is  expected  to  perform  such  duties  in  the 
College  as  may  be  allotted  to  him  by  the  President  or  head 
of  his  department. 

He  is  expected  to  devote  his  time  to  special  studies 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  his  department,  and  to 
give  evidence  of  his  progress  by  the  preparation  of  a  thesis, 
the  completion  of  a  piece  of  research  work,  the  delivery 
of  a  lecture  or  lectures,  or  some  other  method  which  may 
be  determined  upon  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  except 
by  permission  of  the  President,  and  this  permission  will  be 
granted  only  when  it  is  clear  that  it  does  not  interfere  with 
his  College  work  and  is  in  such  lines  as  will  actually  further 
it,  such  as  teaching  his  special  subject. 
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Appointment  to  a  Fellowship  is  for  one  year,  and  may 
be  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  the  whole  tenure 
not  to  exceed  four  years. 

Applications  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  President 
before  May  1  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  applicant's  previous  studies,  of  the  special 
subject  he  desires  to  pursue,  and  copies  of  papers  actually 
published. 

Appointments  to  Fellowships  become  operative  Sep- 
tember 1  of  each  year. 


SCHOLARSHIP 

Through  the  bequest  of  the  late  Jacob  S.  Dreifus,  an 
annual  scholarship  of  $100.00  has  been  established,  known 
as  the  Mack  Dreifus  Scholarship. 


ACADEMIC  YEAR

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LIBRARY 

The  Library  consists  of  books  concerned  with  biblical 
and  rabbinical  learning,  the  Semitic  languages,  Jewish  his- 
tory and  Egyptology,  as  well  as  works  of  general  reference. 
The  collection  numbers  about  46,104  volumes  of  books  and 
periodicals.  Incorporated  in  the  Library  are  the  collections 
of  Isaac  Leeser,  permanently  deposited  by  the  Hebrew 
Education  Society  of  Philadelphia,  the  Hebrew  collection  of 
the  late  Joshua  I.  Cohen,  M.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  presented  by 
Miss  Bertha  Cohen  and  her  nieces,  the  valuable  collection 
of  Dr.  Eduard  Glaser,  the  well  known  Arabian  traveler,  a 
selection  from  the  Library  of  Judge  Mayer  Sulzberger, 
and  the  Library  of  Professor  Henry  Malter.  In  addition, 
the  College  has  been  enabled  to  make  use  of  the  Library  of 
the  late  Professor  Max  L.  Margolis.  which  is  deposited  in 
the  biblical  lecture  room  and  is  particularly  rich  in  books 
on  the   Bible  and  its  versions. 

The  Library  now  includes  about  450  Fragments  from 
the  Cairo  Genizah,  in  Hebrew  and  Arabic;  175  Oriental 
manuscripts  (in  Arabic,  Ethiopic,  Hebrew,  Samaritan,  Cop- 
tic, Persian,  Sanscrit  and  Turkish)  ;  a  few  Fragments  of 
Coptic  Papyri ;  30  Incunabula ;  263  sixteenth  century  books ; 
and  other  rarities. 

The  College  also  possesses  the  collection  of  Judge  Sulz- 
berger, composed  mostly  of  Cuneiform  Tablets  and  As- 
syrian Seals,  and  a  collection  of  the  objects  secured  by  Doctor 
Ephraim  A.  Speiser  in  the  excavation  of  Tepe  Gawra,  near 
Mosul,  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  College  and 
of  the  Museum  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Library  will  be  closed  during  the  month  of  August. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  subject  to  the  following 
regulations  : 
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Books  may  not  be  taken  out  of  the  building  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Librarian  or  his  assistants. 

Fellows  and  regular  students  are  entitled  to  no  more 
than  twenty  books  at  one  time.  Special  students  are  entitled 
to  no  more  than  three  books  at  one  time. 

Readers  not  connected  with  the  College  are  required  to 
obtain  the  permission  of  the  Librarian  for  the  loan  of  books 
from  the  Library. 

Each  person  borrowing  books  is  required  to  prepare  in 
duplicate  a  loan  card,  bearing  his  name  and  the  title  of  the 
book  he  wishes  to  borrow.  The  Library  will  retain  this 
card  until  the  book  is  returned,  the  loan  card  being  returned 
to  the  reader  as  a  receipt. 

Current  periodicals,  journals  and  papers  are  on  file  in 
the  reading  room  adjacent  to  the  Library,  and  may  not  be 
withdrawn  from  that  room  except  over  night  or  week  end. 

No  book  may  be  retained  longer  than  four  weeks ; 
no  periodical  longer  than  two  weeks.  They  may  then  be 
renewed. 

Readers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  condition 
of  the  books  they  borrow.  The  privileges  of  the  Library 
will  be  withdrawn  from  any  one  found  guilty  of  marking, 
mutilating  or  otherwise  defacing  a  book,  and  he  will  be 
expected  either  to  replace  such  a  book  with  a  new  copy  or 
to  pay  the  cost  of  another  copy. 

All  books  are  subject  to  immediate  recall  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Librarian.  All  books  are  to  be  returned  annually 
one  week  before  the  close  of  the  Academic  Term. 

Manuscripts,  rare  books,  incunabula,  parchment  prints, 
etc.,  may  not  be  removed  from  the  building  except  by  special 
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permission  of  the  Librarian.  They  may  be  consulted  on 
ordinary  occasions  only  in  the  Library,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Librarian. 

Reference  books   frequently  consulted  may  not  be  re- 
moved from  the  building. 


SECTIONAL  LIBRARIES 

Sectional  Libraries  may  be  formed  by  the  Professors 
to  be  kept  in  their  respective  classrooms,  but  this  shall  only 
be  done  by  withdrawing  from  the  general  collection  such 
books  as  relate  exclusively  to  the  subjects  they  are  engaged 
in  teaching. 

The  Professor  in  charge  of  each  Sectional  Library  is 
responsible  for  its  safe  keeping,  and  may  on  no  account 
lend  the  books. 

Books  in  the  Sectional  Library  must  be  returned  to  the 
Central  Library  before  they  can  be  issued  for  use  outside 
the  office  or  room  to  which  they  are  accredited. 

The  books  of  each  Sectional  Library  must  be  kept 
separate  from  all  other  books  in  the  room  of  the  Professor, 
in  distinct  cases,  the  locks  to  be  controlled  by  a  master  key 
in  the  hands  of  the  Librarian,  who  may,  at  stated  times, 
examine  them  and  call  the  attention  of  the  Professor  to  any 
deficiencies. 
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COURSES  OF  STUDY 

BIBLICAL  DEPARTMENT 

Syntax  of  Biblical  Hebrew.  A  detailed  study  of  the 
rules  governing  the  construction  of  the  Hebrew  sentence, 
based  largely  on  S.  R.  Driver's  A  Treatise  on  the  Use  of  the 
Tenses  in  Hebrew,  Third  Edition  (Oxford,  1892),  and 
Eduard  Konig's  Syntax  (Leipzig,  1897).  Professor  Reider. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Biblical  Exegesis.  A  discussion  of  the  various  trends 
and  methods  in  the  interpretation  of  the  Bible,  from  the 
close  of  the  Middle  Ages  to  modern  times.  This  is  a  con- 
tinuation of  last  year's  course,  which  covered  the  |>eriod 
from  the  close  of  the  Canon  to  the  end  of  the  Middle  Ages. 
Professor  Reider.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Ganaanite   Texts   of   Ras   Shamra    (Ugarit),    in   the 

editions  of   Ch.    Virolleaud.    Hans    Bauer,   H.    L.   Ginsberg, 
and    Montgomery-Harris.      Professor    Reider.     One    hour 

weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Bible 
for  their  major.  Questions  arising  in  the  course  of  prepar- 
ing theses,  the  subjects  of  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Faculty,  will  be  taken  up  for  discussion.  Professor  Reider. 
One  hour  weekly. 

The  Books  of  Samuel,  1  Samuel  20-31.  A  textual, 
historical  and  archaeological  study.  Professor  Speiser. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

RABBINICAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  History  and  Development  of  the  Halakah. 
This  course  will  extend   for  a  period  of  three  years,  and  it 
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will  embrace  the  entire  Halakah  from  its  beginnings  down  to 
the  close  of  the  seventeenth  century.  The  lectures  of  the 
academic  year  1940-41  will  embody  the  Halakah  from  the 
time  of  Ezra  to  the  compilation  of  the  Mishna.  Stress  will 
be  laid  upon  the  principles  of  tannaitic  jurisprudence  and  its 
development.  A  thorough  study  will  be  made  of  the  various 
tannaitic  schools  which  existed,  particularly  the  Shammaites 
and  the  Hillelites.  The  Halakot  found  in  the  apocryphal 
literature,  the  Book  of  Jubilees,  Philo,  Josephus,  will  be 
expounded.  Students  will  be  expected  to  present  papers  on 
the  sources  and  the  literature.  Professor  Zeitlin.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Talmud  Babli,  Tractate  Sanhedrin,  with  the  stand- 
ard commentaries,  pursued  along  historical  and  critical  lines. 
Variant  readings,  as  recorded  by  Rabbinovicz  in  his  i'ariae 
Lectiones,  will  be  carefully  examined.  In  the  study  of  this 
tractate  the  organization  of  the  courts  in  Palestine  during 
the  Second  Commonwealth  will  be  discussed.  Professor 
Zeitlin.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Attitude  of  Classical  and  Church  Literature  com- 
pared with  Tannaitic  Writings.  This  course  will  analyze 
the  attitude  of  the  Greek  and  Roman  writers  and  the  early 
Church  Fathers  towards  the  Jews.  Their  literature  will  be 
read  and  interpreted.  The  Jewish  side,  as  it  is  presented  in 
Philo,  In  Flaccum;  Legatio  ad  Gaium;  in  Josephus,  Contra 
Apionem;  and  in  the  early  tannaitic  literature,  will  also  be 
investigated.     Professor  Zeitlin.     One  hour  weekly. 

A  Seminar  Course  in  tannaitic  and  amoraic  litera- 
ture, with  special  emphasis  upon  methodology,  may  be  organ- 
ized for  students  who  have  acquired  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  Talmud.     Professor  Zeitlin.    One  hour  weekly. 

Talmud  for  beginners  will  be  given  upon  request. 
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Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  rab- 
binical subjects  for  their  theses.  Professor  Zeitlin.  One 
hour  weekly. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  COGNATE  LANGUAGES 

Elementary  Arabic.  A  study  of  the  elements  of 
Arabic  grammar ;  easy  prose  texts  with  grammatical  analysis. 
First  Term :  A  thorough  study  of  the  inflection  of  the  verb 
in  all  the  conjugations.  Second  Term :  Formation  and  inflec- 
tion of  the  noun,  with  special  attention  to  broken  plurals, 
and  written  exercises  in  translating  from  English  into  Arabic. 
Text-book :  Socin's  Arabic  Grammar.  Professor  Skoss. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Intermediate  Arabic.  Reading  and  interpretation 
of  the  Koran,  with  reference  to  etymology  and  syntax  (first 
term).  Exercises  in  reading  unvocalized  selections  from 
Bruennow-Fischer's  Arabische  Chrestomathie  (second  term). 
Professor  Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 

Advanced  Arabic.  Selections  from  Al-Baidawi's  Com- 
mentary on  the  Koran.  Fleischer's  BcidJiazvii  Commentarius 
in  Coranuin  will  be  used.  Professor  Skoss.  One  hour 
weekly. 

Judaeo-Arabic.  Advanced  course.  Prerequisite:  a 
knowledge  of  unvocalized  Arabic.  Selections  from  Ibn 
Janah's  grammatical  and  lexicographical  works  will  be  read 
and  analyzed.  Due  attention  will  be  paid  to  deviations  from 
the  classical  Arabic.    Professor  Skoss.   One  hour  weekly. 

Elementary  Syriac.     Grammar  and  reading  of  prose 
s.     Text-book:  Ungnad's  Syrische  Grammatik  with  ref- 
erence  to   Noeldeke  and   Brockelmann.     Professor   Skoss. 
(  hie  hour  weekly. 
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Outline  of  the  History  and  Principles  of  Existing 
Scripts  from  the  oldest  times  to  the  present.  First  term : 
The  picture  writings  and  their  geographical  distribution. 
Special  attention  will  be  given  to  short  exercises  in  dating 
Egyptian  inscriptions  by  palaeographical  means.  Second 
term :  The  theories  of  the  origin  and  development  of  the 
alphabetic  scripts  of  the  world,  especially  the  Hebrew,  Greek 
and  English.    Professor  Reich.    One  hour  weekly. 

History  of  Egyptian  Grammar  from  the  earliest  times 
to  the  Coptic  of  today,  with  special  regard  to  the  compara- 
tive grammar  of  the  Semitic  and  Khamitic  languages.  First 
part :  Phonology  and  accidence.  Second  part :  Syntax.  Pro- 
fessor Reich.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Bible  and  Egypt.  The  texts  of  the  so-called  "Teach- 
ings of  Amenemope"  (Hieratic  Papyrus  British  Museum 
10474,  edition  of  Budge  and  transcription  by  Lange  will  be 
used)  compared  with  the  Book  of  Proverbs  in  the  Bible. 
Professor  Reich.    One  hour  weekly. 

Interpretation  of  Polylingual  Texts  from  Egypt  in 
different  scripts  and  languages,  such  as  the  Rosetta  Stone, 
Inscriptions  of  Philae,  Raphia,  etc.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  syntax  applied  in  these  languages  and  to  the 
history  of  the  decipherment  of  the  Hieroglyphic  and  Demotic 
scripts.     Professor  Reich.     One  hour  weekly. 

Chronology  of  the  Main  Eras:  Principles  of  trans- 
posing these  eras  into  the  Julian  calendar,  with  exercises 
especially  in  Bible  and  Egyptian  chronology.  Professor 
Reich.     One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  can- 
didates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing 
subjects  in  Arabic  or  Egyptology  for  their  theses  and  for 
other  advanced  students.    Special  problems  arising  in  con- 
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nection  with  the  work  in  these  departments  will  be  discussed. 
Professor  Skoss  or  Professor  Reich.    One  hour  weekly. 

HISTORICAL  DEPARTMENT 

History  of  the  Jews  in  Europe  during  the  Twelfth 
and  Thirteenth  Centuries.  This  will  be  a  continuation  of 
the  course  given  during  the  previous  year,  but  may  l>e  taken 
independently.  The  course  will  be  concerned  chiefly  with  the 
fewries  of  Western  Europe  and  their  political,  social  and 
literary  development.  The  Jewish  events  will  be  correlated 
with  the  general  European  movements  of  the  period.  Special 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  Kahal  as  the  unit  of  the  social- 
political  structure.    Professor  Neuman.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Studies  in  the  Sources  of  Franco-German  Jewish 
History.  This  course  will  supplement  the  general  history 
course  outlined  above,  and  will  consist  of  the  critical  analysis 
of  the  relevant  source  material.  Professor  Neuman.  One 
hour  weekly. 

Readings  in  Rabbinic  Responsa.  The  purpose  of  this 
course  will  he  to  train  the  students  in  the  application  of 
Responsa  material  to  historical  investigation.  Professor 
Neuman.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  con- 
sultation with  students  in  the  preparation  of  a  thesis  in  the 
Historical  Department  and  for  other  advanced  students  who 
are  engaged  in  special  research.     Professor  Neuman.     By 

appointment. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The  College  is  continuing  the  publication  of  the  Jewish 
Quarterly  Review,  which  had  been  issued  in  England 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years.     The  Quarterly  provides  a 
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medium  for  the  publication  in  the  English  language  of 
articles  and  reviews  in  the  interest  of  Jewish  literature, 
history,  and  religion,  Hebrew  philology,  and  kindred  sub- 
jects. The  New  Series  began  with  the  number  for  July, 
1910;  thirty  volumes  were  issued  under  the  editorship  of  the 
late  President  of  the  College,  Doctor  Cyrus  Adler.  The 
thirty-first  volume  is  now  in  course  of  publication  and  is  being 
edited  by  Professors  Abraham  A.  Neuman  and  Solomon 
Zeitlin,  with  the  aid  of  eminent  scholars.  The  subscription 
price  is  five  dollars  per  annum.  Back  volumes  of  the  New 
Series  can  be  furnished  to  subscribers  at  two  dollars  per 
volume.

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FOUNDATION 


The  College  is  founded  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Moses  Aaron 
Dropsie,  an  eminent  citizen  and  lawyer,  all  his  life  resident 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  testament  was  executed 
on  September  17,  1895.  He  directed  "that  there  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  college 
for  the  promotion  of  and  instruction  in  the  Hebrew  and 
cognate  languages  and  their  respective  literatures  and  in 
the  Rabbinical  learning  and  literature."  He  also  directed 
"that  in  the  admission  of  students  there  shall  be  no  dis- 
tinction on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex."  Mr.  Dropsie 
departed  this  life  on  July  8,  1905.  The  Charter  was  granted 
to  the  College  June  6,  1907,  under  the  style  of  The  Dropsie 
College  for  Hebrew  and  Cognate  Learning,  this  name 
being  selected  by  the  Governors  as  a  memorial  to  the 
Founder.  Extracts  from  the  Charter  and  the  accompany- 
ing papers  are  printed  in  previous  Registers  and  will  be 
furnished  upon  application. 


BENEFACTORS 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Lazarus,  who  departed  this  life 
on  January  14,  1912,  bequeathed  her  estate  to  the  College. 

Mayer  Sulzberger,  LL.  D.,  Life  Governor  of  the  Col-

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Students  desiring  to  enter  the  College  as  candidates 
for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  must  have  a 
non-professional  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized  Col- 
lege or  University,  or  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have 
pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  that  for  which  the 
Bachelor's  degree  is  granted,  and  must  also  have  a  good 
preliminary  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its 
literature  or  alternatively  of  some  cognate  language  and  its 
literature.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  foundation, 
no  distinction  on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex  will  be  made 
in  the  admission  of  students. 
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Students  not  desiring  to  enter  for  the  Doctor's  degree, 
but  possessed  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  them  to 
profit  by  the  courses  offered,  will  be  received  as  special 
students. 

There  is  no  tuition  fee  in  the  College. 


DEGREES 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  may  be  granted 
when  the  following  conditions  are  satisfactorily  complied 
with  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  as  requirements  for 
admission : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek  and  of  modern  languages  sufficient  for  purposes  of 
investigation. 

The  candidate  must  have  pursued  advanced  study  and 
research  for  not  less  than  three  years,  two  of  which  must 
be  spent  in  residence  at  the  College. 

Every  regular  student  entering  the  College  shall,  after 
the  first  semester  of  College  residence,  be  required  to  elect 
the  department  of  his  major  studies.  A  Faculty  Committee, 
of  whom  the  major  Professor  shall  be  a  member,  will,  after 
conferring  with  the  student,  designate  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  other  departments  which  the  student  will  be 
required  to  pursue.  The  course  will  be  planned  individually 
for  each  student,  who  will  thus  be  enabled  to  acquire  not  only 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  major  subject,  but  also  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  other  fields  of  instruction  comprehend- 
ed in  the  College  programme  of  studies. 

The  major  subject  may  be  taken  in  any  one  of  the  five 
departments,  namely  Biblical,  Rabbinical,  the  Cognate  Lan- 
guages, Egyptology,  or  Jewish  History. 
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The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  upon  some  approved 
subject  connected  with  the  major  or  principal  subject,  which 
gives  evidence  of  his  ability  to  do  original  work,  is  a  con- 
tribution to  knowledge,  and  is  accepted  by  the  Faculty. 

The  thesis  must  be  delivered  in  shape  for  publication, 
preferably  in  typewritten  form,  no  later  than  March  1.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  of  the  printed  thesis  must 
be  delivered  by  the  candidate  before  receiving  his  degree  or 
a  satisfactory  guarantee  must  be  given  that  the  thesis  will 
be  printed  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  delivered 
not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  granting  of 
the  degree. 

The  candidate  must  pass  an  oral  examination  to  be 
conducted  by  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  desire  to  appear  for  the  final  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  academic  year  must  file  application  at  the 
Administration  Office  at  the  beginning  of  that  year.  Ar- 
rangements will  then  be  made  for  a  preliminary  written 
examination  to  test  the  student's  general  grasp  of  his 
subjects  of  study,  this  examination  to  be  based  upon 
supplementary  reading  lists  submitted  to  each  student 
by  his  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  If  a  stu- 
dent fails  in  one  minor  subject,  he  will  be  permitted  to  take 
a  re-examination  in  that  subject  in  a  subsequent  year ;  if  he 
fails  in  a  major  subject  or  in  both  minors,  he  will  be 
requested  to  take  a  re-examination  in  all  his  subjects  in  a 
subsequent  year  before  being  eligible  for  the  final  oral 
examination. 

The  diploma  will  be  awarded  on  the  Founder's  Day 
following  the  oral  examination. 

The  degree  will  not  be  given  for  the  mere  reason  of 
long  study,  nor  for  miscellaneous  studies,  but  on  the  ground 
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of  faithful  study  and  high  attainment  in  a  special  branch 
of  learning. 

FELLOWSHIPS 

Fellowships  have  been  established  by  the  Governors 

yielding  five  hundred  dollars  annually  which  will  be  awarded 
under  the  following  regulations: 

The  candidate  must  have  a  non-professional  Bachelor's 
degree  from  a  recognized  College  or  University  or  a  cer- 
tificate showing  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
equivalent  to  that  for  which  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  granted. 

He  must  show  by  a  thesis,  or  publication,  or  certificate 
from  his  instructors,  a  special  knowledge  of  Hebrew  or 
cognate  studies  and  an  aptitude  for  engaging  in  research 
work. 

The  Fellow  is  expected  to  perform  such  duties  in  the 
College  as  may  be  allotted  to  him  by  the  President  or  head 
of  his  department. 

He  is  expected  to  devote  his  time  to  special  studies 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  his  department,  and  to 
give  evidence  of  his  progress  by  the  preparation  of  a  thesis, 
the  completion  of  a  piece  of  research  work,  the  delivery 
of  a  lecture  or  lectures,  or  some  other  method  which  may 
be  determined  upon  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  except 
by  permission  of  the  President,  and  this  permission  will  be 
granted  only  when  it  is  clear  that  it  does  not  interfere  with 
his  College  work  and  is  in  such  lines  as  will  actually  further 
it,  such  as  teaching  his  special  subject. 
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Appointment  to  a  Fellowship  is  for  one  year,  and  may 
be  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  the  whole  tenure 
not  to  exceed  four  years. 

Applications  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  President 
before  May  1  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  applicant's  previous  studies,  of  the  special 
subject  he  desires  to  pursue,  and  copies  of  papers  actually 
published. 

Appointments  to  Fellowships  become  operative  Sep- 
tember 1  of  each  year. 


SCHOLARSHIP 

Through  the  bequest  of  the  late  Jacob  S.  Dreifus,  an 
annual  scholarship  of  $100.00  has  been  established,  known 
as  the  Mack  Dreifus  Scholarship. 


ACADEMIC  YEAR 

The  Academic  Year  will  begin  on  Wednesday,  October 
8,  1941,  and  close  on  Friday,  May  22,  1942. 

Registration  will  take  place  on  Wednesday,  October  8, 
1941,  at  10:00  a.m. 

The  year  will  be  divided  into  two  Terms,  the  Second 
Term  beginning  February  2,  1942. 

The  Founder's  Day  Exercises  will  be  held  on  Sunday, 
May  24,  1942. 
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LIBRARY 

The  Library  consists  of  books  concerned  with  biblical 
and  rabbinical  learning,  the  Semitic  languages,  Jewish  his- 
tory and  Egyptology,  as  well  as  works  of  general  reference 
The  collection  numbers  about  47,959  volumes  of  books  and 
periodicals.  Incorporated  in  the  Library  are  the  collections 
of  Isaac  Leeser,  permanently  deposited  by  the  Hebrew 
Education  Society  of  Philadelphia,  the  Hebrew  collection  of 
the  late  Joshua  I.  Cohen,  M.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  presented  by 
Miss  Bertha  Cohen  and  her  nieces,  the  valuable  collection 
of  Dr.  Eduard  Glaser,  the  well  known  Arabian  traveler,  a 
selection  from  the  Library  of  Judge  Mayer  Sulzberger, 
and  the  Library  of  Professor  Henry  Malter.  In  addition, 
the  College  has  been  enabled  to  make  use  of  the  Library  of 
the  late  Professor  Max  L.  Margolis,  which  is  deposited  in 
the  biblical  lecture  room  and  is  particularly  rich  in  books 
on  the  Bible  and  its  versions. 

The  Library  now  includes  about  450  Fragments  from 
the  Cairo  Genizah,  in  Hebrew  and  Arabic;  175  Oriental 
manuscripts  (in  Arabic,  Ethiopic,  Hebrew,  Samaritan,  Cop- 
tic, Persian,  Sanscrit  and  Turkish)  ;  a  few  Fragments  of 
Coptic  Papyri ;  30  Incunabula ;  263  sixteenth  century  books ; 
and  other  rarities. 

The  College  also  possesses  the  collection  of  Judge  Sulz- 
berger, composed  mostly  of  Cuneiform  Tablets  and  As- 
syrian Seals,  and  a  collection  of  the  objects  secured  by  Doctor 
Ephraim  A.  Speiser  in  the  excavation  of  Tepe  Gawra,  near 
Mosul,  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  College  and 
of  the  Museum  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Library  will  be  closed  during  the  month  of  August. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  subject  to  the  following 
regulations : 


14  THE   DROPSIE  COLLEGE 

Books  may  not  be  taken  out  of  the  building  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Librarian  or  his  assistants. 

Fellows  and  regular  students  are  entitled  to  no  more 
than  twenty  books  at  one  time.  Special  students  are  entitled 
to  no  more  than  three  books  at  one  time. 

Readers  not  connected  with  the  College  are  required  to 
obtain  the  permission  of  the  Librarian  for  the  loan  of  books 
from  the  Library. 

Each  person  borrowing  books  is  required  to  prepare  in 
duplicate  a  loan  card,  bearing  his  name  and  the  title  of  the 
book  he  wishes  to  borrow.  The  Library  will  retain  this 
card  until  the  book  is  returned,  the  loan  card  being  returned 
to  the  reader  as  a  receipt. 

Current  periodicals,  journals  and  papers  are  on  file  in 
the  reading  room  adjacent  to  the  Library,  and  may  not  be 
withdrawn  from  that  room  except  over  night  or  week  end. 

No  book  may  be  retained  longer  than  four  weeks ; 
no  periodical  longer  than  two  weeks.  They  may  then  be 
renewed. 

Readers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  condition 
of  the  books  they  borrow.  The  privileges  of  the  Library 
will  be  withdrawn  from  any  one  found  guilty  of  marking, 
mutilating  or  otherwise  defacing  a  book,  and  he  will  be 
expected  either  to  replace  such  a  book  with  a  new  copy  or 
to  pay  the  cost  of  another  copy. 

All  books  are  subject  to  immediate  recall  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Librarian.  All  books  are  to  be  returned  annually 
one  week  before  the  close  of  the  Academic  Term. 

Manuscripts,  rare  books,  incunabula,  parchment  prints, 
etc.,  may  not  be  removed  from  the  building  except  by  special 
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permission  of  the  Librarian.  They  may  be  consulted  on 
ordinary  occasions  only  in  the  Library,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Librarian. 

Reference  books  frequently  consulted  may  not  be  re- 
moved from  the  building. 


SECTIONAL  LIBRARIES 

Sectional  Libraries  may  be  formed  by  the  Professors 
to  be  kept  in  their  respective  classrooms,  but  this  shall  only 
be  done  by  withdrawing  from  the  general  collection  such 
books  as  relate  exclusively  to  the  subjects  they  are  engaged 
in  teaching. 

The  Professor  in  charge  of  each  Sectional  Library  is 
responsible  for  its  safe  keeping,  and  may  on  no  account 
lend  the  books. 

Books  in  the  Sectional  Library  must  be  returned  to  the 
Central  Library  before  they  can  be  issued  for  use  outside 
the  office  or  room  to  which  they  are  accredited. 

The  books  of  each  Sectional  Library  must  be  kept 
separate  from  all  other  books  in  the  room  of  the  Professor, 
in  distinct  cases,  the  locks  to  be  controlled  by  a  master  key 
in  the  hands  of  the  Librarian,  who  may,  at  stated  times, 
examine  them  and  call  the  attention  of  the  Professor  to  any 
deficiencies. 
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COURSES  OF  STUDY 

BIBLICAL  DEPARTMENT 

Hebrew  Grammar.  A  detailed  study  of  the  char- 
acters, sounds  and  their  modifications  (phonology).  Based 
on  the  grammars  of  Gesenius-Bergstrasser  and  Bauer- 
Leander.     Professor  Reider.     Two  hours  weekly. 

The  Book  of  Jeremiah.  A  philological  and  exegetical 
interpretation  of  the  book,  based  on  the  ancient  versions,  on 
mediaeval  and  modern  commentaries,  as  well  as  on  recent 
archaeological  discoveries  in  Palestine.  Particular  attention 
will  be  paid  to  the  Lachish  Letters  discovered  at  Tell 
ed-Duweir  in  1935.    Professor  Reider.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Aramaic   Papyri   of  Assuan   and   Elephantine.     A 

study  of  these  Papyri  in  the  reproductions  of  Sayce  and 
Cowley,  Aramaic  Papyri  Discovered  at  Assuan  (London, 
1906),  and  Sachau,  Aramdische  Papyrus  und  Ostraka  aus 
Elephantine  (Leipzig,  1911),  with  the  aid  of  Cowley's  ex- 
pository volume,  Aramaic  Papyri  of  the  Fifth  Century  B.  C. 
(Oxford,  1923).     Professor  Reider.     One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  can- 
didates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing 
Bible  for  their  major.  Questions  arising  in  the  course  of 
preparing  theses,  the  subjects  of  which  have  been  approved 
by  the  Faculty,  will  be  taken  up  for  discussion.  Professor 
Reider.     One  hour  weekly. 

RABBINICAL  DEPARTMENT 

The    History   and    Development   of    the    Halakah. 

This  course  will  embrace  the  entire  Halakah,  from  the  com- 
pilation of  the  Mishnah  down  to  the  extinction  of  the 
Gaonate.     Stress  will  be  laid  upon  the  principles  of  gaonic 
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jurisprudence.  Due  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  Karaite 
Halakah  and  its  development.  An  analytic  study  will  be 
made  of  the  organization  and  character  of  the  Talmud  of 
Babylon,  the  Talmud  of  Palestine,  the  midrashic  literature, 
and  the  various  halakic  works  of  the  gaonic  period.  While 
this  is  a  part  of  the  general  course  of  the  history  and  develop- 
ment of  the  Halakah,  it  may  be  taken  independently.  Pro- 
fessor Zeitlin.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Talmud  Babli,  Tractate  Baba  Kamma  (Chapter 
VII),  with  standard  commentaries,  pursued  along  historical 
and  critical  lines.  Variant  readings,  as  recorded  by  Rabbino- 
vicz  in  his  Varlae  Lectiones,  will  be  carefully  examined.  In 
the  study  of  this  Tractate,  the  laws  of  possession  and  owner- 
ship will  be  discussed  and  comparisons  with  Roman  law 
made.     Professor  Zeitlin.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Selected  Readings  from  the  Talmud  and  Midrash. 

Selected  passages  from  the  Talmud  and  Midrash  in  rela- 
tion to  Christianity  and  heretical  sects  will  be  read.  The  aim 
of  this  course  is  to  establish  a  critical  text  and  to  show  the 
value  of  the  Talmud  and  Midrash  for  the  history  of  the 
early  period  of  Christianity.  Professor  Zeitlin.  One  hour 
weekly  (first  term). 

Attitude  of  Classical  and  Church  Literature  com- 
pared with  Tannaitic  Writings.  This  course  will  analyze 
the  attitude  of  the  Greek  and  Roman  writers  and  the  early 
Church  Fathers  towards  the  Jews.  Their  works  will  be 
read  and  interpreted.  Passages  from  Justin  Martyr's  Dia- 
logue with  Tryphon  and  Origen's  Against  Celsus  will  be 
compared  with  those  of  the  Talmud.  Professor  Zeitlin. 
One  hour  weekly   (second  term). 

A  Seminar  Course  in  Talmud  Yerushalmi,  Tractate 
Berakot,  may  be  organized  for  students  who  have  acquired  a 
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thorough   knowledge   of   the   Talmud.     Professor   Zeitlin. 
One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  rab- 
binical subjects  for  their  theses.  Professor  Zeitlin.  One 
hour  weekly. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  COGNATE  LANGUAGES 

Elementary  Arabic.  A  study  of  the  elements  of 
Arabic  grammar ;  easy  prose  texts  with  grammatical  analysis. 
First  Term :  A  thorough  study  of  the  inflection  of  the  verb 
in  all  the  conjugations.  Second  Term:  Formation  and  inflec- 
tion of  the  noun,  with  special  attention  to  broken  plurals, 
and  written  exercises  in  translating  from  English  into  Arabic. 
Textbook:  Socin's  Arabic  Grammar.  Professor  Skoss. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Intermediate  Arabic.  Reading  and  interpretation 
of  the  Koran,  with  reference  to  etymology  and  syntax  (first 
term).  Exercises  in  reading  unvocalized  selections  from 
Bruennow-Fischer's  Arabische  Chrcstomathie  (second  term). 
Professor  Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 

Advanced  Arabic.  Readings  from  the  Hadith  of 
Bukhari,  Krehl's  he  recueil  de  traditions  mahometanes  par 
Abou  Abdallah  ibn  Ismail  el-Bokhari,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Commentary  of  Castelani,  will  be  used.  Professor  Skoss. 
One  hour  weekly. 

Judaeo-Arabic.  Advanced  course.  Prerequisite :  a 
knowledge  of  unvocalized  Arabic.  A  study  of  Judah  ha- 
Levi's  Kitabu-l-Hujjuati  wa-d-dal'di  fl  Nasri-d-dini-dh- 
dhalili  (Khozari).  with  comparison  of  Judah  ibn  Tibbon's 
Hebrew  translation  of  the  Arabic  original  (in  commemora- 
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tion  of  the  eight  hundredth  anniversary  of  Judah  ha-Levi's 
death).     Professor  Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 

Ethiopic.  Elementary  course.  Textbook :  Chaine's 
Grammaire  ethiopienne,  with  reference  to  Praetorius  and 
Dillmann-Bezold.     Professor  Skoss.     One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  sub- 
jects in  Arabic  for  their  theses  and  for  other  advanced  stu- 
dents.    Professor  Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EGYPTOLOGY 

Egyptian  Grammar.  This  course  in  Egyptian  gram- 
mar will  also  include  a  comparative  study  dealing  with  the 
other  languages  of  Semitic  formation,  especially  Hebrew  and 
Assyrian-Babylonian.  The  students  will  be  introduced  to 
easy  hieroglyphic  texts.  Professor  Reich.  Two  hours 
weekly. 

Assyirian-Babylonian  Grammar  and  reading  of  texts. 
Professor  Reich.     One  hour  weekly. 

Coptic.  Interpretation  of  biblical  and  legal  texts,  with 
a  short  grammatical  introduction  for  beginners.  Professor 
Reich.    One  hour  weekly. 

Bible  in  Relation  to  the  Ancient  Near  East.  Se- 
lected historical,  .cultural  and  philological  problems  of  the 
Bible  will  be  discussed  on  the  basis  of  our  present  knowledge 
of  Egyptian  and  cuneiform  sources.  Professor  Reich.  One 
hour  weekly. 

Hieroglyphic  and  Hieratic  Texts  will  be  read  upon 
request. 
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Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  can- 
didates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  the  subject 
of  Egyptology  and  for  other  advanced  students  who  are 
engaged  in  special  research  in  this  department.  Professor 
Reich.     One  hour  weekly. 


HISTORICAL  DEPARTMENT 

History  of  the  Jews  in  Europe  during  the  Thir- 
teenth and  Fourteenth  Centuries.  The  course  will  deal 
with  the  political,  social  and  economic  life  of  the  Jews  in 
Western  Europe.  The  economic  and  political  growth  of  the 
third  estate  and  the  rise  of  European  nationalism,  with  its 
effect  upon  the  culture  and  political  evolution  of  the  various 
European  states,  will  be  studied  in  relation  to  the  status  of  the 
Jews  during  this  period.  The  lectures  will  be  supplemented 
by  readings  and  reports.  Professor  Neuman.  Two  hours 
weekly. 

Historic  Sources.  In  this  course,  a  critical  study  will 
be  made  of  the  source  material  which  bears  on  the  history 
of  the  Jews  in  France  and  Germany.  The  non-Jewish  as 
well  as  the  Hebrew  sources  will  be  included.  Professor 
Neuman.     One  hour  weekly. 

Readings  in  Rabbinic  Responsa.  This  will  be  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  course  given  during  the  previous  year. 
Readings  from  the  classic  authors  of  the  Responsa  literature 
will  be  selected  for  the  purpose  of  historic  reconstruction. 
Professor  Neuman.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  con- 
sultation with  students  in  the  preparation  of  a  thesis  in  the 
Historical  Department  and  for  other  advanced  students  who 
are  engaged  in  special  research.  Professor  Neuman.  By 
appointment. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  JEWISH  PHILOSOPHY 
AND  HEBREW  LITERATURE 

The  Kuzari.  A  study  of  this  classical  work  by  Judah 
ha-Levi,  its  philosophy,  its  place  in  Jewish  thought  and  par- 
ticularly its  mysticism,  as  related  to  Algazali  and  other 
Arabic  thinkers  and  as  revealed  through  a  more  precise 
understanding  of  its  Arabic-Hebrew  terminology.  The  He- 
brew version  will  be  used  in  the  course.  Professor  Efros. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

From  Krochmal  to  Ahad  ha- Am.  A  study  of  the 
meaning  and  destiny  of  Israel  as  reflected  in  the  works  of 
such  modern  Hebrew  essayists  as  Krochmal,  S.  D.  Luzzatto, 
Smolenskin,  Lilienblum  and  Ahad  ha-Am.  Professor  Efros. 
One  hour  weekly. 

Post-Biblical  Jewish  Literature.  This  course  will 
deal  with  the  origins  of  the  post-biblical  literature  in  the  Oral 
Law,  its  evolution,  and  its  chief  trends.  Professor  Elbogen. 
Two  hours  weekly  (second  term). 

PUBLICATIONS 

The  College  is  continuing  the  publication  of  the  Jewish 
Quarterly  Review,  which  had  been  issued  in  England 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years.  The  Quarterly  provides  a 
medium  for  the  publication  in  the  English  language  of 
articles  and  reviews  in  the  interest  of  Jewish  literature, 
history  and  religion,  Hebrew  philology  and  kindred  sub- 
jects. The  New  Series  began  with  the  number  for  July 
1910.  Thirty  volumes  were  issued  under  the  editorship  of  the 
late  President  of  the  College,  Doctor  Cyrus  Adler.  Begin- 
ning with  Volume  XXXI,  the  Quarterly  has  been  under  the 
joint  editorship  of  Professors  Abraham  A.  Neuman  and 
Solomon  Zeitlin,  with  the  aid  of  eminent  scholars.     The 
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thirty-second  volume  is  now  in  course  of  publication.  The 
subscription  price  is  five  dollars  per  annum.  Back  volumes 
of  the  New  Series  can  be  furnished  to  subscribers  at  two 
dollars  per  volume,  except  Volume  XIX,  which  is  sold  at 
five  dollars.

FOUNDATION 


The  College  is  founded  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Moses  Aaron 
Dropsie,  an  eminent  citizen  and  lawyer,  all  his  life  resident 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  testament  was  executed 
on  September  17,  1895.  He  directed  "that  there  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  college 
for  the  promotion  of  and  instruction  in  the  Hebrew  and 
cognate  languages  and  their  respective  literatures  and  in 
the  Rabbinical  learning  and  literature."  He  also  directed 
"that  in  the  admission  of  students  there  shall  be  no  dis- 
tinction on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex."  Mr.  Dropsie 
departed  this  life  on  July  8,  1905.  The  Charter  was  granted 
to  the  College  June  6,  1907,  under  the  style  of  The  Dropsie 
College  for  Hebrew  and  Cognate  Learning,  this  name 
being  selected  by  the  Governors  as  a  memorial  to  the 
Founder.  Extracts  from  the  Charter  and  the  accompany- 
ing papers  are  printed  in  previous  Registers  and  will  be 
furnished  upon  application. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Lazarus,  who  departed  this  life 
on  January  14,  1912,  bequeathed  her  estate  to  the  College. 

BUILDING 

A  substantial  fireproof  building,  with  offices,  classrooms, 
reading-room  and  stack,  occupies  a  site  on  Broad  Street 
below  York. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Students  desiring  to  enter  the  College  as  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  must  have  a 
non-professional  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized  Col- 
lege or  University,  or  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have 
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pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  that  for  which  the 
Bachelor's  degree  is  granted,  and  must  also  have  a  good 
preliminary  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its 
literature  or  alternatively  of  some  cognate  language  and  its 
literature.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  foundation, 
no  distinction  on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex  will  be  made 
in  the  admission  of  students. 

Students  not  desiring  to  enter  for  the  Doctor's  degree, 
but  possessed  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  them  to 
profit  by  the  courses  offered,  will  be  received  as  special 
students. 

There  is  no  tuition  fee  in  the  College. 

DEGREES 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  may  be  granted 
when  the  following  conditions  are  satisfactorily  complied 
with  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  as  requirements  for 
admission : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek  and  of  modern  languages  sufficient  for  purposes  of 
investigation. 

The  candidate  must  have  pursued  advanced  study  and 
research  for  not  less  than  three  years,  two  of  which  must 
be  spent  in  residence  at  the  College. 

Every  regular  student  entering  the  College  shall,  after 
the  first  semester  of  College  residence,  be  required  to  elect 
the  department  of  his  major  studies.  A  Faculty  Committee, 
of  whom  the  major  Professor  shall  be  a  member,  will,  after 
conferring  with  the  student,  designate  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  other  departments  which  the  student  will  be 
required  to  pursue.    The  course  will  be  planned  individually 
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for  each  student,  who  will  thus  be  enabled  to  acquire  not  only 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  major  subject,  but  also  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  other  fields  of  instruction  comprehend- 
ed in  the  College  programme  of  studies. 

The  major  subject  may  be  taken  in  any  one  of  the  five 
departments,  namely  Biblical,  Rabbinical,  the  Cognate  Lan- 
guages, Egyptology,  or  Jewish  History. 

The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  upon  some  approved 
subject  connected  with  the  major  or  principal  subject,  which 
gives  evidence  of  his  ability  to  do  original  work,  is  a  con- 
tribution to  knowledge,  and  is  accepted  by  the  Faculty. 

The  thesis  must  be  delivered  in  shape  for  publication, 
preferably  in  typewritten  form,  no  later  than  March  1.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  of  the  printed  thesis  must 
be  delivered  by  the  candidate  before  receiving  his  degree  or 
a  satisfactory  guarantee  must  be  given  that  the  thesis  will 
be  printed  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  delivered 
not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  granting  of 
the  degree. 

The  candidate  must  pass  an  oral  examination  to  be 
conducted  by  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  desire  to  appear  for  the  final  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  academic  year  must  file  application  at  the 
Administration  Office  at  the  beginning  of  that  year.  Ar- 
rangements will  then  be  made  for  a  preliminary  written 
examination  to  test  the  student's  general  grasp  of  his 
subjects  of  study,  this  examination  to  be  based  upon 
supplementary  reading  lists  submitted  to  each  student 
by  his  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  If  a  stu- 
dent fails  in  one  minor  subject,  he  will  be  permitted  to  take 
a  re-examination  in  that  subject  in  a  subsequent  year;  if  he 
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fails  in  a  major  subject  or  in  both  minors,  he  will  be 
requested  to  take  a  re-examination  in  all  his  subjects  in  a 
subsequent  year  before  being  eligible  for  the  final  oral 
examination. 

The  diploma  will  be  awarded  on  the  Founder's  Day 
following  the  oral  examination. 

The  degree  will  not  be  given  for  the  mere  reason  of 
long  study,  nor  for  miscellaneous  studies,  but  on  the  ground 
of  faithful  study  and  high  attainment  in  a  special  branch 
of  learning. 

FELLOWSHIPS 

Fellowships  have  been  established  by  the  Governors 
yielding  five  hundred  dollars  annually  which  will  be  awarded 
under  the  following  regulations : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  non-professional  Bachelor's 
degree  from  a  recognized  College  or  University  or  a  cer- 
tificate showing  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
equivalent  to  that  for  which  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  granted. 

He  must  show  by  a  thesis,  or  publication,  or  certificate 
from  his  instructors,  a  special  knowledge  of  Hebrew  01 
cognate  studies  and  an  aptitude  for  engaging  in  research 
work. 

The  Fellow  is  expected  to  perform  such  duties  in  the 
College  as  may  be  allotted  to  him  by  the  President  or  head 
of  his  department. 

He  is  expected  to  devote  his  time  to  special  studies 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  his  department,  and  to 
give  evidence  of  his  progress  by  the  preparation  of  a  thesis, 
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the  completion  of  a  piece  of  research  work,  the  delivery 
of  a  lecture  or  lectures,  or  some  other  method  which  may 
be  determined  upon  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  except 
by  permission  of  the  President,  and  this  permission  will  be 
granted  only  when  it'  is  clear  that  it  does  not  interfere  with 
his  College  work  and  is  in  such  lines  as  will  actually  further 
it,  such  as  teaching  his  special  subject. 

Appointment  to  a  Fellowship  is  for  one  year,  and  may 
be  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  the  whole  tenure 
not  to  exceed  four  years. 

Applications  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  President 
before  May  1  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  applicant's  previous  studies,  of  the  special 
subject  he  desires  to  pursue,  and  copies  of  papers  actually 
published. 

Appointments  to  Fellowships  become  operative  Sep- 
tember 1  of  each  year. 


SCHOLARSHIP 

Through  the  bequest  of  the  late  Jacob  S.  Dreifus,  an 
annual  scholarship  of  $100.00  has  been  established,  known 
as  the  Mack  Dreifus  Scholarship. 


NEW  DEPARTMENTS 

The  Department  of  Jewish  Philosophy  and  Hebrew 
Literature  was  established  in  1941-42.  In  the  current  years 
there  will  be  added  the  Department  of  the  History  of  Semitic 
Civilization.

LIBRARY 

The  Library  consists  of  books  concerned  with  biblical 
and  rabbinical  learning,  the  Semitic  languages,  Jewish  his- 
tory and  Egyptology,  as  well  as  works  of  general  reference. 
The  collection  numbers  about  48,860  volumes  of  books  and 
periodicals.  Incorporated  in  the  Library  are  the  collections 
of   Isaac   Leeser,   permanently   deposited   by   the   Hebrew 
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Education  Society  of  Philadelphia,  the  Hebrew  collection  of 
the  late  Joshua  I.  Cohen,  M.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  presented  by 
Miss  Bertha  Cohen  and  her  nieces,  the  valuable  collection 
of  Dr.  Eduard  Glaser,  the  well  known  Arabian  traveler,  a 
selection  from  the  Library  of  Judge  Mayer  Sulzberger, 
and  the  Library  of  Professor  Henry  Malter.  In  addition, 
the  College  has  been  enabled  to  make  use  of  the  Library  of 
the  late  Professor  Max  L.  Margolis,  which  is  deposited  in 
the  biblical  lecture  room  and  is  particularly  rich  in  books 
on  the  Bible  and  its  versions. 

The  Library  now  includes  about  450  Fragments  from 
the  Cairo  Genizah,  in  Hebrew  and  Arabic;  175  Oriental 
manuscripts  (in  Arabic,  Ethiopic,  Hebrew,  Samaritan,  Cop- 
tic, Persian,  Sanscrit  and  Turkish)  ;  a  few  Fragments  of 
Coptic  Papyri ;  30  Incunabula ;  263  sixteenth  century  books ; 
and  other  rarities. 

The  College  also  possesses  the  collection  of  Judge  Sulz- 
berger, composed  mostly  of  Cuneiform  Tablets  and  As- 
syrian Seals,  and  a  collection  of  the  objects  secured  by  Doctor 
Ephraim  A.  Speiser  in  the  excavation  of  Tepe  Gawra,  near 
Mosul,  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  College  and 
of  the  Museum  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Library  will  be  closed  during  the  month  of  August. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  subject  to  the  following 
regulations : 

Books  may  not  be  taken  out  of  the  building  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Librarian  or  his  assistants. 

Fellows  and  regular  students  are  entitled  to  no  more 
than  twelve  books  at  one  time.  Special  students  are  entitled 
to  no  more  than  three  books  at  one  time. 
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Readers  not  connected  with  the  College  are  required  to 
obtain  the  permission  of  the  Librarian  for  the  loan  of  books 
from  the  Library. 

Each  person  borrowing  books  is  required  to  prepare  in 
duplicate  a  loan  card,  bearing  his  name  and  the  title  of  the 
book  he  wishes  to  borrow.  The  Library  will  retain  this 
card  until  the  book  is  returned,  the  loan  card  being  returned 
to  the  reader  as  a  receipt. 

Current  periodicals,  journals  and  papers  are  on  file  in 
the  reading  room  adjacent  to  the  Library,  and  may  not  be 
withdrawn  from  that  room  except  over  night  or  week  end. 

No  book  may  be  retained  longer  than  four  weeks ; 
no  periodical  longer  than  two  weeks.  They  may  then  be 
renewed. 

Readers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  condition 
of  the  books  they  borrow.  The  privileges  of  the  Library 
will  be  withdrawn  from  any  one  found  guilty  of  marking, 
mutilating  or  otherwise  defacing  a  book,  and  he  will  be 
expected  either  to  replace  such  a  book  with  a  new  copy  or 
to  pay  the  cost  of  another  copy. 

All  books  are  subject  to  immediate  recall  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Librarian.  All  books  are  to  be  returned  annually 
one  week  before  the  close  of  the  Academic  Term. 

Manuscripts,  rare  books,  incunabula,  parchment  prints, 
etc.,  may  not  be  removed  from  the  building  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Librarian.  They  may  be  consulted  on 
ordinary  occasions  only  in  the  Library,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Librarian. 

Reference  books  frequently  consulted  may  not  be  re- 
moved from  the  building. 
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SECTIONAL  LIBRARIES 

Sectional  Libraries  may  be  formed  by  the  Professors 
to  be  kept  in  their  respective  classrooms,  but  this  shall  only 
be  done  by  withdrawing  from  the  general  collection  such 
books  as  relate  exclusively  to  the  subjects  they  are  engaged 
in  teaching. 

The  Professor  in  charge  of  each  Sectional  Library  is 
responsible  for  its  safe  keeping,  and  may  on  no  account 
lend  the  books. 

Books  in  the  Sectional  Library  must  be  returned  to  the 
Central  Library  before  they  can  be  issued  for  use  outside 
the  office  or  room  to  which  they  are  accredited. 

The  books  of  each  Sectional  Library  must  be  kept 
separate  from  all  other  books  in  the  room  of  the  Professor, 
in  distinct  cases,  the  locks  to  be  controlled  by  a  master  key 
in  the  hands  of  the  Librarian,  who  may,  at  stated  times, 
examine  them  and  call  the  attention  of  the  Professor  to  any 
deficiencies.

COURSES  OF  STUDY 

BIBLICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1942-43 

Hebrew  Grammar.  Morphology  of  Biblical  Hebrew. 
A  study  of  tbe  forms  of  the  verb  and  noun  of  biblical  He- 
brew based  on  mediaeval  Hebrew  authorities  and  the  newer 
researches  of  Gesenius-Bergstrasser,  Bauer-Leander,  Bartb 
and  Lagarde.     Professor  Reider.     Two  hours  weekly. 

The  Book  of  Ezekiel.  A  philological  and  exegetical 
interpretation  of  the  book,  based  on  the  ancient  versions,  on 
mediaeval  and  modern  commentaries,  as  well  as  on  the 
results  of  archaeology.  Professor  Reider.  Two  hours  weekly. 

An  Introduction  to  the  Literature  of  the  Old  Tes- 
tament. This  course  is  planned  to  be  partly  isagogical  and 
partly  bibliographical,  giving  a  rapid  survey  of  the  vast  litera- 
ture on  the  Bible.    Professor  Reider.    One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Bible 
for  their  major.  Questions  arising  in  the  course  of  pre- 
paring theses,  the  subjects  of  which  have  been  approved  by 
the  Faculty,  will  be  taken  up  for  discussion.  Professor 
Reider.     One  hour  weekly. 

Academic  Year  1943-44 

Syntax  of  Biblical  Hebrew.  A  detailed  study  of  the 
rules  governing  the  construction  of  the  Hebrew  sentence, 
based  largely  on  S.  R.  Driver's  A  Treatise  on  the  Use  of 
the  Tenses  in  Hebrew,  Third  Edition  (Oxford,  1892)  and 
Eduard  Konig's  Syntax  (Leipzig,  1897).  Professor  Reider. 
Two  hours  weekly. 
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The  Book  of  Psalms..  Historical  and  philological 
interpretation  of  selected  Psalms  in  the  light  of  ancient  ver- 
sions, mediaeval  and  modern  commentaries.  Professor 
Reider.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Ganaanite  Texts  of  Ras  Shamra  (Ugarit),  in  the 
editions  of  Ch.  Virolleaud,  Hans  Bauer,  H.  L.  Ginsberg, 
and  Montgomery-Harris.  Professor  Reider.  One  hour 
weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Bible 
for  their  major.  Questions  arising  in  the  course  of  prepar- 
ing theses,  the  subjects  of  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Faculty,  will  be  taken  up  for  discussion.  Professor  Reider. 
One  hour  weekly. 

RABBINICAL  DEPARTMENT 

Academic  Year  1942-43 

The    History    and    Development    of    the    Halakah 

from  the  extinction  of  the  Gaonate  to  the  eighteenth  century. 
Stress  will  be  laid  upon  the  Responsa  as  well  as  the  Tal- 
mudic  commentaries,  and  due  attention  will  be  given  to  the 
organization  and  character  of  the  various  codes.  Represen- 
tative passages  from  Rabbinic  literature  will  be  read  and 
discussed.  This  course  is  one  of  three  covering  the  entire 
history  of  the  Halakah,  but  may  be  taken  independently. 
Professor  Zeitlin.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Talmud  Babli,  Tractate  Hullin  (Chapter  1).  With 
standard  commentaries,  pursued  along  historical  and  critical 
lines.  Variant  readings,  as  recorded  by  Rabbinovicz  in  his 
Vartae  Lcctioncs,  will  be  carefully  examined.  Professor 
Zeitlin.    Two  hours  weekly. 
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Classical  and  Church  Literature  compared  with 
Tannaitic  Writings.  This  course  will  analyze  the  attitude 
of  the  Greek  and  Roman  writers  and  the  early  Church 
Fathers  towards  the  Jews.  Their  works  will  he  read  and 
interpreted.  Passages  from  Justin  Martyr's  Dialogue  with 
Tryphon  and  Origen's  Against  Cclsus  will  be  compared  with 
those  of  the  Talmud.    Professor  Zeitlin.   One  hour  weekly. 

Talmud  Yerushalmi,  Tractate  Berakot  (Chapter  1). 

The  text  will  be  critically  examined  and  a  comparison  with 
the  Talmud  Bahli  will  be  made.  Professor  Zeitlin.  One 
hour  weekly  (first  term). 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  rab- 
binical subjects  for  their  theses.  Professor  Zeitlin.  One 
hour  weekly. 

Academic  Year  1943-44 

Jewish  Institutions  and  Sects  during  the  Second 
Commonwealth.  This  course  will  embrace  the  history  and 
the  development  of  the  various  institutions  and  sects  which 
existed  among  the  Jews  from  the  pre-Hellenistic  period 
down  to  the  war  of  Bar  Kokba.  A  study  will  be  made  of 
the  origin  and  the  character  of  the  synagogue,  the  Great 
Synagogue,  the  Sanhedrin,  the  priesthood  and  other  insti- 
tutions. The  sects  and  political  parties  will  include  the 
Sadducees,  Essenes,  Pharisees,  the  Fourth  Philosophy,  the 
Apocalyptics  and  the  political  parties  that  arose  during  the 
war  against  the  Romans,  as  well  as  the  various  Minim  dur- 
ing the  first  century  C.  E.  Selections  from  the  tannaitic 
literature,  apocryphal  and  apocalyptic  literature,  the  Tar- 
gumim,  Philo,  Josephus,  the  New  Testament  and  the  ante- 
Nicene  Fathers  will  be  read  and  discussed.  Professor  Zeit- 
lin.    Two  hours  weekly. 
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Talmud  Babli,  Tractate  Hullin  (Chapter  2).  With 
standard  commentaries,  pursued  along  historical  and  critical 
lines.  Variant  readings,  as  recorded  by  Rabbinovicz  in  his 
Variae  Lectiones,  will  be  carefully  examined.  Professor 
Zeitlin.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Hasidism.  This  course  will  embrace  the  history  and 
development  of  the  Hasidic  movement  from  the  time  of 
Israel  Baal  Shem  Tob  to  the  time  of  Shneor  Zalman,  the 
founder  of  the  HaBaD  system.  The  causes  which  brought 
about  the  rise  of  Hasidism  will  be  fully  presented.  A  thor- 
ough study  of  the  different  schools  in  the  Hasidic  movement 
will  be  discussed.  The  literature  will  be  read  and  analyzed. 
Its  influence  on  rabbinic  literature  will  be  studied.  Due  con- 
sideration will  be  given  to  the  controversy  between  the  Hasi- 
dim  and  the  Mitnagdim.  Professor  Zeitlin.  One  hour 
weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  rab- 
binical subjects  for  their  theses.  Professor  Zeitlin.  One 
hour  weekly.

Academic  Year  1942-43 

Elementary  Arabic.  A  study  of  the  elements  of 
Arabic  grammar ;  easy  prose  texts  with  grammatical  analysis. 
First  term:  A  thorough  study  of  the  inflection  of  the  verb 
in  all  the  conjugations.  Second  term:  Formation  and  inflec- 
tion of  the  noun,  with  special  attention  to  the  broken  plurals, 
and  written  exercises  in  translating  from  English  into  Arabic. 
Textbook:  Socin's  Arabic  Grammar.  Professor  Skoss. 
Two  hours  weekly. 
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Intermediate  Arabic.  Reading  and  interpretation 
of  the  Koran,  with  reference  to  etymology  and  syntax  (first 
term).  Exercises  in  reading  unvocalized  selections  from 
Bruennow-Fischer's  Arabische  Chrestomathie  (second  term). 
Professor  Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 

Advanced    Arabic.     Readings  from   the   Hadith  of 
Bukharl,  Krehl's  Le  rccueil  de  traditions  maJwinetancs  par 
Abon  Abdallah   ibn  Ismail  cl-Bokhari,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Commentary  of  Qastelani,  will  be  used.  Professor  Skoss. 
One  hour  weekly. 

J  udaeo-  Arabic.  Advanced  course.  Prerequisite:  a 
knowledge  of  unvocalized  Arabic.  Selections  from  Saadia's 
exegetical  works  will  be  read  and  analyzed,  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  thousandth  anniversary  of  his  .death.  Professor 
Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 

Elementary  Syriac.  Grammar  and  reading  of  easy 
prose  texts.  Textbook:  Ungnad's  Syrische  Grammatik,  with 
reference  to  Noeldeke  and  Brockelmann.  Professor  Skoss. 
One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  sub- 
jects in  Arabic  for  their  theses  and  for  other  advanced  stu- 
dents.   Professor  Skoss.    One  hour  weekly.

This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  sub- 
jects in  Arabic  for  their  theses  and  for  other  advanced  stu- 
dents.

Academic  Year  1942-43 

Egyptian  Grammar  for  beginners  and  reading  of  easy 
Hieroglyphic  texts.   Professor  Reich.    One  hour  weekly. 
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Coptic  Grammar  for  beginners  and  reading  of  easy 
Biblical  texts.     Professor  Rr.irn.    One  hour  weekly. 

History  of  the  Ancient  Near  East  and  the  Medi- 
terranean Countries.    This  course  will  present  an  outline 

of  the  social,  economic  structure  of  the  various  countries 
treated,  with  special  reference  to  class  stratification,  migra- 
tion of  populations,  and  the  effects  of  wars  upon  economic 
developments.     Professor  Reich.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Reading  and  Interpretation  of  Hieroglyphic  and 
Hieratic  Texts.   Advanced  course.   Professor  Reich.   One 

hour  weekly. 

Outline  of  Hittite  Grammar  and  interpretation  of 
easy  texts.

This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  sub- 
jects  in  Egyptology  for  their  theses  and  for  other  advanced 
students  who  are  engaged  in  special  researches  in  this  de- 
partment.    Professor  Reich.     By  appointment. 

Academic  Year  1943-44 

Comparative  Grammar  of  the  Semitic  and  Chamitic 
Languages  with  special  regard  to  the  Hehrew  of  the  Penta- 
teuch in  its  relation  to  Egyptian  idioms.  (A  brief  introduc- 
tory  course  for  beginners  will  be  given  upon  request,  in 
order  to  enable  them  to  follow  the  above  lectures).  Pro- 
Eessor  Reich.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Ethnic  Religions  in  the  ancient  Near  East  and  the 
Mediterranean  Countries.  Special  stress  will  be  laid  upon 
the  syncretistic   processes  tending  to  create  a  sort  of  cos- 
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mopolitan  monotheism.  This  will  be  contrasted  with  the 
biblical  God  of  the  prophets  and  the  Messianic  view  of  uni- 
versal monotheism.    Professor  Reich.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Elephantine.  Its  political  and  cultural  history  from  the 
earliest  times  to  the  end  of  the  Roman  rule  with  glimpses 
into  the  civilizations  of  the  surrounding  countries.  Professor 
Reich.    One  hour  weekly. 

Old  Nubia  and  its  languages.  Upon  request.  Pro- 
fessor Reich.    One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  can- 
didates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  the  subject 
of  Egyptology  and  for  other  advanced  students  who  are 
engaged  in  special  research  in  this  department.  Professor 
Reich.    By  appointment. 

HISTORICAL  DEPARTMENT 

Academic  Year  1942-43 

History  of  the  Jews  during  the  Fifteenth  and  Six- 
teenth Centuries.  The  central  theme  of  this  course  will  be 
Poland,  Turkey  and  Palestine,  or  the  gradual  shifting  of 
Jewish  history  from  Western  Europe  to  the  eastern  centers. 
The  political  status  of  these  communities  will  be  studied  and 
compared  with  the  earlier  position  of  the  Jewish  communi- 
ties in  Western  Europe.  The  trend  toward  spiritual  isolation 
and  mysticism  will  be  traced  historically.  Professor  Neuman. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Early  History  of  the  Jews  in  Spain.  This  course  will 
treat  the  history  of  the  Jews  in  Spain  during  the  Roman- 
Visigothic  and  Arabic  periods.  Assigned  readings  and  reports 
by  the  students  on  various  problems  connected  with  the  period 
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will  be  prescribed.  A  special  study  will  be  made  of  the 
Roman  and  Visigothic  codes  relating  to  the  Jews.  Professor 
Neuman.     One  hour  weekly. 

Responsa  Literature  in  Relation  to  Spanish-Jewish 
History.  In  this  course,  a  study  will  be  made  of  the  responsa 

literature  of  the  Spanish  rabbis.  Students  will  be  trained  to 
use  these  documents  for  purposes  of  historic  reconstruction. 
The  responsa  will  be  correlated  with  the  published  archive 
material  of  Jacobs,  Regne  and  Baer.  Professor  Neuman. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  consul- 
tation with  students  in  the  preparation  of  a  thesis  in  the 
Historical  Department  and  for  other  advanced  students  who 
are  engaged  in  special  research.  Professor  Neuman.  By 
appointment. 

Academic  Year  1943-44 

History  of  the  Jews  during  the  Seventeenth  and 
Eighteenth  Centuries.  This  course  will  trace  the  history 
of  the  Jewish  communities  in  Poland  as  well  as  in  the  Otto- 
man Empire,  with  special  reference  to  Palestine.  The  politi- 
cal, social  and  cultural  aspects  of  Jewish  life  in  these  coun- 
tries will  be  studied,  with  particular  attention  to  the  intensi- 
fication of  mystic  influences  and  the  rise  of  messianic  move- 
ments.   Professor  Neuman.    Two  hours  weekly. 

History  of  the  Jews  in  Spain.  This  will  be  a  continu- 
ation of  the  study  announced  for  1942-43.  It  will  deal 
with  the  history  of  the  Jews  in  Christian  Spain  after  the 
Reconquest.  A  study  will  be  made  of  the  social,  economic 
and  political  aspects  of  Jewish  life  in  Spain  during  the  thir- 
teenth, fourteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries.  Professor  Neu- 
man.    One  hour  weekly. 
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Mediaeval  Hebrew  Chronicles.  The  Hebrew  chron- 
icles of  Abraham  Zacuto  and  Judah  (Joseph)  ibn  Verga  will 
be  studied  critically  and  their  historic  importance  evaluated. 
The  importance  of  these  works  in  the  general  development  of 
Jewish  historiography  will  be  discussed.  Professor  Neuman. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  consul- 
tation with  students  in  the  preparation  of  a  thesis  in  the 
Historical  Department  and  for  other  advanced  students  who 
are  engaged  in  special  research.  Professor  Neuman.  By 
appointment. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  JEWISH  PHILOSOPHY 
AND  HEBREW  LITERATURE 

Academic  Year  1942-43 

The  Philosophy  of  Saadyah  Gaon.  The  attributes  of 
God,  the  purpose  of  the  Torah,  human  happiness,  freedom 
of  will,  the  soul  and  its  immortality,  eschatology  and  the 
good  life.  This  will  be  a  continuation  of  the  course  given  in 
the  previous  year.  Lectures,  readings  and  reports.  Professor 
Efros.   Two  hours  weekly. 

Modern  Hebraic  Thought.  Smolenskin's  critique  of 
Haskalah,  Lilienblum's  realism,  Ben  Yehudah's  particularism, 
Yabetz's  romanticism  and,  mainly,  the  enrichment  and  deep- 
ening of  these  tendencies  in  the  philosophy  of  Ahad  ha-Am 
and  his  disciples.  Lectures,  readings  and  reports.  Professor 
Efros.   One  hour  weekly. 

Post-Biblical  Jewish  Literature  (second  part).  A 
thousand  years  of  literature  will  be  treated  as  a  basic  factor 
and  inspiration  of  Jewish  cultural  life.  The  migration  of 
this  literature  through  various  countries,  its  rise  and  decline, 
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affected  both  by  external  causes  and  inner  evolution,  will  be 
discussed.  Professor  Llbogen.  Two  hours  weekly  (first 
term). 

Academic  Year  1943-44 

The  Philosophy  of  Maimonides.  A  study  of  his 
philosophical  system  as  presented  in  the  Moreh  Ncbuk'un, 
with  special  reference  to  its  sources  in  Jewish  and  Arabic 
thought.  Lectures,  readings  and  reports.  Professor  Efros. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Contemporary  Hebraic  Thought.  This  course  will 
deal  with  the  meaning  and  destiny  of  Israel  as  reflected  par- 
ticularly in  Berditschevsky's  demands  for  a  transvaluation  of 
values,  A.  D.  Gordon's  religion  of  labor  and  Ezekiel  Kauf- 
man's sociological  researches.  Lectures,  readings  and  reports. 
Professor  Efros.    One  hour  weekly. 

The  Epistle  of  R.  Sherira  Gaon.  This  famous  epistle, 
written  about  the  year  990  C.  E.,  the  basic  source  of  talmudi- 
cal  methodology  and  of  amoraic  as  well  as  geonic  chronology, 
will  be  critically  and  systematically  interpreted.  The  prob- 
lem whether  the  text  was  transmitted  in  two  different  recen- 
sions will  be  discussed.  Professor  Elbogen.  Two  hours 
weekly  (first  term). 


DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  HISTORY  OF 
SEMITIC  CIVILIZATION 

Academic  Year  1942-43 

History  of  Hebrew  Civilization  in  Palestine  and 
Babylonia  to  the  End  of  the  Talmudic  Period.  Tracing 
the  early  origins  of  Hebrew  civilization  as  revealed  in  biblical 
literature  and  in  archaeological  findings,  the  course  will  deal 
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with  the  elements  of  science  and  mathematics  to  be  found  in 
talmudic  literature.  Special  emphasis  will  be  placed  upon 
Jewish  intellectual  life  during  this  period.  Professor  Gandz. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

History  of  Babylonian  and  Egyptian  Mathematics. 

Professor  Gandz.     One  hour  weekly. 

Academic  Year  1943-44 

History  of  Jewish  Civilization  in  the  Middle  Ages. 
The  Jews  and  the  Arabic  civilization.  Arabic  literature  of 
the  Jews.  Hebrew  translations.  Professor  Gandz.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Hebrew  and  Arabic  Mathematics.  The  earliest  He- 
brew and  Arabic  geometry.  Arabic  algebra.  History  of  the 
numerals.     Professor  Gandz.     One  hour  weekly.

The  College  is  continuing  the  publication  of  the  Jewish 
Quarterly  Review,  which  had  been  issued  in  England 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years.  The  Quarterly  provides  a 
medium  for  the  publication  in  the  English  language  of 
articles  and  reviews  in  the  interest  of  Jewish  literature, 
history  and  religion,  Hebrew  philology  and  kindred  sub- 
jects. The  New  Series  began  with  the  number  for  July 
1910.  Thirty  volumes  were  issued  under  the  editorship  of  the 
late  President  of  the  College,  Doctor  Cyrus  Adler.  Begin- 
ning with  Volume  XXXI,  the  Quarterly  has  been  under  the 
joint  editorship  of  Professors  Abraham  A.  Neuman  and 
Solomon  Zeitlin,  with  the  aid  of  eminent  scholars.     The 
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thirty-third  volume  is  now  in  course  of  publication.  The 
subscription  price  is  five  dollars  per  annum.  Back  volumes 
of  the  New  Series  can  be  furnished  to  subscribers  at  two 
dollars  per  volume,  except  Volume  XIX,  which  is  sold  at 
five  dollars.

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FOUNDATION 


The  College  is  founded  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Moses  Aaron 
Dropsie,  an  eminent  citizen  and  lawyer,  all  his  life  resident 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  testament  was  executed 
on  September  17,  1895.  He  directed  "that  there  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  college 
for  the  promotion  of  and  instruction  in  the  Hebrew  and 
cognate  languages  and  their  respective  literatures  and  in 
the  Rabbinical  learning  and  literature."  He  also  directed 
"that  in  the  admission  of  students  there  shall  be  no  dis- 
tinction on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex."  Mr.  Dropsie 
departed  this  life  on  July  8,  1905.  The  Charter  was  granted 
to  the  College  June  6,  1907,  under  the  style  of  The  Dropsie 
College  for  Hebrew  and  Cognate  Learning,  this  name 
being  selected  by  the  Governors  as  a  memorial  to  the 
Founder.  Extracts  from  the  Charter  and  the  accompany- 
ing papers  are  printed  in  previous  Registers  and  will  be 
furnished  upon  application. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Lazarus,  who  departed  this  life 
on  January  14,  1912,  bequeathed  her  estate  to  the  College. 

BUILDING 

A  substantial  fireproof  building,  with  offices,  classrooms, 
reading-room  and  stack,  occupies  a  site  on  Broad  Street 
below  York. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Students  desiring  to  enter  the  College  as  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  must  have  a 
non-professional  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized  Col- 
lege or  University,  or  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have 
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pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  that  for  which  the 
Bachelor's  degree  is  granted,  and  must  also  have  a  good 
preliminary  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its 
literature  or  alternatively  of  some  cognate  language  and  its 
literature.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  foundation, 
no  distinction  on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex  will  be  made 
in  the  admission  of  students. 

Students  not  desiring  to  enter  for  the  Doctor's  degree, 
but  possessed  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  them  to 
profit  by  the  courses  offered,  will  be  received  as  special 
students. 

There  is  no  tuition  fee  in  the  College. 


DEGREES 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  may  be  granted 
when  the  following  conditions  are  satisfactorily  complied 
with  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  as  requirements  for 
admission : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek  and  of  modern  languages  sufficient  for  purposes  of 
investigation. 

The  candidate  must  have  pursued  advanced  study  and 
research  for  not  less  than  three  years,  two  of  which  must 
be  spent  in  residence  at  the  College. 

Every  regular  student  entering  the  College  shall,  after 
the  first  semester  of  College  residence,  be  required  to  elect 
the  department  of  his  major  studies.  A  Faculty  Committee, 
of  whom  the  major  Professor  shall  be  a  member,  will,  after 
conferring  with  the  student,  designate  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  other  departments  which  the  student  will  be 
required  to  pursue.    The  course  will  be  planned  individually 
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for  each  student,  who  will  thus  be  enabled  to  acquire  not  only 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  major  subject,  but  also  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  other  fields  of  instruction  comprehend- 
ed in  the  College  programme  of  studies. 

The  major  subject  may  be  taken  in  any  of  the  seven 
departments,  namely :  Biblical,  Rabbinical,  the  Cognate  Lan- 
guages, Assyriology,  Jewish  History,  Jewish  Philosophy  and 
Hebrew  Literature,  or  Comparative  Religion. 

The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  upon  some  approved 
subject  connected  with  the  major  or  principal  subject,  which 
gives  evidence  of  his  ability  to  do  original  work,  is  a  con- 
tribution to  knowledge,  and  is  accepted  by  the  Faculty. 

The  thesis  must  be  delivered  in  shape  for  publication, 
preferably  in  typewritten  form,  no  later  than  March  1.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  of  the  printed  thesis  must 
be  delivered  by  the  candidate  before  receiving  his  degree  or 
a  satisfactory  guarantee  must  be  given  that  the  thesis  will 
be  printed  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  delivered 
not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  granting  of 
the  degree. 

The  candidate  must  pass  an  oral  examination  to  be 
conducted  by  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  desire  to  appear  for  the  final  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  academic  year  must  file  application  at  the 
Administration  Office  at  the  beginning  of  that  year.  Ar- 
rangements will  then  be  made  for  a  preliminary  written 
examination  to  test  the  student's  general  grasp  of  his 
subjects  of  study,  this  examination  to  be  based  upon 
supplementary  reading  lists  submitted  to  each  student 
by  his  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  If  a  stu- 
dent fails  in  one  minor  subject,  he  will  be  permitted  to  take 
a  re-examination  in  that  subject  in  a  subsequent  year;  if  he 
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fails  in  a  major  subject  or  in  both  minors,  he  will  be 
requested  to  take  a  re-examination  in  all  his  subjects  in  a 
subsequent  year  before  being  eligible  for  the  final  oral 
examination. 

The  diploma  will  be  awarded  on  the  Founder's  Day 
following  the  oral  examination. 

The  degree  will  not  be  given  for  the  mere  reason  of 
long  study,  nor  for  miscellaneous  studies,  but  on  the  ground 
of  faithful  study  and  high  attainment  in  a  special  branch 
of  learning. 

RESEARCH  FELLOWSHIPS 

In  order  to  encourage  advanced  research  in  the  various 
branches  of  Jewish  learning,  and  to  afford  an  opportunity  to 
young,  promising  scholars  who  seem  best  qualified  to  make 
permanent  contributions  of  value  to  Hebrew  and  Cognate 
Learning,  the  Dropsie  College  established  two  advanced 
research  fellowships  in  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
each  per  annum. 

The  Dropsie  College  established  in  1943  an  advanced 
research  fellowship  to  be  known  as  the  Cyrus  Adler  Re- 
search Fellowship.  This  was  in  commemoration  of  the 
eightieth  year  of  the  birth  of  the  late  Cyrus  Adler,  presi- 
dent of  the  College,  and  in  pursuance  of  his  lifelong  aim  to 
promote  scholarship  through  the  encouragement  of  young 
scholars  of  unusual  promise.  An  additional  research  fellow- 
ship was  established  in  1944. 

These  fellowships  are  open  to  men  and  women  under  the 
age  of  forty  years,  irrespective  of  race  or  creed.  The 
candidate  must  have  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
and,  in  addition,  will  be  required  to  submit  evidence  of 
unusual  capacity  for  research,  demonstrated  by  publications 
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of  high  merit  or  through  work  on  an  important  scholarly 
project. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  and  will 
be  required  to  reside  in  Philadelphia  during  the  tenure  of 
his  Fellowship. 

Applications  for  the  Fellowships  should  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  President  on  or  before  November  1,  1944. 

FELLOWSHIPS 

Fellowships  have  been  established  by  the  Governors 
yielding  six  hundred  dollars  annually  which  will  be  awarded 
under  the  following  regulations : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  non-professional  Bachelor's 
degree  from  a  recognized  College  or  University  or  a  cer- 
tificate showing  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
equivalent  to  that  for  which  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  granted. 

He  must  show  by  a  thesis,  or  publication,  or  certificate 
from  his  instructors,  a  special  knowledge  of  Hebrew  or 
cognate  studies  and  an  aptitude  for  engaging  in  research 
work. 

The  Fellow  is  expected  to  perform  such  duties  in  the 
College  as  may  be  allotted  to  him  by  the  President  or  head 
of  his  department. 

He  is  expected  to  devote  his  time  to  special  studies 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  his  department,  and  to 
give  evidence  of  his  progress  by  the  preparation  of  a  thesis, 
the  completion  of  a  piece  of  research  work,  the  delivery 
of  a  lecture  or  lectures,  or  some  other  method  which  may 
be  determined  upon  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  except 
by  permission  of  the  President,  and  this  permission  will  be 
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granted  only  when  it  is  clear  that  it  does  not  interfere  with 
his  College  work  and  is  in  such  lines  as  will  actually  further 
it,  such  as  teaching  his  special  subject. 

Appointment  to  a  Fellowship  is  for  one  year,  and  may 
be  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  the  whole  tenure 
not  to  exceed  four  years. 

Applications  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  President 
before  May  1  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  applicant's  previous  studies,  of  the  special 
subject  he  desires  to  pursue,  and  copies  of  papers  actually 
published. 

Appointments  to  Fellowships  become  operative  Sep- 
tember 1  of  each  year. 

DAVID  SHAINBERG  FELLOWSHIP 

A  new  fellowship  yielding  six  hundred  dollars  annually, 
to  be  known  as  the  David  Shainberg  Fellowship,  was 
established  by  the  Shainberg  Foundation  of  Memphis,  Ten- 
nessee, in  memory  of  David  Shainberg. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

Through  the  bequest  of  the  late  Jacob  S.  Dreifus,  an 
annual  scholarship  of  $100.00  has  been  established,  known 
as  the  Mack  Dreifus  Scholarship. 

NEW  DEPARTMENTS 

The  Department  of  Jewish  Philosophy  and  Hebrew 
Literature  was  established  in  1941-1942.  In  1942-1943,  there 
was  added  the  Department  of  the  History  of  Semitic  Civili- 
zation, and  in  the  current  year  there  will  be  added  the  De- 
partment of  Assyriology  and  Egyptology,  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Comparative  Religion. 
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During  the  Academic  Year  1943-1944,  the  following 
special  courses  were  given : 

History  of  the  Near  East.  Professor  Henry  S. 
Gehman.     Two  hours  weekly.    First  term. 

Palestinian  Archaeology.  Professor  William  F.

LIBRARY 

The  Library  consists  of  books  concerned  with  biblical 
and  rabbinical  learning,  the  Semitic  languages,  Jewish  his- 
tory and  Egyptology,  as  well  as  works  of  general  reference. 
The  collection  numbers  about  51,352  volumes  of  books  and 
periodicals.     Incorporated  in  the  Library  are  the  collections 

of  Isaac  Leeser,  permanently  deposited  by  the  Hebrew 
Education  Society  of  Philadelphia,  the  Hebrew  collection  of 
the  late  Joshua  I.  Cohen,  M.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  presented  by 
Miss  Bertha  Cohen  and  her  nieces,  the  valuable  collection 
of  Dr.  Eduard  Glaser,  the  well  known  Arabian  traveler,  a 
selection  from  the  Library  of  Judge  Mayer  Sulzberger, 
and  the  Library  of  Professor  Henry  Malter.  In  addition, 
the  College  has  been  enabled  to  make  use  of  the  Library  of 
the  late  Professor  Max  L.  Margolis,  which  is  deposited  in 
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the  biblical  lecture  room  and  is  particularly  rich  in  books 
on  the  Bible  and  its  versions. 

The  Library  now  includes  about  450  Fragments  from 
the  Cairo  Genizah,  in  Hebrew  and  Arabic;  178  Oriental 
manuscripts  (in  Arabic,  Ethiopic,  Hebrew,  Samaritan,  Cop- 
tic, Persian,  Sanscrit  and  Turkish)  ;  a  few  Fragments  of 
Coptic  Papyri ;  30  Incunabula ;  263  sixteenth  century  books ; 
and  other  rarities. 

The  College  also  possesses  the  collection  of  Judge  Sulz- 
berger, composed  mostly  of  Cuneiform  Tablets  and  As- 
syrian Seals,  and  a  collection  of  the  objects  secured  by  Doctor 
Ephraim  A.  Speiser  in  the  excavation  of  Tepe  Gawra,  near 
Mosul,  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  College  and 
of  the  Museum  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Among  recent  manuscript  acquisitions  by  the  College  are 
the  following:  an  ancient  copy  of  the  Books  of  Leviticus- 
Deuteronomy  from  the  collection  of  the  late  Paul 
Romanoff,  a  gift  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Dropsie 
College;  a  manuscript  Mahzor  of  the  Roman  rite,  dating 
back  to  the  fourteenth  century,  the  gift  of  Maurice  L. 
Strauss  ;  a  fourteenth  century  illuminated  Mahzor  of  the 
Ashkenazic  rite,  the  gift  of  Louis  N.  Cassett. 

The  Library  will  be  closed  during  the  month  of  August. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  subject  to  the  following 
regulations : 

Books  may  not  be  taken  out  of  the  building  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Librarian  or  his  assistants. 

Fellows  and  regular  students  are  entitled  to  no  more 
than  twelve  books  at  one  time.  Special  students  are  entitled 
to  no  more  than  three  books  at  one  time. 

Readers  not  connected  with  the  College  are  required  to 
obtain  the  permission  of  the  Librarian  for  the  loan  of  books 
from  the  Library. 
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Each  person  borrowing  books  is  required  to  prepare  in 
duplicate  a  loan  card,  bearing  his  name  and  the  title  of  the 
book  he  wishes  to  borrow.  The  Library  will  retain  this 
card  until  the  book  is  returned,  the  loan  card  being  returned 
to  the  reader  as  a  receipt. 

Current  periodicals,  journals  and  papers  are  on  file  in 
the  reading  room  adjacent  to  the  Library,  and  may  not  be 
withdrawn  from  that  room  except  over  night  or  week  end. 

No  book  may  be  retained  longer  than  four  weeks; 
no  periodical  longer  than  two  weeks.  They  may  then  be 
renewed. 

Readers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  condition 
of  the  books  they  borrow.  The  privileges  of  the  Library 
will  be  withdrawn  from  any  one  found  guilty  of  marking, 
mutilating  or  otherwise  defacing  a  book,  and  he  will  be 
expected  either  to  replace  such  a  book  with  a  new  copy  or 
to  pay  the  cost  of  another  copy. 

All  books  are  subject  to  immediate  recall  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Librarian.  All  books  are  to  be  returned  annually 
one  week  before  the  close  of  the  Academic  Term. 

Manuscripts,  rare  books,  incunabula,  parchment  prints, 
etc.,  may  not  be  removed  from  the  building  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Librarian.  They  may  be  consulted  on 
ordinary  occasions  only  in  the  Library,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Librarian. 

Reference  books  frequently  consulted  may  not  be  re- 
moved from  the  building. 

SECTIONAL  LIBRARIES 

Sectional  Libraries  may  be  formed  by  the  Professors 
to  be  kept  in  their  respective  classrooms,  but  this  shall  only 
be  done  by  withdrawing  from  the  general  collection  such 
books  as  relate  exclusively  to  the  subjects  they  are  engaged 
in  teaching. 
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The  Professor  in  charge  of  each  Sectional  Library  is 
responsible  for  its  safe  keeping,  and  may  on  no  account 
lend  the  books. 

Books  in  the  Sectional  Library  must  be  returned  to  the 
Central  Library  before  they  can  be  issued  for  use  outside 
the  office  or  room  to  which  they  are  accredited. 

The  books  of  each  Sectional  Library  must  be  kept 
separate  from  all  other  books  in  the  room  of  the  Professor, 
in  distinct  cases,  the  locks  to  be  controlled  by  a  master  key 
in  the  hands  of  the  Librarian,  who  may,  at  stated  times, 
examine  them  and  call  the  attention  of  the  Professor  to  any 
deficiencies. 
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COURSES  OF  STUDY 

BIBLICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1944-1945 

Hebrew  Grammar.  Phonology :  A  detailed  study  of 
the  Hebrew  characters,  sounds,  and  their  modifications. 
Based  on  the  grammars  of  Gesenius-Bergstrasser  and  Bauer- 
Leander.     Professor  Reider.    Two  hours  weekly. 

The  Book  of  Isaiah.  A  philological  and  exegetical 
interpretation  of  the  book,  in  the  light  of  the  ancient  ver- 
sions, medieval  and  modern  commentaries,  as  well  as  recent 
archaeological  discoveries  in  the  Near  East.  Professor 
Reider.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Biblical  Aramaic.  Grammatical  and  syntactical  treat- 
ment of  this  idiom  (textbook  Bauer-Leander.  Grammatik 
dcs  Biblisch-Aramdischen,  Halle,  1927),  followed  by  read- 
ings in  the  books  of  Ezra  and  Daniel,  and  also  inscription 
material.     Professor  Reider.     One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Bible 
for  their  major.  Questions  arising  in  the  course  of  preparing 
theses,  the  subjects  of  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Faculty,  will  be  taken  up  for  discussion.  Professor  Reider. 
One  hour  weekly. 

RABBINICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1944-1945 
The  Institutions  and  the  Sects  During  the  Second 
Commonwealth.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  the  pre- 
vious year's  lectures.  It  will  embrace  the  history  and  the 
development  of  the  institutions  and  sects  which  existed 
among  the  Jews  from  the  pre-Hellenistic  period  down  to  the 
War  of  Bar-Kokba;  a  thorough  study  will  be  made  of  the 
Pharisees,  Sadducees  and  Essenes,  the  Priesthood,  the  Con- 
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stitution  of  the  Jewish  State,  the  system  of  education,  and 
the  history  of  the  canonization  of  the  Bible,  etc.  Selections 
from  the  tannaitic  and  amoraic  literature,  apocryphal  and 
apocalyptic  literature,  the  Targumin,  Philo,  Josephus,  the 
New  Testament  and  the  the  Ante-Nicene  Fathers  will  be 
read  and  discussed.  Students  will  be  expected  to  present 
papers  on  the  sources  and  the  literature.  Professor  Zeitlin. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Talmud  Babli,  Tractate  Abodah  Zarah.  With 
standard  commentaries,  pursued  along  historical  and  critical 
lines.  Variant  readings,  as  recorded  by  Rabbinovicz  in  his 
Variae  Lectiones,  will  be  carefully  examined.  Professor 
Zeitlin.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Introduction  to  the  Talmud.  The  central  theme  of 
this  course  will  be  the  presentation  of  the  Mishna  and  the 
Gemara  as  a  literary  production.  The  text  will  be  analyzed 
and  a  study  will  be  made  of  the  compilation  and  reduction  of 
the  Mishna  and  the  Gemara.  Due  emphasis  will  be  given 
to  the  different  principles  in  the  Talmud  and  the  hermeneutic 
laws  will  be  analyzed  legally  and  historically.  Rabbinic  com- 
mentaries will  be  studied  and  analyzed,  and  modern  scholarly 
literature  on  the  Talmud  will  be  read  and  discussed.  Pro- 
fessor Zeitlin.     One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  rab- 
binical subjects  for  their  theses.  Professor  Zeitlin.  By 
appointment. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  COGNATE  LANGUAGES 

Academic  Year  1944-1945 

Elementary  Arabic.  A  study  of  the  elements  of 
Arabic  grammar ;  easy  prose  texts  with  grammatical  analysis. 
First  term :  A  thorough  study  of  the  inflection  of  the  verb 
in  all  the  conjugations.    Second  term:  Formation  and  inflec- 
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tion  of  the  noun,  with  special  attention  to  the  broken  plurals, 
and  written  exercises  in  translating  from  English  into  Ara- 
bic. Textbook:  Socin's  Arabic  Grammar.  Professr  Skoss. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Intermediate  Arabic.  Reading  and  interpretation  of 
the  Koran,  with  reference  to  etymology  and  syntax  (first 
term).  Exercises  in  reading  unvocalized  selections  from 
Bruennow-Fischer's  Arabische  Chrestomathie  (second  term). 
Professor  Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 

Advanced  Arabic.  Reading  selections  from  Shahras- 
tani's  Kitdb  al-Milal  wa'n-Nihal  (Book  of  Religions  and 
Sects),  edited  by  Cureton,  accompanied  by  a  study  of  the 
rise  and  development  of  the  more  important  sects  in  Islam. 
Professor  Skoss.     One  hour  weekly. 

Judaeo-Arabic.  Advanced  course.  Prerequisite :  a 
knowledge  of  unvocalized  Arabic.  Selections  from  Saadia's 
exegetical  works  will  be  read  and  analyzed.  Due  attention 
will  be  paid  to  deviations  from  the  classical  Arabic.  Pro- 
fessor Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 

Elementary  Syriac.  Grammar  and  reading  of  easy 
prose  texts.  Textbook :  Ungnad's  Syrische  Grammatik ,  with 
references  to  Noeldeke  and  Brockelmann.  Professor  Skoss. 
One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  sub- 
jects in  Arabic  for  their  theses  and  for  other  advanced  stu- 
dents.    Professor  Skoss.     By  appointment. 

HISTORICAL  DEPARTMENT 

Academic  Year  1944-1945 

History  of  the  Jews  during  the  Seventeenth  and 
Eighteenth  Centuries.  This  will  be  a  continuation  of  the 
course  announced  for  the  previous  year  and  will  treat  of  the 
development   of   the   important  Jewish   centers   in   Turkey, 
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Palestine  and  Holland.  The  social  upheavals  and  political 
adjustments  forced  upon  the  Jewish  communities  hy  involun- 
tary mass  migration  will  be  studied.  The  intense  cultiva- 
tion of  mysticism,  the  rise  of  Messianism  and  the  genesis  of 
Hasidism  will  be  treated  in  relation  to  the  major  currents  of 
Jewish  life.     Professor  Neuman.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Hebrew  Historical  Sources.  In  this  course  the  im- 
portant works  of  the  Medieval  Hebrew  Chronicles  will  be 
read  and  analyzed  critically.  The  readings  will  be  planned 
to  illustrate  the  development  of  Jewish  historiography  in  the 
Middle  Ages.    Professor  Neuman.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Responsa  Literature  as  Historical  Sources.  Read- 
ings from  the  classic  Responsa  literature  will  be  selected  and 
studied  from  the  historic  viewpoint.  Students  will  be 
trained  in  the  use  of  this  material  for  historical  purposes.  The 
readings  will  be  related  to  a  study  of  the  social  life  of  the 
Jewish  communities.   Professor  Neuman.   One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  is  intended  for  consultation 
with  students  in  the  preparation  of  a  thesis  in  the  Historical 
Department  and  for  other  students  engaged  in  special  re- 
search.    Professor  Neuman.     By  appointment. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  JEWISH  PHILOSOPHY 
AND  HEBREW   LITERATURE 

Academic  Year  1944-1945 

The  Philosophy  of  Maimonides.  A  study  of  his 
philosophical  system  as  presented  in  the  Morch  Nebukun. 
with  special  reference  to  its  sources  in  Jewish  and  Arabic 
thought.  Lectures,  readings  and  reports.  Professor  Efros. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Contemporary  Hebraic  Thought.  This  course  will 
conclude  the  study  of  Modern  Hebraic  Thought,  and  will 
deal  with  the  works  of  such  thinkers  as  Dubnow,  Hurwitz, 
A.  D.  Gordon,  Breuer,  Klatzkin  and  Ezekiel  Kaufman,  as 
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well  as  with  the  Jewish  philosophy  of  Hermann  Cohen, 
Rosenzweig,  and  Buber.  Evaluations  and  conclusions  on  the 
meaning  and  destiny  of  Israel.  Professor  Efros.  One  hour 
weekly. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ASSYRIOLOGY  AND 
EGYPTOLOGY 

Academic  Year  1944-1945 
Egyptian  Grammar.     Elementary  course.    Textbook: 
A.  H.  Gardiner's  Egyptian   Grammar.     Professor  Oppen- 
heim.    One  hour  weekly. 

Akkadian  (Assyro-Babylonian)  Grammar.  This 
course  will  present  the  elements  of  the  grammar  and  of  the 
cuneiform  system  of  writing  to  prepare  the  student  for  the 
reading  and  the  interpretation  of  the  laws  of  Hammurapi, 
king  of  Babylon.  Textbooks :  A.  Ungnad's  Babylonisch- 
Assyrische  Grammatik,  and  R.  F.  Harper's  The  Code  of 
Hammurapi.     Professor  Oppenheim.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Intermediate  Akkadian.  Reading  and  interpretation 
of  the  Babylonian  Epic  of  Creation  (Enuma  Elis)  with 
emphasis  placed  on  the  literary  analysis  of  this  text.  Text- 
books :  A.  Deimel's  Enuma  Elis,  and  A.  Heidel's  The 
Babylonian  Genesis.  Professor  Oppenheim.  One  hour 
weekly. 

Introduction  to  Assyriology.  This  course  will  offer 
a  survey  of  the  entire  field  of  cuneiform  studies;  it  will 
also  show  the  position  of  this  civilization  (political  and  social 
institutions,  literature,  religious  thought,  arts)  in  relation  to 
the  Ancient  Near  East  (Egypt,  Palestine,  Syria,  Asia  Minor, 
Persia,  North- West  India).  Professor  Oppenheim.  One 
hour  weekly. 

Sumerian.  Elementary  course  for  those  attending  the 
intermediate  Akkadian.  Textbook :  A.  Poebel's  Grundsuege 
der  sumerischen  Grammatik .  Professor  Oppenheim.  One 
hour  weekly. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  COMPARATIVE  RELIGION 

Academic  Year  1944-1945 

Religions  of  the  Ancient  Near  East.  A  detailed  pres- 
entation of  the  religious  concepts,  practices  and  myths  of  the 
Babylonians  and  Assyrians,  the  Canaanites  and  the  Hittites. 
The  course  includes  a  discussion  of  the  new  Ras  Shamra 
material  and  of  the  influence  of  Ancient  Near  Eastern  myth 
and  ritual  upon  the  religion  of  Israel  and  the  literature  of 
the  Old  Testament.    Professor  Gaster.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Religious  Literature  of  the  Ancient  Near  East. 
Reading  and  interpretation  of  religious  myths  and  rituals 
of  the  Canaanites  (Ras  Shamra  texts)  and  Hittites  and  of 
selected  passages  of  the  Old  Testament  in  the  light  of  An- 
cient Oriental  parallels.  The  texts  will  be  read  in  the  original 
languages. 

The  readings  will  illustrate  the  lectures  on  the  Religions 
of  the  Ancient  Near  East,  but  will  constitute  an  independent 
and  self-contained  course.  Professor  Gaster.  One  hour 
weekly. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The  College  is  continuing  the  publication  of  the  Jewish 
Quarterly  Review,  which  had  been  issued  in  England 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years.  The  Quarterly  provides  9 
medium  for  the  publication  in  the  English  language  of 
articles  and  reviews  in  the  interest  of  Jewish  literature 
history  and  religion,  Hebrew  philology  and  kindred  sub- 
jects. The  New  Series  began  with  the  number  for  July. 
1910.  Thirty  volumes  were  issued  under  the  editorship  of  the 
late  President  of  the  College,  Doctor  Cyrus  Adler.  Begin- 
ning with  Volume  XXXI,  the  Quarterly  has  been  under  the 
joint  editorship  of  Professors  Abraham  A.  Neuman  and 
Solomon  Zeitlin,  with  the  aid  of  eminent  scholars.  The 
thirty-fifth  volume  is  now  in  course  of  publication.  The 
subscription  price  is  five  dollars  per  annum.     Back  volumes

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FOUNDATION 


The  College  is  founded  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Moses  Aaron 
Dropsie,  an  eminent  citizen  and  lawyer,  all  his  life  resident 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  testament  was  executed 
on  September  17,  1895.  He  directed  "that  there  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  college 
for  the  promotion  of  and  instruction  in  the  Hebrew  and 
cognate  languages  and  their  respective  literatures  and  in 
the  Rabbinical  learning  and  literature."  He  also  directed 
"that  in  the  admission  of  students  there  shall  be  no  dis- 
tinction on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex."  Mr.  Dropsie 
departed  this  life  on  July  8,  1905.  The  Charter  was  granted 
to  the  College  June  6,  1907,  under  the  style  of  The  Dropsie 
College  for  Hebrew  and  Cognate  Learning,  this  name 
being  selected  by  the  Governors  as  a  memorial  to  the 
Founder.  Extracts  from  the  Charter  and  the  accompany- 
ing papers  are  printed  in  previous  Registers  and  will  be 
furnished  upon  application. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Lazarus,  who  departed  this  life 
on  January  14,  1912,  bequeathed  her  estate  to  the  College. 

BUILDING 

A  substantial  fireproof  building,  with  offices,  classrooms, 
reading-room  and  stack,  occupies  a  site  on  Broad  Street 
below  York. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Students  desiring  to  enter  the  College  as  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  must  have  a 
non-professional  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized  Col- 
lege or  University,  or  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have 
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pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  that  for  which  the 
Bachelor's  degree  is  granted,  and  must  also  have  a  good 
preliminary  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its 
literature  or  alternatively  of  some  cognate  language  and  its 
literature.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  foundation, 
no  distinction  on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex  will  be  made 
in  the  admission  of  students. 

Students  not  desiring  to  enter  for  the  Doctor's  degree, 
but  possessed  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  them  to 
profit  by  the  courses  offered,  will  be  received  as  special 
students. 

There  is  no  tuition  fee  in  the  College. 

DEGREES 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  may  be  granted 
when  the  following  conditions  are  satisfactorily  complied 
with  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  as  requirements  for 
admission : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek  and  of  modern  languages  sufficient  for  purposes  of 
investigation. 

The  candidate  must  have  pursued  advanced  study  and 
research  for  not  less  than  three  years,  two  of  which  must 
be  spent  in  residence  at  the  College. 

Every  regular  student  entering  the  College  shall,  after 
the  first  semester  of  College  residence,  be  required  to  elect 
the  department  of  his  major  studies.  A  Faculty  Committee, 
of  whom  the  major  Professor  shall  be  a  member,  will,  after 
conferring  with  the  student,  designate  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  other  departments  which  the  student  will  be 
required  to  pursue.    The  course  will  be  planned  individually 
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for  each  student,  who  will  thus  be  enabled  to  acquire  not  only 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  major  subject,  but  also  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  other  fields  of  instruction  comprehend- 
ed in  the  College  program  of  studies. 

The  major  subject  may  be  taken  in  any  of  the  seven 
departments,  namely:  Biblical,  Rabbinical,  the  Cognate  Lan- 
guages, Assyriology,  Jewish  History,  Jewish  Philosophy  and 
Hebrew  Literature,  Comparative  Religion,  or  Department 
of  Education. 

The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  upon  some  approved 
subject  connected  with  the  major  or  principal  subject,  which 
gives  evidence  of  his  ability  to  do  original  work,  is  a  con- 
tribution to  knowledge,  and  is  accepted  by  the  Faculty. 

The  thesis  must  be  delivered  in  shape  for  publication, 
preferably  in  typewritten  form,  no  later  than  March  1.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  of  the  printed  thesis  must 
be  delivered  by  the  candidate  before  receiving  his  degree  or 
a  satisfactory  guarantee  must  be  given  that  the  thesis  will 
be  printed  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  delivered 
not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  granting  of 
the  degree. 

The  candidate  must  pass  an  oral  examination  to  be 
conducted  by  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  desire  to  appear  for  the  final  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  academic  year  must  file  application  at  the 
Administration  Office  at  the  beginning  of  that  year.  Ar- 
rangements will  then  be  made  for  a  preliminary  written 
examination  to  test  the  student's  general  grasp  of  his 
subjects  of  study,  this  examination  to  be  based  upon 
supplementary  reading  lists  submitted  to  each  student 
by  his  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  If  a  stu- 
dent fails  in  one  minor  subject,  he  will  be  permitted  to  take 
a  re-examination  in  that  subject  in  a  subsequent  year;  if  he 
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fails  in  a  major  subject  or  in  both  minors,  he  will  be 
requested  to  take  a  re-examination  in  all  his  subjects  in  a 
subsequent  year  before  being  eligible  for  the  final  oral 
examination. 

The  diploma  will  be  awarded  on  the  Founder's  Day 
following  the  oral  examination. 

The  degree  will  not  be  given  for  the  mere  reason  of 
long  study,  nor  for  miscellaneous  studies,  but  on  the  ground 
of  faithful  study  and  high  attainment  in  a  special  branch 
of  learning. 

RESEARCH  FELLOWSHIPS 

In  order  to  encourage  advanced  research  in  the  various 
branches  of  Jewish  learning,  and  to  afford  an  opportunity  to 
young,  promising  scholars  who  seem  best  qualified  to  make 
permanent  contributions  of  value  to  Hebrew  and  Cognate 
Learning,  the  Dropsie  College  established  two  advanced 
research  fellowships  in  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
each  per  annum.  - 

The  Dropsie  College  established  in  1943  an  advanced 
research  fellowship  to  be  known  as  the  Cyrus  Adler  Re- 
search Fellowship.  This  was  in  commemoration  of  the 
eightieth  year  of  the  birth  of  the  late  Cyrus  Adler,  presi- 
dent of  the  College,  and  in  pursuance  of  his  lifelong  aim  to 
promote  scholarship  through  the  encouragement  of  young 
scholars  of  unusual  promise.  An  additional  research  fellow- 
ship was  established  in  1944. 

These  fellowships  are  open  to  men  and  women  under  the 
age  of  forty  years,  irrespective  of  race  or  creed.  The 
candidate  must  have  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
and,  in  addition,  will  be  required  to  submit  evidence  of 
unusual  capacity  for  research,  demonstrated  by  publications 
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of  high  merit  or  through  work  on  an  important  scholarly 
project. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  and  will 
be  required  to  reside  in  Philadelphia  during  the  tenure  of 
his  Fellowship. 

Applications  for  the  Fellowships  should  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  President  on  or  before  November  1,  1945. 

FELLOWSHIPS 

Fellowships  have  been  established  by  the  Governors 
yielding  six  hundred  dollars  annually  which  will  be  awarded 
under  the  following  regulations : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  non-professional  Bachelor's 
degree  from  a  recognized  College  or  University  or  a  cer- 
tificate showing  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
equivalent  to  that  for  which  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  granted. 

He  must  show  by  a  thesis,  or  publication,  or  certificate 
from  his  instructors,  a  special  knowledge  of  Hebrew  or 
cognate  studies  and  an  aptitude  for  engaging  in  research 
work. 

The  Fellow  is  expected  to  perform  such  duties  in  the 
College  as  may  be  allotted  to  him  by  the  President  or  head 
of  his  department. 

He  is  expected  to  devote  his  time  to  special  studies 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  his  department,  and  to 
give  evidence  of  his  progress  by  the  preparation  of  a  thesis, 
the  completion  of  a  piece  of  research  work,  the  delivery 
of  a  lecture  or  lectures,  or  some  other  method  which  may 
be  determined  upon  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  except 
by  permission  of  the  President,  and  this  permission  will  be 
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granted  only  when  it  is  clear  that  it  does  not  interfere  with 
his  College  work  and  is  in  such  lines  as  will  actually  further 
it,  such  as  teaching  his  special  subject. 

Appointment  to  a  Fellowship  is  for  one  year,  and  may 
be  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  the  whole  tenure 
not  to  exceed  four  years. 

Applications  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  President 
before  May  1  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  applicant's  previous  studies,  of  the  special 
subject  he  desires  to  pursue,  and  copies  of  papers  actually 
published. 

Appointments  to  Fellowships  become  operative  Sep- 
tember 1  of  each  year. 

DAVID  SHAINBERG  FELLOWSHIP 
A  new  fellowship  yielding  six  hundred  dollars  annually, 
to  be  known  as  the  David  Shainberg  Fellowship,  was 
established  by  the  Shainberg  Foundation  of  Memphis,  Ten- 
nessee, in  memory  of  David  Shainberg. 

SCHOLARSHIP 
Through  the  bequest  of  the  late  Jacob  S.  Dreifus,  an 
annual  scholarship  of  $100.00  has  been  established,  known 
as  the  Mack  Dreifus  Scholarship.

The  year  will  be  divided  into  two  Terms,  the  Second 
Term  beginning  February  4,  1946. 

The  Founder's  Day  Exercises  will  be  held  on  Monday, 
May  27,  1946. 
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LIBRARY 

The  Library  consists  of  books  concerned  with  biblical 
and  rabbinical  learning,  the  Semitic  languages,  Jewish  his- 
tory and  Egyptology,  as  well  as  works  of  general  reference 
The  collection  numbers  about  52,515  volumes  of  books  and 
periodicals.     Incorporated  in  the  Library  are  the  collections 

of  Isaac  Leeser,  permanently  deposited  by  the  Hebrew 
Education  Society  of  Philadelphia,  the  Hebrew  collection  of 
the  late  Joshua  I.  Cohen,  M.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  presented  by 
Miss  Bertha  Cohen  and  her  nieces,  the  valuable  collection 
of  Dr.  Eduard  Glaser,  the  well  known  Arabian  traveler,  a 
selection  from  the  Library  of  Judge  Mayer  Sulzberger, 
and  the  Library  of  Professor  Henry  Malter.  In  addition, 
the  College  has  been  enabled  to  make  use  of  the  Library  of 
the  late  Professor  Max  L.  Margolis,  which  is  deposited  in 
the  biblical  lecture  room  and  is  particularly  rich  in  books 
on  the  Bible  and  its  versions. 

The  Library  now  includes  about  450  Fragments  from 
the  Cairo  Genizah,  in  Hebrew  and  Arabic;  184  Oriental 
manuscripts  (in  Arabic,  Ethiopic,  Hebrew,  Samaritan,  Cop- 
tic, Persian,  Sanscrit  and  Turkish) ;  a  few  Fragments  of 
Coptic  Papyri ;  30  Incunabula ;  263  sixteenth  century  books ; 
and  other  rarities. 

The  College  also  possesses  the  collection  of  Judge  Sulz- 
berger, composed  mostly  of  Cuneiform  Tablets  and  As- 
syrian Seals,  and  a  collection  of  the  objects  secured  by  Doctor 
Ephraim  A.  Speiser  in  the  excavation  of  Tepe  Gawra,  near 
Mosul,  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  College  and 
of  the  Museum  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Among  recent  manuscript  acquisitions  by  the  College  are 
the  following:  a  Yemenite  copy  of  the  Books  of  Leviticus- 
Deuteronomy     from     the     collection     of     the     late     Paul 
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Romanoff;  a  manuscript  Mahzor  of  the  Roman  rite,  dating 
back  to  the  fourteenth  century ;  a  fourteenth  century  illumi- 
nated Mahzor  of  the  Ashkenazic  rite. 

The  Library  will  be  closed  during  the  month  of  August. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  subject  to  the  following 
regulations  : 

Books  may  not  be  taken  out  of  the  building  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Librarian  or  his  assistants. 

Fellows  and  regular  students  are  entitled  to  no  more 
than  twelve  books  at  one  time.  Special  students  are  entitled 
to  no  more  than  three  books  at  one  time. 

Readers  not  connected  with  the  College  are  required  to 
obtain  the  permission  of  the  Librarian  for  the  loan  of  books 
from  the  Library. 

Each  person  borrowing  books  is  required  to  prepare  in 
duplicate  a  loan  card,  bearing  his  name  and  the  title  of  the 
book  he  wishes  to  borrow.  The  Library  will  retain  this 
card  until  the  book  is  returned,  the  loan  card  being  returned 
to  the  reader  as  a  receipt. 

Current  periodicals,  journals  and  papers  are  on  file  in 
the  reading  room  adjacent  to  the  Library,  and  may  not  be 
withdrawn  from  that  room  except  over  night  or  week  end. 

No  book  may  be  retained  longer  than  four  weeks; 
no  periodical  longer  than  two  weeks.  They  may  then  be 
renewed. 

Readers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  condition 
of  the  books  they  borrow.  The  privileges  of  the  Library 
will  be  withdrawn  from  any  one  found  guilty  of  marking, 
mutilating  or  otherwise  defacing  a  book,  and  he  will  be 
expected  either  to  replace  such  a  book  with  a  new  copy  or 
to  pay  the  cost  of  another  copy. 
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All  books  are  subject  to  immediate  recall  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Librarian.  All  books  are  to  be  returned  annually 
one  week  before  the  close  of  the  Academic  Term. 

Manuscripts,  rare  books,  incunabula,  parchment  prints, 
etc.,  may  not  be  removed  from  the  building  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Librarian.  They  may  be  consulted  on 
ordinary  occasions  only  in  the  Library,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Librarian. 

Reference  books  frequently  consulted  may  not  be  re- 
moved from  the  building. 

SECTIONAL  LIBRARIES 

Sectional  Libraries  may  be  formed  by  the  Professors 
to  be  kept  in  their  respective  classrooms,  but  this  shall  only 
be  done  by  withdrawing  from  the  general  collection  such 
books  as  relate  exclusively  to  the  subjects  they  are  engaged 
in  teaching. 

The  Professor  in  charge  of  each  Sectional  Library  is 
responsible  for  its  safe  keeping,  and  may  on  no  account 
lend  the  books. 

Books  in  the  Sectional  Library  must  be  returned  to  the 
Central  Library  before  they  can  be  issued  for  use  outside 
the  office  or  room  to  which  they  are  accredited. 

The  books  of  each  Sectional  Library  must  be  kept 
separate  from  all  other  books  in  the  room  of  the  Professor, 
in  distinct  cases,  the  locks  to  be  controlled  by  a  master  key 
in  the  hands  of  the  Librarian,  who  may,  at  stated  times, 
examine  them  and  call  the  attention  of  the  Professor  to  any 
deficiencies. 
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NEW  DEPARTMENTS 

The  Department  of  Jewish  Philosophy  and  Hebrew 
Literature  was  established  in  1941-1942.  In  1942-1943,  there 
was  added  the  Department  of  the  History  of  Semitic  Civili- 
zation, and  in  1944-1945,  the  Department  of  Assyriology  and 
Egyptology,  and  the  Department  of  Comparative  Religion. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

The  establishment  of  the  Department  of  Education 
marks  a  significant  development  in  the  College  program. 
With  this  Department,  the  foundation  is  laid  for  a  post- 
graduate School  of  Education  to  train  educators  and  super- 
visors of  Jewish  educational  systems  in  America.  Thus  for 
the  first  time,  advanced  teachers'  training  will  be  offered  by  a 
Jewish  institution  of  higher  learning  on  an  academic  post- 
graduate level  without  theological  affiliations. 

The  Dropsie  College  has  projected  the  establishment  of 
the  Department  of  Jewish  Education  at  this  time  as  a  result 
of  the  critical  situation  confronting  the  Jews  as  well  as  the 
entire  civilized  world  today.  For  the  catastrophic  events  that 
led  to  the  destruction  of  Jewish  life  in  the  old  European  cen- 
ters have  imposed  many  grave  responsibilities  upon  the 
Jewish  community  in  America.  Among  these  is  the  noble 
obligation  to  preserve  the  historic,  cultural  and  spiritual  heri- 
tage of  the  Jewish  people,  with  its  profound  implications  for 
religion  and  democracy. 

As  if  in  anticipation  of  this  historic  development,  the 
Dropsie  College  has  for  over  three  decades  trained  Jewish 
and  Christian  scholars  and  research  workers  in  Hebrew  and 
cognate  learning,  so  as  to  help  render  America  culturally 
independent  in  these  vital  branches  of  ancient  lore.  This  work 
received  special  impetus  in  recent  years  in  defiance  of  the 
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forces  of  destruction  that  ravaged  the  older  world.  It  is  the 
aim  of  the  College  to  intensify  and  broaden  the  scope  of  all 
the  branches  of  learning  hitherto  pursued  in  this  institution. 

The  School  of  Education  which  is  now  projected  will 
serve  the  supplementary  need  of  creating  a  body  of  educators 
whose  function  it  will  be  to  transmit  through  Jewish  school 
systems  the  Jewish  heritage  of  the  ages  to  future  American 
generations.  Much  has  been  accomplished  by  the  various 
Jewish  teachers'  institutes  which  came  into  being  during 
the  past  quarter  of  a  century,  many  of  whose  graduates  are 
engaged  as  teachers  and  principals  in  Jewish  religious  schools 
and  talmud  torahs  throughout  the  country.  It  is  the  purpose 
of  the  College  to  co-operate  with  these  institutes  and  with 
other  educational  agencies  such  as  the  American  Association 
for  Jewish  Education  and  the  National  Council  for  Jewish 
Education,  whose  general  aim  it  is  to  raise  the  level  of  Jewish 
education  in  this  country. 

It  will  be  the  specific  aim  of  the  Dropsie  College  as  a 
postgraduate  institution,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Philosophy,  to  train  experienced  educators  with  knowledge 
and  perspective,  who  will  function  as  superintendents  and 
supervisors  of  Jewish  education  on  a  community-wide  basis. 
Experimentation  and  creative  thinking  in  Jewish  education 
will  be  encouraged  through  seminars,  research  and  field  work. 
The  ultimate  result,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  a  more  widespread 
understanding  of  Judaism  and  greater  vision  in  meeting  the 
Jewish  problems  as  well  as  the  more  general  moral  and  reli- 
gious problems  of  a  free  democratic  society. 

Students  desiring  to  specialize  in  education  as  candidates 
for  the  Doctorate  degree  must  have  a  Bachelor's  degree  from 
a  recognized  College  or  University,  a  good  preliminary 
knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its  literature,  and 
also  practical  teaching  experience. 
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COURSES  OF  STUDY 

BIBLICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1945-1946 

Hebrew  Grammar.  Morphology  of  Biblical  Hebrew. 
A  study  of  the  forms  of  the  verb  and  noun  in  biblical  He- 
brew, based  on  medieval  Hebrew  authorities,  as  well  as  on 
the  newer  researches  of  Gesenius-Bergstrasser,  Bauer- 
Leander  and  Barth.    Professor  Reider.    Two  hours  weekly. 

The  Book  of  Job.  A  philological  and  exegetical  inter- 
pretation of  the  book,  in  the  light  of  the  ancient  versions, 
medieval  and  modern  commentaries,  as  well  as  epigraphic 
material.     Professor  Reider.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Aramaic  Papyri  of  Assuan  and  Elephantine.  A  study 
of  these  Papyri  in  the  reproductions  of  Sayce  and  Cowley, 
Aramaic  Papyri  Discovered  at  Assuan  (London,  1906),  and 
Sachau,  Aramdische  Papyrus  und  Ostraka  aus  Elephantine 
(Leipzig,  1911),  with  the  aid  of  Cowley's  expository  volume, 
Aramaic  Papyri  of  the  Fifth  Century  B.  C.  (Oxford,  1923). 
Professor  Reider.     One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Bible 
as  their  major.  Questions  arising  in  the  course  of  preparing 
theses,  the  subjects  of  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Faculty,  will  be  taken  up  for  discussion.  Professor  Reider. 
One  hour  weekly. 

RABBINICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1945-1946 

The  Institutions  and  the  Sects  During  the  Second 
Commonwealth.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  the  pre- 
vious year's  lectures  on  the  institutions  and  sects  during  the 
Second  Commonwealth.     It  will  embrace  the  history  and  the 
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development  of  the  institutions  and  sects  which  existed  among 
the  Jews  from  the  pre-Hellenistic  period  down  to  the  War  of 
Bar-Kokba.  The  origin  and  development  of  the  different 
sects  and  political  parties  that  arose  during  the  war  against 
the  Romans,  as  well  as  the  minim  during  the  first  century, 
C.  E.,  will  be  discussed  and  their  historical  value  appraised. 
The  parting  of  the  ways  of  the  Jews  and  the  early  Christians 
will  be  presented  and  analyzed.  Selections  from  the  tannaitic 
and  amoraic  literature,  apocryphal  and  apocalyptic  literature, 
the  Targumim,  Philo,  Josephus,  the  New  Testament  and  the 
Ante-Nicene  Fathers  will  be  read  and  discussed.  Students 
will  be  expected  to  present  papers  on  the  sources  and  the 
literature.    Professor  Zeitlin.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Talmud  Babli,  Tractate  Baba  Kamma  (Chapter 
VII).  With  standard  commentaries,  pursued  along  histori- 
cal and  critical  lines.  Variant  readings,  as  recorded  by  Rab- 
binovicz  in  his  Variae  Lectiones,  will  be  carefully  examined. 
In  the  study  of  this  Tractate,  the  laws  of  possession,  owner- 
ship, derelicto  and  delicto  will  be  discussed  and  comparisons 
with  Roman  law  made.  Professor  Zeitlin.  Two  hours 
weekly. 

Introduction  to  the  Talmud.  The  central  theme  of 
this  course  will  be  the  presentation  of  the  Gemara  as  a  liter- 
ary production.  The  text  will  be  analyzed  and  a  study  will 
be  made  of  the  compilation  and  redaction  of  the  Gemara. 
The  method  of  learning,  as  expounded  in  the  academies  of 
Sura  and  Pumbaditha,  will  be  dealt  with.  Due  emphasis  will 
be  given  to  various  principles  in  the  Talmud  and  the  her- 
meneutic  laws  will  be  analyzed  legally  and  historically.  Rab- 
binic commentaries  and  modern  scholarly  literature  on  the 
Talmud  will  be  read  and  discussed.  Professor  Zeitlin.  One 
hour  weekly. 

A  Seminar  Course  in  Responsa  may  be  organized  for 
the  study  of  the  development  of  Halakah.     This  seminar  is 
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intended  for  students  who  have  acquired  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  rabbinics.     Professor  Zeitlin.     One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  rab- 
binical subjects  for  their  theses.  Professor  Zeitlin.  By 
appointment. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  COGNATE  LANGUAGES 
Academic  Year  1945-1946 

Elementary  Arabic.  A  study  of  the  elements  of 
Arabic  grammar ;  easy  prose  texts  with  grammatical  analysis. 
First  Term :  A  thorough  study  of  the  inflection  of  the  verb 
in  all  the  conjugations.  Second  Term  :  Formation  and  inflec- 
tion of  the  noun,  with  special  attention  to  the  broken  plurals, 
and  written  exercises  in  translating  from  English  into  Arabic. 
Textbook:  Socin's  Arabic  Grammar.  Professor  Skoss.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Intermediate  Arabic.  Reading  and  interpretation  of 
the  Koran,  with  reference  to  etymology  and  syntax.  First 
Term :  Exercises  in  reading  unvocalized  selections  from 
Bruennow-Fischer's  Arabische  Chrestomatliic.  Second  Term. 
Professor  Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 

Advanced  Arabic.  Selections  from  al-Baidawi's  Com- 
mentary on  the  Koran.  Fleischer's  Beidhazvii  Coinmentarius 
in  Curanus  will  be  used.  Professor  Skoss.  One  hour 
weekly. 

J udaeo- Arabic.     Advanced    course.     Prerequisite:    a 

knowledge    of    unvocalized    Arabic.     Thamaniyat    Fusul   of 
Maimonides  will  be  read  and  analyzed.     Professor  Skoss.

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Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  sub- 
jects in  Arabic  for  their  theses  and  for  other  advanced  stu- 
dents.   Professor  Skoss.    By  appointment. 

HISTORICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1945-1946 
History  of  the  Jews  in  Palestine  and  Babylonia 
from  the  First  to  the  Fifth  Century.  This  course  will 
cover  the  period  of  transition  after  the  destruction  of  the 
Jewish  State  in  70  C.  E.  and  the  transposition  of  the  Center 
of  Judaism  from  Palestine  to  Babylonia.  A  study  will  be 
made  of  the  political,  social  and  religious  institutions  of 
Palestine;  the  rise  of  the  early  academies  in  Palestine;  the 
development  of  the  Talmudic  Schools  in  Babylon;  the 
changed  political  and  economic  conditions  during  the  Tal- 
mudic period.  These  subjects  will  be  studied  with  reference 
to  the  original  sources.  Professor  Neuman.  Two  hours 
weekly. 

Readings  in  Gaonic  Responsa.  The  important  col- 
lections of  Gaonic  responsa  will  be  studied  critically  from 
an  historical  viewpoint.  An  attempt  will  be  made  to  recon- 
struct some  of  the  political,  economic  and  social  institutions 
reflected  in  these  documents.  Professor  Neuman.  One 
hour  weekly. 

Hebrew  Historical  Sources.  This  course  will  trace 
the  development  of  Hebrew  historical  writings  from  the 
Gaonic  period  to  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  century.  A  critical 
study  will  be  made  of  illustrative  texts.  Professor  Neuman. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  consul- 
tation with  students  in  the  preparation  of  a  thesis  in  the 
Historical  Department  and  for  other  students  engaged  in 
special  research.     Professor  Neuman.     By  appointment. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  JEWISH   PHILOSOPHY 
AND  HEBREW  LITERATURE 

Academic  Year  1945-1946 

Maimonides'  Moreh  Nebukim.  A  study  of  Maimon- 
ides'  interpretation  of  the  names  of  God  and  of  the  Kalam 
as  compared  with  that  of  Yehudah  Halevi.  Professor  Efros. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Modern  Hebraic  Thought.  The  study  of  the  meaning 
and  destiny  of  Israel  as  reflected  in  the  works  of  Nahman 
Krochmal,  Samuel  David  Luzzatto  and  Perez  Smolenskin. 
Professor  Efros.     One  hour  weekly. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ASSYRIOLOGY  AND 
EGYPTOLOGY 

Academic  Year  1945-1946 

Egyptian  Grammar.  Intermediate  course.  Textbooks : 
A.  H.  Gardiner's  Egyptian  Grammar,  K.  Sethe's  Aegyptische 
Lesestueckc.     Professor  Oppenheim.    One  hour  weekly. 

Elementary  Akkadian.  Outline  of  the  grammar  and 
of  the  cuneiform  system  of  writing.  Reading  and  interpre- 
tation of  the  Law-Code  of  Hammurapi.  Textbook :  R.  F. 
Harper's  The  Code  of  Hammurapi.  Professor  Oppenheim. 
One  hour  weekly. 

Intermediate  Akkadian.  Reading  and  interpretation 
of  selected  specimens  of  the  epistolary  literature.  The  royal, 
political,  commercial  and  private  correspondence  from  the 
time  of  the  Dynasty  of  Akkad  to  the  Persian  period  (includ- 
ing the  so-called  "Cappadocian"  and  "Amarna"  Letters)  will 
be  studied  from  the  philological  point  of  view  (dialectology) 
as  well  as  with  regard  to  the  information  they  contain  on  the 
history  of  Mesopotamian  civilization.  Professor  Oppen- 
heim.    One  hour  weekly. 

Religious  Concepts  in  Mesopotamia.  This  course  is 
planned  to  introduce  the  student  to  the  main  problems  bear- 
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ing  on  the  Sumerian,  Babylonian  and  Assyrian  religions, 
such  as  the  relations  between  the  individual,  the  community, 
the  king  and  the  deity,  the  political  and  economic  conse- 
quences of  religious  concepts.  It  will  present  a  survey  of 
the  extant  literary  documents  (hymns,  prayers,  mythological 
texts  in  new  translations)  and  a  discussion  of  the  pertinent 
monuments  of  art.  Professor  Oppenheim.  One  hour 
weekly. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  COMPARATIVE  RELIGION 

Academic  Year  1945-1946 

Introduction  to  Comparative  Religion.  A  survey  of 
the  methods  and  procedures  of  Comparative  Religion  and  of 
the  fundamental  concepts  and  institutions  of  organized  reli- 
gions in  the  light  of  comparative  research,  e.g.,  animism; 
dynamism ;  fetishism ;  the  idea  of  God ;  sanctity  and  holiness ; 
revelation ;  eschatology ;  ethics  and  morality ;  myth ;  ritual ; 
sacrifice;  ancestor  worship;  totemism.  First  Term.  Pro- 
fessor Gaster.    Two  hours  weekly. 

A  review  of  the  origins,  history,  doctrines,  practices  of 
the  leading  non-Semitic  religions,  ancient  and  modern :  Myce- 
nean  and  Greek  religion ;  Roman  religion ;  Hinduism ; 
Zoroastrianism ;  Buddhism;  Taoism;  Confucianism;  Islam; 
Shinto;  early  Teutonic  religion.  Second  Term.  Professor 
Gaster.    Two  hours  weekly. 

The  Sacred  Scriptures  of  the  World.  Selected  read- 
ings and  interpretations  of  the  principal  sacred  scriptures  of 
the  world,  in  the  light  of  comparative  study :  the  Rig  Veda ; 
the  Upanishads ;  the  Bhagavad  Gita ;  the  Yasna ;  the  Tao 
Teh  King ;  the  Shih  King ;  the  Works  of  Mencius ;  the 
Dhampada ;  the  Qu 'ran. 

The  texts  will  be  read  in  translation  and  will  be  designed 
to  illustrate  the  course  on  Introduction  to  Comparative  Reli- 
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gion.  Textbook :  Frost,  S.  E.,  The  Sacred  Writings  of  the 
World's  Great  Religions  (New  York,  The  New  Home 
Library,  1943).    Professor  Gaster.    One  hour  weekly. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 
Academic  Year  1945-1946 
Contemporary  Educational  Theory.  A  discussion  of 
American  educational  theories  with  special  reference  to  such 
aspects  as  may  be  relevant  to  the  formation  of  a  program 
of  Jewish  education  in  the  United  States.  This  course  will 
include  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  general  theory  of  edu- 
cation :  the  relation  of  educational  theory  to  philosophy,  an 
analysis  of  various  definitions  of  education,  the  function 
of  the  school  in  an  era  of  social  change,  "progressive"  versus 
"essentialists."  There  will  also  be  a  brief  survey  of  the 
American  Public  School  in  relation  to  religious  and  cultural 
minorities;  the  concept  of  democracy  and  the  functions  of 
the  school  related  thereto;  also  the  integration  of  Jewish  edu- 
cation with  general  education.  Professor  Berkson.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Principles  of  Jewish  Education.  A  consideration  of 
the  problem  of  Jewish  education  in  the  United  States  from 
the  point  of  view  of  aims,  ideas,  content  and  method.  This 
course  will  include  a  brief  survey  of  the  traditional  type  of 
Jewish  education,  changes  in  Jewish  schools  in  Western  and 
Central  Europe  during  the  nineteenth  century,  and  lines  of 
development  in  the  Palestine  school  system.  The  several 
types  of  Jewish  schools  in  the  United  States  will  be  consid- 
ered from  the  viewpoint  of  their  underlying  philosophies. 
Analysis  will  be  made  of  present  courses  of  study  and  of 
proposed  programs  for  Jewish  weekday  schools.  Second 
Term.    Professor  Berkson.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Jewish  Education  from  a  Community  Standpoint. 

A   study  of   recent   surveys  of   Jewish  education  in  large, 
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middle-sized  and  small  communities ;  an  analysis  of  functions 
and  responsibilities  of  a  central  community  agency  for  Jew- 
ish education.  First  Term.  Doctor  Honor  and  Doctor 
Kaplan.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Principles  and  Practices  of  Education.  A  compre- 
hensive course,  introduced  with  an  examination  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  education  based  upon  the  aims  of  the  society  being 
served  and  upon  the  nature  of  the  individuals  being  educated. 
Physical,  mental,  emotional,  and  social  factors  in  learning 
are  considered.  A  study  of  the  nature  of  the  learning  pro- 
cess is  emphasized.  Educational  practices  are  presented  and 
examined — practices  in  the  areas  of  selection  of  materials, 
methods  of  teaching,  and  methods  of  evaluating  the  results 
of  teaching.  Second  Term.  Professor  McMullin.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

SUMMER  INSTITUTE  IN  EDUCATION 
In  co-operation  with  the  American  Association  for  Jew- 
ish Education  and  the  National  Council  for  Jewish  Educa- 
tion, the  Dropsie  College  is  inaugurating  a  Summer  Institute 
in  Jewish  Education,  August  27  through  August  30,  1945. 
The  Institute  offers  a  brief  orientation  course  for  graduate 
students  who  have  shown  special  educational  aptitude  as 
teachers  actively  engaged  in  Jewish  education.  A  detailed 
announcement  of  the  Summer  Institute  is  printed  separately 
and  may  be  had  upon  request. 

PUBLICATIONS 
The  College  is  continuing  the  publication  of  the  Jewish 
Quarterly  Review,  which  had  been  issued  in  England 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years.  The  Quarterly  provides  a 
medium  for  the  publication  in  the  English  language  of 
articles  and  reviews  in  the  interest  of  Jewish  literature, 
history  and  religion,  Hebrew  philology  and  kindred  sub- 
jects.    The  New  Series  began  with  the  number  for  July, 
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1910.  Thirty  volumes  were  issued  under  the  editorship  of  the 
late  President  of  the  College,  Doctor  Cyrus  Adler.  Begin- 
ning with  Volume  XXXI,  the  Quarterly  has  been  under  the 
joint  editorship  of  Professors  Abraham  A.  Neuman  and 
Solomon  Zeitlin,  with  the  aid  of  eminent  scholars.  The 
thirty-sixth  volume  is  now  in  course  of  publication.  The 
subscription  price  is  five  dollars  per  annum.  Back  volumes 
of  the  New  Series  can  be  furnished  to  subscribers  at  two 
dollars  per  volume,  except  Volume  XIX,  which  is  sold  at 
five  dollars.

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FOUNDATION 


The  College  is  founded  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Moses  Aaron 
Dropsie,  an  eminent  citizen  and  lawyer,  all  his  life  resident 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  testament  was  executed 
on  September  17,  1895.  He  directed  "that  there  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  college 
for  the  promotion  of  and  instruction  in  the  Hebrew  and 
cognate  languages  and  their  respective  literatures  and  in 
the  Rabbinical  learning  and  literature."  He  also  directed 
"that  in  the  admission  of  students  there  shall  be  no  dis- 
tinction on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex."  Mr.  Dropsie 
departed  this  life  on  July  8,  1905.  The  Charter  was  granted 
to  the  College  June  6,  1907,  under  the  style  of  The  Dropsie 
College  for  Hebrew  and  Cognate  Learning,  this  name 
being  selected  by  the  Governors  as  a  memorial  to  the 
Founder.  Extracts  from  the  Charter  and  the  accompany- 
ing papers  are  printed  in  previous  Registers  and  will  be 
furnished  upon  application. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Lazarus,  who  departed  this  life 
on  January  14,  1912,  bequeathed  her  estate  to  the  College. 

BUILDING 

A  substantial  fireproof  building,  with  offices,  classrooms, 
reading-room  and  stack,  occupies  a  site  on  Broad  Street 
below  York. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Students   desiring  to  enter  the  College   as  candidate? 
for    the    degree    of    Doctor    of    Philosophy    must    have    a 
non-professional  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized  Col 
lege  or  University,  or  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have 
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pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  that  for  which  the 
Bachelor's  degree  is  granted,  and  must  also  have  a  good 
preliminary  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its 
literature  or  alternatively  of  some  cognate  language  and  its 
literature.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  foundation, 
no  distinction  on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex  will  be  made 
in  the  admission  of  students. 

Students  not  desiring  to  enter  for  the  Doctor's  degree, 
but  possessed  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  them  to 
profit  by  the  courses  offered,  will  be  received  as  special 
students. 

There  is  no  tuition  fee  in  the  College. 


DEGREES 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  may  be  granted 
when  the  following  conditions  are  satisfactorily  complied 
with  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  as  requirements  for 
admission : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek  and  of  modern  languages  sufficient  for  purposes  of 
investigation. 

The  candidate  must  have  pursued  advanced  study  and 
research  for  not  less  than  three  years,  two  of  which  must 
be  spent  in  residence  at  the  College. 

Every  regular  student  entering  the  College  shall,  after 
the  first  semester  of  College  residence,  be  required  to  elect 
the  department  of  his  major  studies.  A  Faculty  Committee, 
of  whom  the  major  Professor  shall  be  a  member,  will,  after 
conferring  with  the  student,  designate  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  other  departments  which  the  student  will  be 
required  to  pursue.    The  course  will  be  planned  individually

for  each  student,  who  will  thus  be  enabled  to  acquire  not  only 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  major  subject,  but  also  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  other  fields  of  instruction  comprehend- 
ed in  the  College  program  of  studies. 

The  major  subject  may  be  taken  in  any  of  the  eight 
departments,  namely :  Biblical,  Rabbinical,  the  Cognate  Lan- 
guages, Assyriology  and  Egyptology,  Jewish  History,  Jewish 
Philosophy  and  Hebrew  Literature,  Comparative  Religion 
and  Education. 

The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  upon  some  approved 
subject  connected  with  the  major  or  principal  subject,  which 
gives  evidence  of  his  ability  to  do  original  work,  is  a  con- 
tribution to  knowledge,  and  is  accepted  by  the  Faculty. 

The  thesis  must  be  delivered  in  shape  for  publication, 
preferably  in  typewritten  form,  no  later  than  March  1.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  of  the  printed  thesis  must 
be  delivered  by  the  candidate  before  receiving  his  degree  or 
a  satisfactory  guarantee  must  be  given  that  the  thesis  will 
be  printed  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  delivered 
not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  ®f  the  granting  of 
the  degree. 

The  candidate  must  pass  an  oral  examination  to  be 
conducted  by  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  desire  to  appear  for  the  final  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  academic  year  must  file  application  at  the 
Administration  Office  at  the  beginning  of  that  year.  Ar- 
rangements will  then  be  made  for  a  preliminary  written 
examination  to  test  the  student's  general  grasp  of  his 
subjects  of  study,  this  examination  to  be  based  upon 
supplementary  reading  lists  submitted  to  each  student 
by  his  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  If  a  stu- 
dent fails  in  one  minor  subject,  he  will  be  permitted  to  take 
a  re-examination  in  that  subject  in  a  subsequent  year;  if  he 
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fails  in  a  major  subject  or  in  both  minors,  he  will  be 
requested  to  take  a  re-examination  in  all  his  subjects  in  a 
subsequent  year  before  being  eligible  for  the  final  oral 
examination. 

The  diploma  will  be  awarded  on  the  Founder's  Day 
following  the  oral  examination. 

The  degree  will  not  be  given  for  the  mere  reason  of 
long  study,  nor  for  miscellaneous  studies,  but  on  the  ground 
of  faithful  study  and  high  attainment  in  a  special  branch 
of  learning. 

RESEARCH  FELLOWSHIPS 

In  order  to  encourage  advanced  research  in  the  various 
branches  of  Jewish  learning,  and  to  afford  an  opportunity  to 
young,  promising  scholars  who  seem  best  qualified  to  make 
permanent  contributions  of  value  to  Hebrew  and  cognate 
learning,  the  Dropsie  College  established  two  advanced 
research  fellowships  in  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
each  per  annum. 

The  Dropsie  College  established  in  1943  an  advanced 
research  fellowship  to  be  known  as  the  Cyrus  Adler  Re- 
search Fellowship.  This  was  in  commemoration  of  the 
eightieth  year  of  the  birth  of  the  late  Cyrus  Adler,  presi- 
dent of  the  College,  and  in  pursuance  of  his  lifelong  aim  to 
promote  scholarship  through  the  encouragement  of  young 
scholars  of  unusual  promise.  An  additional  research  fellow- 
ship was  established  in  1944. 

These  fellowships  are  open  to  men  and  women  under  the 
age  of  forty  years,  irrespective  of  race  or  creed.  The 
candidate  must  have  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
and,  in  addition,  will  be  required  to  submit  evidence  of 
unusual  capacity  for  research,  demonstrated  by  publications 
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of  high  merit  or  through  work  on  an  important  scholarly 
project. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  and  will 
be  required  to  reside  in  Philadelphia  during  the  tenure  of 
his  Fellowship. 

Applications  for  the  Fellowships  should  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  President  on  or  before  November  1,  1946. 

FELLOWSHIPS 

Fellowships  have  been  established  by  the  Governors 
yielding  six  hundred  dollars  annually  which  will  be  awarded 
under  the  following  regulations : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  non-professional  Bachelor's 
degree  from  a  recognized  College  or  University  or  a  cer- 
tificate showing  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
equivalent  to  that  for  which  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  granted. 

He  must  show  by  a  thesis,  or  publication,  or  certificate 
from  his  instructors,  a  special  knowledge  of  Hebrew  or 
cognate  studies  and  an  aptitude  for  engaging  in  research 
work. 

The  Fellow  is  expected  to  perform  such  duties  in  the 
College  as  may  be  allotted  to  him  by  the  President  or  head 
of  his  department. 

He  is  expected  to  devote  his  time  to  special  studies 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  his  department,  and  to 
give  evidence  of  his  progress  by  the  preparation  of  a  thesis, 
the  completion  of  a  piece  of  research  work,  the  delivery 
of  a  lecture  or  lectures,  or  some  other  method  which  may 
be  determined  upon  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  except 
by  permission  of  the  President,  and  this  permission  will  be 
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granted  only  when  it  is  clear  that  it  does  not  interfere  with 
his  College  work  and  is  in  such  lines  as  will  actually  further 
it,  such  as  teaching  his  special  subject. 

Appointment  to  a  Fellowship  is  for  one  year,  and  may 
be  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  the  whole  tenure 
not  to  exceed  four  years. 

Applications  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  President 
before  May  1  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  applicant's  previous  studies,  of  the  special 
subject  he  desires  to  pursue,  and  copies  of  papers  actually 
published. 

Appointments  to  Fellowships  become  operative  October 
1  of  each  year. 

DAVID  SHAINBERG  FELLOWSHIP 

A  new  Fellowship  yielding  six  hundred  dollars  annually, 
to  be  known  as  the  David  Shainberg  Fellowship,  was 
established  by  the  Shainberg  Foundation  of  Memphis,  Ten- 
nessee, in  memory  of  David  Shainberg. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

Through  the  bequest  of  the  late  Jacob  S.  Dreifus,  an 
annual  scholarship  of  $100.00  has  been  established,  known 
as  the  Mack  Dreifus  Scholarship.

LIBRARY 

The  Library  consists  of  books  concerned  with  biblical 
and  rabbinical  learning,  the  Semitic  languages,  Jewish  his- 
tory and  Egyptology,  as  well  as  works  of  general  reference. 
The  collection  numbers  about  53,352  volumes  of  books  and 
periodicals.  Incorporated  in  the  Library  are  the  collections 
of  Isaac  Leeser,  permanently  deposited  by  the  Hebrew 
Education  Society  of  Philadelphia,  the  Hebrew  collection  of 
the  late  Joshua  I.  Cohen,  M.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  presented  by 
Miss  Bertha  Cohen  and  her  nieces,  the  valuable  collection 
of  Dr.  Eduard  Glaser,  the  well  known  Arabian  traveler,  a 
selection  from  the  Library  of  Judge  Mayer  Sulzberger, 
and  the  Library  of  Professor  Henry  Malter.  In  addition, 
the  College  has  been  enabled  to  make  use  of  the  Library  of 
the  late  Professor  Max  L.  Margolis,  which  is  deposited  in 
the  biblical  lecture  room  and  is  particularly  rich  in  books 
on  the  Bible  and  its  versions. 

The  Library  now  includes  about  450  Fragments  from 
the  Cairo  Genizah,  in  Hebrew  and  Arabic;  190  Oriental 
manuscripts  (in  Arabic,  Ethiopic,  Hebrew,  Samaritan,  Cop- 
tic, Persian,  Sanscrit  and  Turkish) ;  a  few  Fragments  of 
Coptic  Papyri ;  30  Incunabula ;  263  sixteenth  century  books  ; 
and  other  rarities. 

The  College  also  possesses  the  collection  of  Judge  Sulz- 
berger, composed  mostly  of  Cuneiform  Tablets  and  As- 
syrian Seals,  and  a  collection  of  the  objects  secured  by  Doctor 
Ephraim  A.  Speiser  in  the  excavation  of  Tepe  Gawra,  near 
Mosul,  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  College  and 
of  the  Museum  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Among  recent  manuscript  acquisitions  by  the  College  are 
the  following:  a  Yemenite  copy  of  the  Books  of  Leviticus- 
Deuteronomy     from     the     collection     of     the     late     Paul 
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Romanoff;  a  manuscript  Mahzor  of  the  Roman  rite,  dating 
back  to  the  fourteenth  century ;  a  fourteenth  century  illumi- 
nated Mahzor  of  the  Ashkenazic  rite;  a  collection  of  Karaite 
prayers  and  piyyutim. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  subject  to  the  following 
regulations : 

Books  may  not  be  taken  out  of  the  building  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Librarian  or  his  assistants. 

Fellows  and  regular  students  are  entitled  to  no  more 
than  twelve  books  at  one  time.  Special  students  are  entitled 
to  no  more  than  three  books  at  one  time. 

Readers  not  connected  with  the  College  are  required  to 
obtain  the  permission  of  the  Librarian  for  the  loan  of  books 
from  the  Library. 

Each  person  borrowing  books  is  required  to  prepare  in 
duplicate  a  loan  card,  bearing  his  name  and  the  title  of  the 
book  he  wishes  to  borrow.  The  Library  will  retain  this 
card  until  the  book  is  returned,  the  loan  card  being  returned 
to  the  reader  as  a  receipt. 

Current  periodicals,  journals  and  papers  are  on  file  in 
the  reading  room  adjacent  to  the  Library,  and  may  not  be 
withdrawn  from  that  room  except  over  night  or  week  end. 

No  book  may  be  retained  longer  than  four  weeks ; 
no  periodical  longer  than  two  weeks.  They  may  then  be 
renewed. 

Readers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  condition 
of  the  books  they  borrow.  The  privileges  of  the  Library 
will  be  withdrawn  from  any  one  found  guilty  of  marking, 
mutilating  or  otherwise  defacing  a  book,  and  he  will  be 
expected  either  to  replace  such  a  book  with  a  new  copy  or 
to  pay  the  cost  of  another  copy. 
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All  books  are  subject  to  immediate  recall  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Librarian.  All  books  are  to  be  returned  annually 
one  week  before  the  close  of  the  Academic  Term. 

Manuscripts,  rare  books,  incunabula,  parchment  prints, 
etc.,  may  not  be  removed  from  the  building  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Librarian.  They  may  be  consulted  on 
ordinary  occasions  only  in  the  Library,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Librarian. 

Reference  books  frequently  consulted  may  not  be  re- 
moved from  the  building. 

SECTIONAL  LIBRARIES 

Sectional  Libraries  may  be  formed  by  the  Professors 
to  be  kept  in  their  respective  classrooms,  but  this  shall  only 
be  done  by  withdrawing  from  the  general  collection  such 
books  as  relate  exclusively  to  the  subjects  they  are  engaged 
in  teaching. 

The  Professor  in  charge  of  each  Sectional  Library  is 
responsible  for  its  safe  keeping,  and  may  on  no  account 
lend  the  books. 

Books  in  the  Sectional  Library  must  be  returned  to  the 
Central  Library  before  they  can  be  issued  for  use  outside 
the  office  or  room  to  which  they  are  accredited. 

The  books  of  each  Sectional  Library  must  be  kept 
separate  from  all  other  books  in  the  room  of  the  Professor, 
in  distinct  cases,  the  locks  to  be  controlled  by  a  master  key 
in  the  hands  of  the  Librarian,  who  may,  at  stated  times, 
examine  them  and  call  the  attention  of  the  Professor  to  any 
deficiencies. 
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NEW  DEPARTMENTS 
The  Department  of  Jewish  Philosophy  and  Hebrew 
Literature  was  established  in  1941-1942.  In  1942-1943,  there 
was  added  the  Department  of  the  History  of  Semitic  Civili- 
zation, and  in  1944-1945,  the  Department  of  Assyriology  and 
Egyptology,  and  the  Department  of  Comparative  Religion. 
The  most  recent  addition  is  the  Department  of  Education 
inaugurated  in  1945-1946. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 
The  establishment  of  the  Department  of  Education 
marks  a  significant  development  in  the  College  program. 
With  this  Department,  the  foundation  is  laid  for  a  post- 
graduate School  of  Education  to  train  educators  and  super- 
visors of  Jewish  educational  systems  in  America.  Thus  for 
the  first  time,  advanced  teachers'  training  will  be  offered  by  a 
Jewish  institution  of  higher  learning  on  an  academic  post- 
graduate level  without  theological  affiliations. 

The  Dropsie  College  has  projected  the  establishment  of 
the  Department  of  Jewish  Education  at  this  time  as  a  result 
of  the  critical  situation  confronting  the  Jews  as  well  as  the 
entire  civilized  world  today.  For  the  catastrophic  events  that 
led  to  the  destruction  of  Jewish  life  in  the  old  European  cen- 
ters have  imposed  many  grave  responsibilities  upon  the 
Jewish  community  in  America.  Among  these  is  the  noble 
obligation  to  preserve  the  historic,  cultural  and  spiritual  heri- 
tage of  the  Jewish  people,  with  its  profound  implications  for 
religion  and  democracy. 

As  if  in  anticipation  of  this  historic  development,  the 
Dropsie  College  has  for  over  three  decades  trained  Jewish 
and  Christian  scholars  and  research  workers  in  Hebrew  and 
cognate  learning,  so  as  to  help  render  America  culturally 
independent  in  these  vital  branches  of  ancient  lore.  This  work 
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received  special  impetus  in  recent  years  in  defiance  of  the 
forces  of  destruction  that  ravaged  the  older  world.  It  is  the 
aim  of  the  College  to  intensify  and  broaden  the  scope  of  all 
the  branches  of  learning  hitherto  pursued  in  this  institution. 

The  School  of  Education  which  is  now  projected  will 
serve  the  supplementary  need  of  creating  a  body  of  educators 
whose  function  it  will  be  to  transmit  through  Jewish  school 
systems  the  Jewish  heritage  of  the  ages  to  future  American 
generations.  Much  has  been  accomplished  by  the  various 
Jewish  teachers'  institutes  which  came  into  being  during 
the  past  quarter  of  a  century,  many  of  whose  graduates  arc 
engaged  as  teachers  and  principals  in  Jewish  religious  schools 
and  talmud  torahs  throughout  the  country.  It  is  the  purpose 
of  the  College  to  co-operate  with  these  institutes  and  with 
other  educational  agencies  such  as  the  American  Association 
for  Jewish  Education  and  the  National  Council  for  Jewish 
Education,  whose  general  aim  it  is  to  raise  the  level  of  Jewish 
education  in  this  country. 

It  will  be  the  specific  aim  of  the  Dropsie  College  as  a 
postgraduate  institution,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Philosophy,  to  train  experienced  educators  with  knowledge 
and  perspective,  who  will  function  as  superintendents  and 
supervisors  of  Jewish  education  on  a  community-wide  basis. 
Experimentation  and  creative  thinking  in  Jewish  education 
will  be  encouraged  through  seminars,  research  and  field  work. 
The  ultimate  result,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  a  more  widespread 
understanding  of  Judaism  and  greater  vision  in  meeting  the 
Jewish  problems  as  well  as  the  more  general  moral  and  reli- 
gious problems  of  a  free  democratic  society. 

Students  desiring  to  specialize  in  Education  as  candidates 
for  the  Doctorate  degree  must  have  a  Bachelor's  degree  from 
a  recognized  College  or  University,  a  good  preliminary 
knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its  literature,  and 
also  practical  teaching  experience.

COURSES  OF  STUDY 

BIBLICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1946-1947 

Syntax  of  Biblical  Hebrew.  A  detailed  study  of  the 
rules  governing  the  construction  of  the  Hebrew  sentence.  In 
addition  to  the  lectures  the  following  books  should  be  used  : 
Gesenius-Kautzsch-Cowley,  Hcbrczv  Grammar,  Oxford, 
1910;  Eduard  Konig,  Syntax,  Leipzig,  1897.  Professor 
Reider.    Two  hours  weekly. 

The  Minor  Prophets.  A  philological  and  cxegctical 
interpretation  of  these  books,  in  the  light  of  the  ancient  ver- 
sions, medieval,  and  modern  commentaries,  as  well  as  epi- 
graphic  material.     Professor  Reider.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Palestinian  Jewish  Aramaic.  Grammatical  and  syn- 
tactical treatment  of  this  idiom  of  the  Targumim  and  the 
Aramaic  portions  of  the  Palestinian  Talmud  and  the  Mid- 
rashim.  Textbooks  :  Gustaf  Dalman,  Grammatik  des  jildisch- 
palastinischcn  Aramaisch,  Leipzig,  1905;  Wm.  B.  Stevenson, 
Grammar  of  Palestinian  Jctvish  Aramaic,  Oxford,  1924. 
Professor  Reider.    One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Bible 
for  their  major.  Questions  arising  in  the  course  of  preparing 
theses,  the  subjects  of  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Faculty,  will  be  taken  up  for  discussion.  Professor  Reider, 
One  hour  weekly. 
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RABBINICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1946-1947 

The  History  and  Development  of  the  Halakah.  This 
course  will  extend  for  a  period  of  three  years,  and  will 
embrace  the  entire  Halakah  from  its  early  origins  down  to 
the  close  of  the  seventeenth  century.  The  lectures  of  the 
academic  year  1946-1947  will  cover  the  Halakah  from  the 
time  of  Ezra  to  the  compilation  of  the  Mishna.  Stress  will  be 
laid  upon  the  principles  of  tannaitic  jurisprudence  and  its 
development.  A  thorough  study  will  be  made  of  the  various 
tannaitic  schools,  particularly  the  Shammaites  and  the  Hillel- 
ites.  The  Halakot  found  in  the  apocryphal  literature,  the 
Book  of  Jubilees,  Philo,  Josephus,  will  be  expounded.  Stu- 
dents will  be  expected  to  present  papers  on  the  sources  and 
the  literature.     Professor  Zeitlin.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Talmud  Babli,  Tractate  Baba  Mezia  (Chapter  I). 

With  standard  commentaries,  pursued  along  historical  and 
critical  lines.  Variant  readings,  as  recorded  by  Rabinovicz 
in  his  Variae  Lectioncs,  will  be  carefully  examined.  In  the 
study  of  this  tractate,  Tannaitic  and  Amoraic  conceptions 
on  jus  in  rem  and  jus  in  personam  will  be  brought  out  and 
fully  discussed.  A  comparative  study  will  be  made  of  the 
laws  of  possession  and  ownership  in  the  Talmud  and  in  the 
institutes  of  Gaius  and  Justinian.  Professor  Zeitlin.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Jewish  Education  in  Palestine  and  Babylonia.  This 
course  will  embrace  the  history  of  Jewish  education  from 
the  early  period  of  the  Second  Commonwealth  down  to  the 
Gaonic  period.  It  will  be  divided  into  two  parts :  Jewish 
education  in  Palestine  during  the  Second  Commonwealth, 
and  the  history  of  Jewish  education   from  the  time  of  the

HISTORICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1946-1947 

History  of   the   Jews   in   Palestine  and   Babylonia. 

This  will  be  a  continuation  of  the  course  given  in  1945-1946 
and  will  deal  with  the  early  centuries  of  the  common  era,  the 
denationalization  of  Palestinian  Jewry,  and  the  rise  of 
Babylonian  Judaism.  A  study  will  be  made  of  this  revolu- 
tionary period  in  its  effect  on  the  political,  social  and  religious 
institutions.  Readings  in  the  original  sources  will  supple- 
ment the  lecture  material.  Professor  Neuman.  Two  hours 
weekly. 

Jewish   Historiography   in   the   Sixteenth   Century. 

The  influence  of  the  Spanish  expulsion  on  the  rise  of  Jewish 
historiography  in  the  sixteenth  century  will  be  traced  in  the 
writings  of  Ibn  Verga,  Usque  and  Joseph  Ha-Kohen.  The 
works  of  these  authors  will  be  read  critically  in  the  light  of 
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their  historical  background  and  earlier  sources.  Their  in- 
fluence upon  later  Hebrew  chronicles  will  also  be  traced. 
Professor  \'i  i  max.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Readings  in  Responsa  Literature.  Selected  readings 
in  the  responsa  of  the  early  Middle  Ages  will  he  analyzed  and 
treated  for  historic  reconstruction.  Professor  Neuman.  One 
hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  consul- 
tation with  students  in  the  preparation  of  a  thesis  in  the 
Historical  Department  and  for  other  students  engaged  in 
special  research.    Professor  Neuman.    By  appointment. 

HISTORY  OF  SEMITIC  CIVILIZATION 
Academic  Year  1946-1947 

Hebrew  Civilization  in  the  Middle  Ages.  With  spe- 
cial emphasis  placed  upon  the  contribution  of  the  Jews  to  the 
Arabian  revival  of  learning  and  the  role  played  by  Jewish 
translators  in  the  transmission  of  the  sciences.  Professor 
Gandz.    Two  hours  weekly. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  JEWISH  PHILOSOPHY 
AND  HEBREW  LITERATURE 

Academic  Year  1946-1947 

Arabic  and  Greek  Thought  in  the  Philosophies  of 
Yehudah  Halevi  and  Maimonides.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  COMPARATIVE  RELIGION 
Academic  Year  1946-1947 

Introduction  to  the  Religions  of  the  Ancient  Near 
East.  A  survey  of  the  religious  beliefs  and  practices  of  the 
Babylonians,  Assyrians,  Hebrews,  Canaanites  and  Hittites, 
with  special  reference  to  their  interpretation  in  the  light  of 
comparative  research.  Particular  attention  will  be  devoted 
to  an  examination  and  classification  of  myths  and  rituals. 
Professor  Gaster.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Religious    Literature    of    the    Ancient    Near    East. 

An  introduction  to  the  liturgical  and  mythological  literature 
of  the  Babylonians,  Assyrians,  Hebrews,  Canaanites  and 
Hittites,  with  special  reference  to  their  place  in  ritual  and  to 
their  literary  and  folkloristic  parallels. 

Selected  texts  will  be  read  and  interpreted.  Professor 
Gaster.    One  hour  weekly. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 
Academic  Year  1946-1947 

History  of  Educational  Ideas.  Survey  of  the  educa- 
tional ideas  of  the  leaders  of  thought  from  the  Greek  edu- 
cational theorists  until  today.  The  outstanding  leaders  of 
each  period  will  be  considered  in  the  light  of  the  social  back- 
ground, the  cultural  context  and  prevailing  ethical  and  reli- 
gious conceptions.  Comparison  will  be  made  with  the  Jewish 
educational  conceptions  of  the  corresponding  period. 
Professor  Berkson.   Two  hours  weekly. 
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Education  and  the  Problem  of  Jewish  Adjustment 
in  Modern  Times.  Analysis  of  the  problem  of  Jewish 
survival  and  adjustment  in  modern  times,  with  special  refer- 
ence to  educational  theory  and  practice.  A  study  will  be 
made  of  the  intellectual,  political  and  economic  factors  which 
affected  Jewish  life  since  the  period  of  the  emancipation  and 
of  the  resulting  changes  in  Jewish  thought,  in  communal 
organization  and  in  the  pattern  of  Jewish  education.  Special 
consideration  will  be  given  to  the  changes  in  religious  views, 
to  the  relation  of  nationalism  to  Jewish  life,  and  to  the  prob- 
lem of  anti-Semitism.  Professor  Berkson.  Two  hours 
weekly. 

Seminar.  A  seminar  will  be  arranged  for  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Education 
as  their  major.    Professor  Berkson.  Hours  to  be  arranged. 

Schools  of  Jewish  Thought.  An  examination  of  edu- 
cational goals  and  philosophies  underlying  varied  programs  of 
Jewish  education  in  the  American  Jewish  community ;  an 
analysis  of  the  strength  and  weakness  of  the  respective  pro- 
grams from  the  standpoint  of  their  relevance  to  the  needs 
of  the  American  Jewish  child.  Professor  Honor.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Organization  and  Conduct  of  a  Teacher  Training 
Program.  A  brief  historic  survey  of  the  Jewish  teacher- 
training  programs  which  have  been  developed  in  the  United 
States ;  an  analysis  of  the  qualification  standards  for  the 
Jewish  teaching  profession;  formulation  of  a  program  in 
relation  to  these  standards.  Professor  Honor.  First  Term. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Curriculum  Construction:  Biblical  History  and 
Biblical  Literature.  A  study  of  basic  principles  underlying 
curriculum  construction,  with  specific  application  to  the  cur- 
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ricula  in  Biblical  history  and  literature  for  children,  high 
school  youth  and  adults.  This  course  includes  an  examina- 
tion of  archaeological  data  which  illumine  the  material  civil- 
ization of  Israel  and  of  Israel's  neighbors,  and  of  the  hearing 
of  such  data  on  a  better  understanding  of  Bihlical  concepts 
and  historic  forces;  and  an  analysis  of  the  place  of  such 
background  material  in  curricula  intended  for  various  age 
levels.     Professor  Honor.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Informal  Education  and  Recreation  in  a  Jewish 
Setting.  Objectives,  methods  and  program  content  in  group 
activities  for  children,  youth  and  adults;  types  of  organiza- 
tions that  serve  in  this  field  ;  relationship  to  goals  of  Jewish 
education.   First  Term.    Mr.  Kraft.    Two  hours  hi-weekly. 

Educational  Psychology.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
nature  of  the  learning  process,  the  principles  governing  learn- 
ing, the  methods  of  measuring  rate  and  amount  of  learning, 
and  experimental  results;  with  implications  for  the  school 
curriculum  and  the  teaching  methods.  Second  Term.  Pro- 
fessor McMuLLIN.     Two  hours  weekly. 

SUMMER   SESSION 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

In  order  to  encourage  the  continued  development  and 
growth  of  professional  workers  in  the  field  of  Jewish  edu- 
cation and  to  enahle  students  who  are  candidates  for  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  to  utilize  the  summer  vaca- 
tion, a  special  Summer  Session  was  inaugurated  during  the 
summer  of  1946.

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FOUNDATION 


The  College  is  founded  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Moses  Aaron 
Dropsie,  an  eminent  citizen  and  lawyer,  all  his  life  resident 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  testament  was  executed 
on  September  17,  1895.  He  directed  "that  there  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  college 
for  the  promotion  of  and  instruction  in  the  Hebrew  and 
cognate  languages  and  their  respective  literatures  and  in 
the  Rabbinical  learning  and  literature."  He  also  directed 
"that  in  the  admission  of  students  there  shall  be  no  dis- 
tinction on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex."  Mr.  Dropsie 
departed  this  life  on  July  8,  1905.  The  Charter  was  granted 
to  the  College  June  6,  1907,  under  the  style  of  The  Dropsie 
College  for  Hebrew  and  Cognate  Learning,  this  name 
being  selected  by  the  Governors  as  a  memorial  to  tbe 
Founder.  Extracts  from  the  Charter  and  the  accompany- 
ing papers  are  printed  in  previous  Registers  and  will  be 
furnished  upon  application. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Lazarus,  who  departed  this  life 
on  January  14,  1912,  bequeathed  her  estate  to  the  College. 


BUILDING

below  York. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Students    desiring   to  enter   the   College    as   candidate? 
for    the    degree    of    Doctor    of    Philosophy    must    have    a 
non-professional  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized  Col 
lege  or  University,  or  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have 
pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  that  for  which  the 
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Bachelor's  degree  is  granted,  and  must  also  have  a  good 
preliminary  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its 
literature  or  alternatively  of  some  cognate  language  and  its 
literature. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in 
Education  must  have  a  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized 
College  or  University,  an  adequate  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew 
language  and  its  literature  and  practical  experience  in  Jewish 
school  work. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  foundation,  no  dis- 
tinction on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex  will  be  made  in  the 
admission  of  students. 

Students  not  desiring  to  enter  for  the  Doctor's  degree, 
but  possessed  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  them  to 
profit  by  the  courses  offered,  will  be  received  as  special 
students. 

There  is  no  tuition  fee  in  the  College. 

DEGREES 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  may  be  granted 
when  the  following  conditions  are  satisfactorily  complied 
with  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  as  requirements  for 
admission : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek  and  of  modern  languages  sufficient  for  purposes  of 
investigation.  For  candidates  choosing  Education  as  their 
major  subject,  greater  stress  will  be  laid  on  their  knowledge 
of  modern  languages. 

The  candidate  must  have  pursued  advanced  study  and 
research  for  not  less  than  three  years,  two  of  which  must 
be  spent  in  residence  at  the  College. 

Every  regular  student  entering  the  College  shall,  after 
the  first  semester  of  College  residence,  be  required  to  elect 
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the  department  of  his  major  studies.  A  Faculty  Committee, 
of  whom  the  major  Professor  shall  be  a  member,  will,  after 
conferring  with  the  student,  designate  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  other  departments  which  the  student  will  be 
required  to  pursue.  The  course  will  be  planned  individually 
for  each  student,  who  will  thus  be  enabled  to  acquire  not  only 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  major  subject,  but  also  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  other  fields  of  instruction  comprehend- 
ed in  the  College  program  of  studies. 

The  major  subject  may  be  taken  in  any  of  the  eight 
departments,  namely :  Biblical,  Rabbinical,  the  Cognate  Lan- 
guages, Assyriology  and  Egyptology,  Jewish  History,  Jewish 
Philosophy  and  Hebrew  Literature,  Comparative  Religion, 
and  Education. 

The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  upon  some  approved 
subject  connected  with  the  major  or  principal  subject,  which 
gives  evidence  of  his  ability  to  do  original  work,  is  a  con- 
tribution to  knowledge,  and  is  accepted  by  the  Faculty. 

The  thesis  must  be  delivered  in  shape  for  publication, 
preferably  in  typewritten  form,  no  later  than  March  1.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  of  the  printed  thesis  must 
be  delivered  by  the  candidate  before  receiving  his  degree  or 
a  satisfactory  guarantee  must  be  given  that  the  thesis  will 
be  printed  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  delivered 
not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  granting  of 
the  degree. 

The  candidate  must  pass  an  oral  examination  to  be 
conducted  by  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  desire  to  appear  for  the  final  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  academic  year  must  file  application  at  the 
Administration  Office  at  the  beginning  of  that  year.  Ar- 
rangements will  then  be  made  for  a  preliminary  written 
examination  to  test  the  student's  general  grasp  of  his 
subjects  of  study,  this  examination  to  be  based  upon 
supplementary    reading    lists    submitted    to    each    student 
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by  his  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  In  the 
Department  of  Education,  the  preliminary  examination  will 
cover  the  following  subjects:  History  of  Education,  Phi- 
losophy of  Education,  Educational  Psychology  and  Jewish 
Education.  Jf  a  student  fails  in  one  minor  subject,  he  will 
be  permitted  to  take  a  re-examination  in  that  subject  in  a 
subsequent  year;  if  he  fails  in  a  major  subject  or  in  both 
minors,  he  will  be  requested  to  take  a  re-examination  in  all 
his  subjects  in  a  subsequent  year  before  being  eligible  for 
the  final  oral  examination. 

The  diploma  will  be  awarded  on  the  Founder's  Day 
following  the  oral  examination. 

The  degree  will  not  be  given  for  the  mere  reason  of 
long  study,  nor  for  miscellaneous  studies,  but  on  the  ground 
of  faithful  study  and  high  attainment  in  a  special  branch 
of  learning. 


RESEARCH  FELLOWSHIPS 

In  order  to  encourage  advanced  research  in  the  various 
branches  of  Jewish  learning,  and  to  afford  an  opportunity  to 
young,  promising  scholars  who  seem  best  qualified  to  make 
permanent  contributions  of  value  to  Hebrew  and  cognate 
learning,  the  Dropsie  College  established  two  advanced 
research  Fellowships  in  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
each  per  annum. 

The  Dropsie  College  established  in  1943  an  advanced 
research  Fellowship  to  be  known  as  the  Cyrus  Adler  Re- 
search Fellowship.  This  was  in  commemoration  of  the 
eightieth  year  of  the  birth  of  the  late  Cyrus  Adler,  presi- 
dent of  the  College,  and  in  pursuance  of  his  lifelong  aim  to 
promote  scholarship  through  the  encouragement  of  young 
scholars  of  unusual  promise.  An  additional  research  Fellow- 
ship was  established  in  1944. 
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These  Fellowships  are  open  to  men  and  women  under  the 
age  of  forty  years,  irrespective  of  race  or  creed.  The 
candidate  must  have  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
and,  in  addition,  will  be  required  to  submit  evidence  of 
unusual  capacity  for  research,  demonstrated  by  publications 
of  high  merit  or  through  work  on  an  important  scholarly 
project. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  and  will 
be  required  to  reside  in  Philadelphia  during  the  tenure  of 
his  Fellowship. 

Applications  for  the  Fellowships  should  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  President  before  November  1,  1947. 


FELLOWSHIPS 

Fellowships  have  been  established  by  the  Governors 
yielding  six  hundred  dollars  annually  which  will  be  awarded 
under  the  following  regulations : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  non-professional  Bachelor's 
degree  from  a  recognized  College  or  University  or  a  cer- 
tificate showing  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
equivalent  to  that  for  which  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  granted. 

He  must  show  by  a  thesis,  or  publication,  or  certificate 
from  his  instructors,  a  special  knowledge  of  Hebrew  or 
cognate  studies  and  an  aptitude  for  engaging  in  research 
work. 

The  Fellow  is  expected  to  perform  such  duties  in  the 
College  as  may  be  allotted  to  him  by  the  President  or  head 
of  his  department. 

He  is  expected  to  devote  his  time  to  special  studies 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  his  department,  and  to 
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give  evidence  of  his  progress  by  the  preparation  of  a  thesis, 
the  completion  of  a  piece  of  research  work,  the  delivery 
of  a  lecture  or  lectures,  or  some  other  method  which  may 
be  determined  upon  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  except 
by  permission  of  the  President,  and  this  permission  will  be 
granted  only  when  it  is  clear  that  it  does  not  interfere  with 
his  College  work  and  is  in  such  lines  as  will  actually  further 
it,  such  as  teaching  his  special  subject. 

Appointment  to  a  Fellowship  is  for  one  year,  and  may 
be  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  the  whole  tenure 
not  to  exceed  four  years. 

Applications  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  President 
before  May  1  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  applicant's  previous  studies,  of  the  special 
subject  he  desires  to  pursue,  and  copies  of  papers  actually 
published. 

Appointments  to  Fellowships  become  operative  October 
1  of  each  year. 

LOUIS  N.  CASSETT  FOUNDATION 
OF  PHILADELPHIA 

A  contribution  of  two  thousand  live  hundred  dollars 
was  made  by  the  Louis  N.  Cassett  Foundation  of  Phila- 
delphia, in  1947,  to  the  Fellowship  Fund. 

DAVID  SHAINBERG  FELLOWSHIP 

A  Fellowship  yielding  six  hundred  dollars  annually, 
to  be  known  as  the  David  Shainberg  Fellowship,  was 
established  by  the  Shainberg  Foundation  of  Memphis,  Ten- 
nessee, in  memory  of  David  Shainberg. 

SCHOLARSHIP 
Through  the  bequest  of  the  late  Jacob  S.  Dreifus,  an 
annual  scholarship  of  $100.00  has  been  established,  known 
as  the  Mack  Dreifus  Scholarship. 
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CALENDAR  FOR  ACADEMIC  YEAR  1947-1948 

The  Academic  Year  will  begin  on  Wednesday,  Octo- 
ber 1,  1947,  and  close  on  Friday,  May  21,  1948. 

Registration  will  take  place  on  Wednesday,  October  1, 
1947,  at  10.00  a.m. 

The  year  will  be  divided  into  two  Terms,  the  Second 
Term  beginning  Monday,  February  2,  1948. 

The  Founder's  Day  Exercises  will  be  held  on  Sunday, 
May  23,  1948. 

LIBRARY 

The  Library  consists  of  books  concerned  with  biblical 
and  rabbinical  learning,  the  Semitic  languages,  Jewish  his- 
tory and  Egyptology,  as  well  as  works  of  general  reference 
The  collection  numbers  about  54,250  volumes  of  books  and 
periodicals.  Incorporated  in  the  Library  are  the  collections 
of  Isaac  Leeser,  permanently  deposited  by  the  Hebrew 
Education  Society  of  Philadelphia,  the  Hebrew  collection  of 
the  late  Joshua  I.  Cohen,  M.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  presented  by 
Miss  Bertha  Cohen  and  her  nieces,  the  valuable  collection 
of  Dr.  Eduard  Glaser,  the  well  known  Arabian  traveler,  a 
selection  from  the  Library  of  Judge  Mayer  Sulzberger, 
and  the  Library  of  Professor  Henry  Malter.  In  addition, 
the  College  has  been  enabled  to  make  use  of  the  Library  of 
the  late  Professor  Max  L.  Margolis,  which  is  deposited  in 
the  biblical  lecture  room  and  is  particularly  rich  in  books 
on  the  Bible  and  its  versions. 

The  Library  now  includes  about  450  Fragments  from 
the  Cairo  Genizah,  in  Hebrew  and  Arabic;  190  Oriental 
manuscripts  (in  Arabic,  Ethiopic,  Hebrew,  Samaritan,  Cop- 
tic, Persian,  Sanscrit  and  Turkish)  ;  a  few  Fragments  of 
Coptic  Papyri ;  30  Incunabula ;  266  sixteenth  century  books ; 
and  other  rarities. 

The  College  also  possesses  the  collection  of  Judge  Sulz- 
berger, composed  mostly  of   Cuneiform   Tablets  and   As- 
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Syrian  Seals,  and  a  collection  of  the  objects  secured  by  Doctor 
Ei'iiRAi.M  A.  SPEISEB  in  the  excavation  of  Tepe  Gawra,  near 
Mosul,  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  College  and 
of  the  Museum  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Among  recent  acquisitions  by  the  College  are  three 
volumes  of  the  Daniel  Bamberg  edition  of  the  Babylonian 
Talmud  (Venice  1520-1522);  also  the  following  manu- 
scripts :  a  Yemenite  copy  of  the  Books  of  Leviticus- 
Deuteronomy  from  the  collection  of  the  late  Paul 
Romanoff;  a  manuscript  Mahzor  of  the  Roman  rite,  dating 
back  to  the  fourteenth  century ;  a  fourteenth  century  illumi- 
nated Mahzor  of  the  Ashkenazic  rite;  a  collection  of  Karaite 
prayers  and  piyyutim. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  subject  to  the  following 
regulations : 

Books  may  not  be  taken  out  of  the  building  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Librarian  or  his  assistants. 

Fellows  and  regular  students  are  entitled  to  no  more 
than  twelve  books  at  one  time.  Special  students  are  entitled 
to  no  more  than  three  books  at  one  time. 

Readers  not  connected  with  the  College  are  required  to 
obtain  the  permission  of  the  Librarian  for  the  loan  of  books 
from  the  Library. 

Each  person  borrowing  books  is  required  to  prepare  in 
duplicate  a  loan  card,  bearing  his  name  and  the  title  of  the 
book  he  wishes  to  borrow.  The  Library  will  retain  this 
card  until  the  book  is  returned,  the  loan  card  being  returned 
to  the  reader  as  a  receipt. 

Current  periodicals,  journals  and  papers  are  on  file  in 
the  reading  room  adjacent  to  the  Library,  and  may  not  be 
withdrawn   from  that  room  except  over  night  or  week  end. 

No  book  may  be  retained  longer  than  four  weeks ; 
no  periodical  longer  than  two  weeks.  They  may  then  be 
renewed. 
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Readers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  condition 
of  the  books  they  borrow.  The  privileges  of  the  Library 
will  be  withdrawn  from  any  one  found  guilty  of  marking, 
mutilating  or  otherwise  defacing  a  book,  and  he  will  be 
expected  either  to  replace  such  a  book  with  a  new  copy  or 
to  pay  the  cost  of  another  copy. 

All  books  are  subject  to  immediate  recall  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Librarian.  All  books  are  to  be  returned  annually 
one  week  before  the  close  of  the  Academic  Term. 

Manuscripts,  rare  books,  incunabula,  parchment  prints, 
etc.,  may  not  be  removed  from  the  building  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Librarian.  They  may  be  consulted  on 
ordinary  occasions  only  in  the  Library,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Librarian. 

Reference  books  frequently  consulted  may  not  be  re- 
moved from  the  building. 

SECTIONAL  LIBRARIES 

Sectional  Libraries  may  be  formed  by  the  Professors 
to  be  kept  in  their  respective  classrooms,  but  this  shall  only 
be  done  by  withdrawing  from  the  general  collection  such 
books  as  relate  exclusively  to  the  subjects  they  are  engaged 
in  teaching. 

The  Professor  in  charge  of  each  Sectional  Library  is 
responsible  for  its  safe  keeping,  and  may  on  no  account 
lend  the  books. 

Books  in  the  Sectional  Library  must  be  returned  to  the 
Central  Library  before  they  can  be  issued  for  use  outside 
the  office  or  room  to  which  they  are  accredited. 

The  books  of  each  Sectional  Library  must  be  kept 
separate  from  all  other  books  in  the  room  of  the  Professor, 
in  distinct  cases,  the  locks  to  be  controlled  by  a  master  key 
in  the  hands  of  the  Librarian,  who  may,  at  stated  times, 
examine  them  and  call  the  attention  of  the  Professor  to  any 
deficiencies. 
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NEW  DEPARTMENTS 

The  Department  of  Jewish  Philosophy  and  Hebrew 
Literature  was  established  in  1941-1942.  In  1942-1943,  there 
was  added  the  Department  of  the  History  of  Semitic  Civili- 
zation, and  in  1944-1945,  the  Department  of  Assyriology  and 
Egyptology,  and  the  Department  of  Comparative  Religion. 
The  most  recent  addition  is  the  Department  of  Education 
inaugurated  in  1945-1946. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

Through  this  Department,  integrated  with  the  other 
courses  of  instruction,  the  Dropsie  College  aims  to  train 
experienced  educators  with  knowledge  and  perspective,  who 
will  function  as  superintendents  and  supervisors  of  Jewish 
education  on  a  community-wide  basis.  Experimentation  and 
creative  thinking  in  Jewish  education  will  be  encouraged 
through  seminars,  research  and  field  work.  The  ultimate 
result,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  a  more  widespread  understanding 
of  Judaism  and  greater  vision  in  meeting  the  Jewish  problems 
as  well  as  the  more  general  moral  and  religious  problems  of  a 
free  democratic  society. 
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COURSES  OF  STUDY 

BIBLICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1947-1948 


Hebrew  Grammar.  Phonology,  including  orthography. 
A  detailed  study  of  the  Hebrew  characters,  their  sounds  and 
modifications.  Based  on  the  grammars  of  Gesenius-Berg- 
trasser  and  Bauer-Leander.  Professor  Reider.  Two  hours 
weekly. 

The  Minor  Prophets.  Micah-Maleachi.  A  philologi- 
cal and  exegetical  interpretation  of  these  books,  in  the  light 
of  the  ancient  versions,  medieval  and  modern  commentaries, 
as  well  as  epigraphic  material.  Professor  Reider.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

The  Aramaic  Language  of  the  Babylonian  Talmud. 

Grammatical  and  syntactical  treatment  of  the  Aramaic  idiom 
of  the  Babylonian  Talmud,  followed  by  readings  of  Aggadic 
texts.  Textbooks:  A  Manual  of  the  Aramaic  Language  of 
the  Babylonian  Talmud,  by  Max  L.  Margolis  (Mitnchen 
1910)  ;  A  Grammar  of  the  Aramaic  Idiom  contained  in  the 
Babylonian  Talmud,  by  C.  Levias  (Cincinnati  1900).  Pro- 
fessor Reider.   One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Bible 
as  their  major.  Questions  arising  in  the  course  of  preparingt 
theses,  the  subjects  of  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Faculty,  will  be  taken  up  for  discussion.  Professor  Reider. 
One  hour  weekly. 
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RABBINICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1947-1948 

The    History    and    Development    of    the    Halakah. 

This  course  will  embrace  the  entire  Halakah  from  the 
time  of  the  destruction  of  the  Temple  to  the  compilation  of 
the  Talmud.  Stress  will  be  laid  upon  the  principles  of 
tannaitic  and  amoraic  jurisprudence  and  its  development.  A 
thorough  study  will  be  made  of  the  various  schools,  particu- 
larly of  the  academies  of  Sura  and  Pumbeditha.  An  analytic 
study  will  be  made  of  the  organization  and  character  of  the 
Mishna,  the  Tosefta,  the  Talmud  of  Babylon  and  the  Talmud 
(if  Palestine.  The  llalakot  found  in  the  apocryphal  litera- 
ture, in  Philo,  Josephus  and  in  various  Targumim  will  be 
expounded.  Students  will  be  expected  to  present  papers  on 
the  sources  and  the  literature.  While  this  is  part  of  the 
general  course  on  the  history  and  development  of  the 
Halakah,  it  may  be  taken  independently.  Professor  Zeiti.in. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Talmud  Babli,  Tractate  Sanhedrin.  With  the  stand- 
ard commentaries,  pursued  along  historical  and  critical  lines. 
Variant  readings,  as  recorded  by  Rabbinovicz  in  his  Variae 
Lectiones,  will  be  carefully  examined.  In  the  study  of  this 
tractate  the  organization  of  the  courts  in  Palestine  during 
the  Second  Commonwealth  will  be  discussed.  Proiessor 
Zeitlin.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Introduction  to  the  Apocrypha.  This  course  will  be 
divided  into  two  parts :  I.  A  general  introduction  to  the 
apocryphal  and  apocalyptic  literature  and  their  historical 
backgrounds.  II.  An  analysis  of  each  book  from  the  point 
of  view  of  contents  and  date.  Rabbinical  parallel  passages 
will  be  compared,  and  the  influence  of  this  literature  on  the 
Church  and  the  Synagogue  will  be  traced.  Profes:  >k  Zkii - 
lin.    ( )ne  hour  weekly. 
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Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  rab- 
binical  subjects  for  their  theses.  Professor  Zeitlin.  By 
appointment. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  COGNATE  LANGUAGES 
Academic  Year  1947-1948 

Elementary  Arabic.  A  study  of  the  elements  of  Arabic 
grammar;  easy  prose  texts  with  grammatical  analysis.  First 
Term:  a  thorough  study  of  the  inflection  of  the  verb  in  all 
the  conjugations.  Second  Term:  formation  and  inflection 
of  the  noun,  with  special  attention  to  the  broken  plurals,  and 
written  exercises  in  translating  from  English  into  Arabic. 
Textbook :  Socin's  Arabic  Grammar.  Professor  Skoss. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Intermediate  Arabic.  Reading  and  interpretation  of 
the  Koran,  with  reference  to  etymology  and  syntax  (First 
Term).  Exercises  in  reading  unvocalized  selections  from 
Bruennow  -  Fischer's  Arabische  Chrestomathie  (Second 
Term).    Professor  Skoss.   One  hour  weekly. 

Advanced  Arabic.  Reading  selections  from  Shahras- 
tam's  Kitab  al-Milal  wa'n-Nihal  (Book  of  Religions  and 
Sects),  edited  by  Cureton,  accompanied  by  a  study  of  the 
rise  and  development  of  the  more  important  sects  in  Islam. 
Professor  Skoss.   One  hour  weekly. 

Judaeo-Arabic.  Advanced  course.  Prerequisite :  a 
knowledge  of  unvocalized  Arabic.  Selections  from  Dalalat 
al-Ha'irin  (Moreh  Nebukim)  of  Maimonides  will  be  read 
and  analyzed.     Professor  Skoss.     One  hour  weekly. 
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Advanced  Syriac.  Texts  to  be  selected  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  students.    Professor  Skoss.   ( >ne  hour  weekly. 

Elementary  Ethiopic.  Grammar  and  reading  of  easy 
prose  texts.     Textbook :    Chaine's   Grammaire  Hhiopienne, 

with    reference   to   Praetorius   and    Dillmann-Bezold.      Pro- 
fessor Skoss.    One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  sub- 
jects in  Arabic  for  their  theses  and  for  other  advanced  stu- 
dents.    Professor  Skoss.     By  appointment. 

HISTORICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1947-1948 

History  of   the   Jews   in   Palestine   and   Babylonia. 

This  will  be  a  continuation  of  the  course  announced  in  the 
previous  academic  year  but  may  be  taken  independently. 
It  will  embrace  the  period  of  the  later  Tannaim  in  Palestine 
to  the  close  of  the  Talmud  in  Babylon.  A  study  will  be  made 
of  the  institution  of  the  Patriarchate  in  Palestine,  the  system- 
atization  of  the  Halakah.  the  redaction  of  the  Mishna,  and 
the  subsequent  development  of  the  Babylonian  academies 
and  the  redaction  of  the  Talmud.  The  contrasting  political 
and  cultural  background  in  Palestine  and  Babylonia  will  be 
studied  and  related  to  the  respective  communal  and  social 
institutions  of  the  Jews  in  these  countries.  Professor 
Neuman.     Two  hours  weekly. 

History  of  the  Jews  in  Spain.  This  course  will  deal 
primarily  with  the  social,  economic  and  cultural  institutions 
of  the  Jews  in  Medieval  Spain.  The  students  will  be  trained 
in  the  study  of  the  original  sources  for  purposes  of  historic 
reconstruction.    Professor  Neuman.    Two  hours  weekly. 
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Readings  in  Hebrew  Historical  Sources.  A  survey 
of  Hebrew  historical  literature  will  be  followed  by  a  reading 
of  selected  historical  texts.  Neubauer's  Medieval  Jewish 
Chronicles  will  be  used  as  the  source  book.  Professor  Neu- 
man.    One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  consul- 
tation with  students  in  the  preparation  of  a  thesis  in  the 
Historical  Department  and  for  other  students  engaged  in 
special  research.    Professor  Neuman.    By  appointment. 

HISTORY  OF  SEMITIC  CIVILIZATION 
Academic  Year  1947-1948 

History  of  Hebrew  Civilization  in  Biblical  Times. 

This  course  will  trace  the  early  origins  of  Hebrew  civilization 
in  Palestine.  It  will  deal  in  particular  with  oral  literature, 
pre-  and  post-literate,  the  origins  of  the  alphabet  and  the 
history  of  writing,  Hebrew  numerals,  calendar  and  chron- 
ology, time-measurement  and  metrology,  and  other  rudimen- 
tary elements  of  science  and  knowledge.  Professor  Gandz. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Introduction  to  the  History  of  Mathematics.  Dealing 
especially  with  Babylonian  notation  and  the  history  of  the 
sexagesimal  system,  the  Hindu-Arabic  numerals  and  the  com- 
pletion of  the  decimal  system  by  the  introduction  of  the 
decimal  fractions.    Professor  Gandz.    One  hour  weekly. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  JEWISH  PHILOSOPHY 
AND  HEBREW  LITERATURE 

Academic  Year  1947-1948 

Prophecy  in  Medieval  Jewish  Philosophy.    A  study 
of  the  Aristotelian  theory  of  dreams,  its  application  by  the 
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Arabs  to  the  problem  of  prophecy,  and  the  controversj 
among  Jewish  philosophers — Isaac  Israeli,  Abraham  ibn 
Daud,  and  particularly  Maimonides,  <m  the  one  hand,  and 
Yehudah  I  falevi  and  1  lasdai  Crescas,  on  the  other — as  to  the 
nature  of  prophetic  visions.  PROFESSOR  Efros.  Two  hours 
weekly. 

Beginnings  of  Modern  Hebrew  Literature.  A  study 
of  the  period  extending  from  M.  II.  Luzzatto  to  S.  D.  Luz- 
zatto  and  particularly  of  the  forces  and  movements  that  gave 
rise  to  a  new  style,  a  new  dramatic  poetry  and  a  new  philo- 
sophical outlook.    Professor  Efros.    One  hour  weekly. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ASSYRIOLOGY  AND 
EGYPTOLOGY 

Academic  Year  1947-1948 

Old  Babylonian.  A  beginner's  course  consisting  of  the 
grammar  and  reading  of  Hammurapi's  Code.  Hebrew  law 
will  be  compared.    Professor  Gordon.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Accadian  Seminar.  A  study  of  the  Nuzu  contracts 
and  their  biblical  parallels.  Professor  Gordon.  One  hour 
weekly. 

Coptic.  Grammar  and  reading  of  texts.  The  aim  of 
this  course  is  to  provide  a  background  for  the  study  of  the 
earlier  and  more  problematic  stages  of  Egyptian.  Professor 
Gordon.   One  hour  weekly. 

History  of  the  Middle  East  during  the  Second 
Millennium  B.G.E.  Mesopotamia,  Asia  Minor,  Syria, 
Palestine  and  Egypt:  their  internal  development  and  inter- 
relation.   Professor  Gordon.    One  hour  weekly. 

Hamito-Semitic  Seminar.    Linguistic  problems,  in  the 

individual  languages,  as  well  as  of  a  comparative  nature,  will 
be  treated  in  accordance  with  the  students'  needs.  Professor 
Gordon.    One  hour  weekly. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  COMPARATIVE  RELIGION 
Academic  Year  1947-1948 

Introduction  to  Comparative  Religion.  A  survey  of 
the  methods  and  procedures  of  Comparative  Religion  and  of 
the  fundamental  concepts  and  institutions  of  organized  reli- 
gions in  the  light  of  comparative  research,  e.g.,  definitions  of 
religion ;  its  communal  and  individual  aspects ;  its  social  and 
economic  function ;  ritual  and  myth ;  forms  of  sacrifice  and 
prayer;  ideas  of  God;  types  of  gods;  revelation  and  author- 
ity ;  ethics  and  morality  ;  kingship ;  ancestor-worship ;  totem- 
ism  ;  cosmology  and  eschatology ;  survival  and  superstition. 
Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  illustration  of  Biblical 
and  Ancient  Near  Eastern  religions.  Professor  Gaster.  One 
hour  weekly. 

The  Bible  in  the  Light  of  Ancient  Near  Eastern 
Religion.  Selected  passages  of  the  Bible  will  be  studied 
against  the  background  of  what  is  now  known  concerning 
the  religious  beliefs  and  practices  of  the  Mesopotamians, 
Canaanites,  Egyptians  and  Hittites.  Special  attention  will 
be  paid  to  parallels  and  survivals  in  ritual  and  myth  and  to 
the  interpretation  of  the  material  in  the  light  of  comparative 
religion  and  folklore.  First  Term :  Pentateuch  and  Psalms. 
Second  Term :  Prophets.  Professor  Gaster.  Two  hours 
weekly. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 
Academic  Year  1947-1948 

History  of   Educational   Ideas   in   Modern   Times. 

The  development  of  educational  conceptions  will  be  traced 
through  modern  times  from  the  Renaissance  until  World 
War  I  in  the  light  of  changes  in  social  life  and  in  pat- 
tern of  ideas.    Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  effect  of 
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national  organization  of  education  on  the  religious  asped  oi 
education.  Influence-  of  changes  of  the  character  of  public 
education  on  Jewish  education  will  be  noted.  Professoh 
Berkson.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Contemporary  Educational  Philosophies  and  Move- 
ments. The  first  semester  will  he  devoted  to  an  analysis  of 
diverse  conceptions  of  educational  philosophy  and  to  a  con- 
sideration of  the  major  philosophic  positions — idealism,  real- 
ism, pragmatism,  neo-scholastieism  —  which  lie  hack  of 
American  educational  theory  and  practice.  The  second 
semester  will  treat  of  recent  trends  in  social  life  and  thought 
and  their  effect  on  educational  theory.  Various  aspects  of  the 
current  educational  controversies  will  he  discussed.  Emphasis 
will  he  placed  on  the  implications  of  democracy  as  a  social 
philosophy  for  general  and  Jewish  education.  (The  semesters 
may  be  taken  separately  by  special  arrangement).  Professor 
Berkson.  Two  hours  weekly. 

Education  and  the  Problem  of  Jewish  Adjustment. 

This  will  he  a  continuation  of  the  course  given  in  1946-1947 
and  will  deal  with  the  problem  of  Jewish  adjustment  from 
the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century  to  the  present  time.  The 
issues  which  face  Jewish  life — particularly  in  Palestine  and 
the  United  States — will  be  related  to  the  problem  of  Jewish 
education  in  each  country.  This  course  will  be  conducted  as 
a  practicum  with  discussions  based  on  students'  reports. 
Professor  Berkson.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Seminars.  A  seminar  will  he  arranged  for  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Education 
as  their  major.  Professors  Bekkson  and  Honor.  Hours 
to  he  arranged. 

Curriculum  Construction.  Analysis  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  curriculum  from  the  standpoint  of  subject  mat- 
ter, student  growth  and  community  need,  with  special  refer- 
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ence  to  the  setting  up  of  criteria  for  curriculum  construction 
and  reorganization.  First  Term.  Professor  Honor.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Jewish  School  Curricula.  A  critical  examination  of 
type  curricula  of  current  Jewish  schools  in  America  in  the 
light  of  principles  discussed  in  the  course  on  Curriculum 
Construction.  Attention  will  he  given  to  the  setting  up  of 
criteria  for  developing  curricula  which  will  meet  the  needs  of 
American  Jewish  children.  Second  Term.  Professor  Honor. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Teaching  of  Jewish  History.  An  examination  of  the 
meaning  and  method  of  history;  an  analysis  of  the  purpose 
and  place  of  Jewish  history  in  the  curriculum  of  the  Jewish 
schools ;  consideration  of  methods  of  presentation,  with 
special  emphasis  on  ways  and  means  of  making  the  study 
of  Jewish  history  concrete  and  vivid.  This  course  will 
be  conducted  as  a  practician,  with  discussions  based  on  stu- 
dents' reports.     Professor  Honor.   Two  hours  weekly. 

Jewish  Education  from  a  Community  Standpoint. 

An  analysis  of  functions  and  responsibilities  of  a  central 
community  agency  for  Jewish  education  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  setting  up  of  standards.  Consideration  will  be 
given  to  the  types  of  service  which  the  central  community 
agency  should  render  towards  improving  the  work  of  existing 
schools,  developing  new  educational  facilities  and  opportuni- 
ties and  coordinating  the  programs  of  Jewish  educational 
institutions  with  the  programs  of  other  agencies  in  the  com- 
munity which  affect  the  development  of  personality.  First 
Term.     Professor  Honor.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Surveys  of  Jewish  Education.  Analysis  of  methods 
of  research  and  evaluation  of  trends  in  American  Jewish 
education  through  an  examination  of  recent  surveys  of  Jew- 
ish education,  in  large,  medium  and  small  communities. 
Second  Term.    Professor  Honor.   Two  hours  weekly. 
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Educational  Psychology.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
nature  of  the  learning  process,  the  principles  governing  learn- 
ing, the  methods  of  measuring  rate  and  amount  of  learning, 
and  experimental  results;  with  implications  for  the  school 
curriculum  and  the  teaching  methods.  First  Term.  Pro- 
fessor McMri.LiN.     Two  hours  weekly. 

Psychology    of    Social    and    Emotional     Behavior. 

Aspects  of  the  psychology  of  social  and  emotional  behavior 
which  are  important  for  teachers  are  selected  for  study,  and 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  their  implications  for  the  problems 
of  the  learning-teaching  situation.  Second  Term.  Professor 
McMullin.    Two  hours  weekly. 


SUMMER   SESSION 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

In  order  to  encourage  the  continued  development  and 
growth  of  professional  workers  in  the  field  of  Jewish  edu- 
cation and  to  enable  students  who  are  candidates  for  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  to  utilize  the  summer  vaca- 
tion, a  special  Summer  Session  was  inaugurated  during  the 
summer  of  1946. 

The  following  courses  will  be  conducted  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  over  a  period  of  five  weeks,  from  Mon- 
day, July  14,  to  Friday,  August  15,  1947.  A  semester  unit 
credit  is  allowed  for  each  course  satisfactorily  completed. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY 

1947  Summer  Session 

Administration  and  Supervision  of  the  Jewish 
School.  An  analysis  of  principles  governing  the  administra- 
tion of  a  school  with  special  reference  to  the  problems  of  the 
Jewish  school.    Emphasis  is  placed  on  ways  and  means  of 
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providing  opportunities  for  creative  work  in  education 
through  encouraging  teacher  participation  in  policy  making 
and  curriculum  construction.  Professor  Leo  L.  Honor  in 
conjunction  with  Doctor  Azriel  Eisenberg,  Doctor  Louis 
L.  Kaplan  and  Doctor  Alexander  J.  Stoddard.  Six  hours 
weekly. 

Jewish  Education  from  a  Community  Standpoint. 

An  analysis  of  functions  and  responsibilities  of  a  central 
community  agency  for  Jewish  education.  Professor  Leo  L. 
Honor.    Six  hours  weekly. 

The    Progressive    Movement    in    Education.     The 

course  will  deal  with  the  philosophical  and  the  psychological 
basis  for  progressive  education  and  its  implications  in  prac- 
tice for  various  age  groups  and  for  various  types  of  educa- 
tional activities.  Professor  Joseph  B.  Butterweck.  Six 
hours  weekly. 

History  and  Development  of  Halakah.  An  analysis 
of  the  development  of  Halakah  from  its  early  origins  to  the 
close  of  the  Geonic  Period.  Special  stress  will  be  laid  on  the 
various  schools  of  thought,  their  legal  principles,  their 
methodology  and  interpretation  of  the  law.  The  course  will 
also  include  a  study  of  the  differences  in  the  Halakah  as 
recorded  in  the  Talmud  and  as  reflected  in  the  Apocrypha 
literature.  Professor  Solomon  Zeitlin.  Four  hours 
weekly. 

Palestine  and  the  Middle  East.  Contemporary  Pales- 
tine and  its  relations  with  the  Islamic,  and  especially  the 
Arabic  nations ;  the  roles  of  Britain,  Russia,  France  and  the 
United  States.  Professor  Cyrus  H.  Gordon.  Four  hours 
weekly. 
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PUBLICATIONS 

The  College  is  continuing  the  publication  of  the  Jewish 
Quarterly  Review,  which  had  been  issued  in  England 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years.  The  Quarterly  provides  a 
medium  for  the  puhlication  in  the  English  language  of 
articles  and  reviews  in  the  interest  of  Jewish  literature 
history  and  religion,  Hebrew  philology  and  kindred  sub- 
jects. The  New  Series  began  with  the  number  for  July, 
1910.  Thirty  volumes  were  issued  under  the  editorship  of  the 
late  President  of  the  College,  Doctor  Cyrus  Adler.  Begin- 
ning with  Volume  XXXI,  the  Quarterly  has  been  under  the 
joint  editorship  of  Professors  Abraham  A.  Neuman  and 
Solomon  Zeitlin,  with  the  aid  of  eminent  scholars.  The 
thirty-eighth  volume  is  now  in  course  of  publication.  The 
subscription  price  is  five  dollars  per  annum.  Back  volumes 
of  the  New  Scries  can  be  furnished  to  subscribers.

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FOUNDATION 

The  College  is  founded  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Moses  Aaron 
Dropsie,  an  eminent  citizen  and  lawyer,  all  his  life  resident 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  testament  was  executed 
on  September  17,  1895.  He  directed  "that  there  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  college 
for  the  promotion  of  and  instruction  in  the  Hebrew  and 
cognate  languages  and  their  respective  literatures  and  in 
the  Rabbinical  learning  and  literature."  He  also  directed 
"that  in  the  admission  of  students  there  shall  be  no  dis- 
tinction on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex."  Mr.  Dropsie 
departed  this  life  on  July  8,  1905.  The  Charter  was  granted 
to  the  College  June  6,  1907,  under  the  style  of  The  Dropsie 
College  for  Hebrew  and  Cognate  Learning,  this  name 
being  selected  by  the  Governors  as  a  memorial  to  the 
Founder.  Extracts  from  the  Charter  and  the  accompany- 
ing papers  are  printed  in  previous  Registers  and  will  be 
furnished  upon  application. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Lazarus,  who  departed  this  life 
on  January  14,  1912,  bequeathed  her  estate  to  the  Coilege. 

BUILDING 

A  substantial  fireproof  building,  with  offices,  classrooms, 
reading-room  and  stack,  occupies  a  site  on  Broad  Street 
below  York. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Students  desiring  to  enter  the  College  as  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  must  have  a 
non-professional  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized  Col- 
lege or  University,  or  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have 
pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  that  for  which  the

Bachelor's  degree  is  granted,  and  must  also  have  a  good 
preliminary  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its 
literature  or  alternatively  of  some  cognate  language  and  its 
literature. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in 
Education  must  have  a  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  recognized 
College  or  University,  an  adequate  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew 
language  and  its  literature,  and  practical  experience  in  Jewish 
school  work. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  foundation,  no  dis- 
tinction on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex  will  be  made  in  the 
admission  of  students. 

Students  not  desiring  to  enter  for  the  Doctor's  degree, 
but  possessed  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  them  to 
profit  by  the  courses  offered,  will  be  received  as  special 
students. 

There  is  no  tuition  fee  in  the  College. 


DEGREES 
The  degree  of  Doctor  of   Philosophy  may  be  granted 
when   the    following  conditions  are   satisfactorily   complied 
with   in   addition   to   those  mentioned  as   requirements    for 
admission  : 

The  candidate  must  have  an  adequate  knowledge  of  the 
languages  needed  for  the  proper  pursuit  of  his  field  of  inves- 
tigation as  determined  by  the  department  of  his  major 
interest.  For  candidates  choosing  Education  as  their  major 
subject,  greater  stress  will  be  laid  on  their  knowledge  of 
modern  languages. 

The  candidate  must  have  pursued  advanced  study  and 
research  for  not  less  than  three  years,  two  of  which  must 
be  spent  in  residence  at  the  College. 

Every  regular  student  entering  the  College  shall,  after 
the  first  semester  of  College  residence,  be  required  to  elect 
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the  department  of  his  major  studies.  A  Faculty  Committee, 
of  whom  the  major  Professor  shall  be  a  member  will,  after 
conferring  with  the  student,  designate  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  other  departments  which  the  student  will  be 
required  to  pursue.  The  course  will  be  planned  individually 
for  each  student,  who  will  thus  be  enabled  to  acquire  not  only 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  major  subject,  but  also  a  basic 
understanding  of  the  other  fields  of  instruction  comprehend- 
ed in  the  College  program  of  studies. 

The  major  subject  may  be  taken  in  any  of  the  eight 
departments,  namely:  Biblical,  Rabbinical,  the  Cognate  Lan- 
guages, Assyriology  and  Egyptology,  Jewish  History,  Jewish 
Philosophy  and  Hebrew  Literature,  Comparative  Religion, 
and  Education. 

The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  upon  some  approved 
subject  connected  with  the  major  or  principal  subject,  which 
gives  evidence  of  his  ability  to  do  original  work,  is  a  con- 
tribution to  knowledge,  and  is  accepted  by  the  Faculty. 

The  thesis  must  be  delivered  in  shape  for  publication, 
preferably  in  typewritten  form,  no  later  than  March  1.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  of  the  printed  thesis  must 
be  delivered  by  the  candidate  before  receiving  his  degree  or 
a  satisfactory  guarantee  must  be  given  that  the  thesis  will 
be  printed  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  copies  delivered 
not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  granting  of 
the  degree. 

The  candidate  must  pass  an  oral  examination  to  be 
conducted  by  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  desire  to  appear  for  the  final  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  academic  year  must  file  application  at  the 
Administration  Office  at  the  beginning  of  that  year.  Ar- 
rangements will  then  be  made  for  a  preliminary  written 
examination  to  test  the  student's  general  grasp  of  his 
subjects  of  study,  this  examination  to  be  based  upon 
supplementary    reading    lists    submitted    to    each    student 
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by  his  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  In  the 
Department  of  Education,  the  preliminary  examination  will 
cover  the  following  subjects:  History  of  Education,  Phi- 
losophy of  Education,  Educational  Psychology  and  Jewish 
Education.  If  a  student  fails  in  one  minor  subject,  he  will 
be  permitted  to  take  a  re-examination  in  that  subject  in  a 
subsequent  year;  if  he  fails  in  a  major  subject  or  in  both 
minors,  he  will  be  requested  to  take  a  re-examination  in  all 
his  subjects  in  a  subsequent  year  before  being  eligible  for 
the  final  oral  examination. 

The  diploma  will  be  awarded  on  the  Founder's  Day 
following  the  oral  examination. 

The  degree  will  not  be  given  for  the  mere  reason  of 
long  study,  nor  for  miscellaneous  studies,  but  on  the  ground 
of  faithful  study  and  high  attainment  in  a  special  branch 
of  learning. 


RESEARCH  FELLOWSHIPS 

In  order  to  encourage  advanced  research  in  the  various 
branches  of  Jewish  learning,  and  to  afford  an  opportunity  to 
young,  promising  scholars  who  seem  best  qualified  to  make 
permanent  contributions  of  value  to  Hebrew  and  cognate 
learning,  the  Dropsie  College  established  two  advanced 
research  Fellowships  in  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
each  per  annum. 

The  Dropsie  College  established  in  1943  an  advanced 
research  Fellowship  to  be  known  as  the  Cyrus  Adler  Re- 
search Fellowship.  This  was  in  commemoration  of  the 
eightieth  year  of  the  birth  of  the  late  Cyrus  Adler,  presi- 
dent of  the  College,  and  in  pursuance  of  his  lifelong  aim  to 
promote  scholarship  through  the  encouragement  of  young 
scholars  of  unusual  promise.  An  additional  research  Fellow- 
ship was  established  in  1944. 
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These  Fellowships  are  open  to  men  and  women  under  the 
age  of  forty  years,  irrespective  of  race  or  creed.  The 
candidate  must  have  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
and,  in  addition,  will  be  required  to  submit  evidence  of 
unusual  capacity  for  research,  demonstrated  by  publications 
of  high  merit  or  through  work  on  an  important  scholarly 
project. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  and  will 
be  required  to  reside  in  Philadelphia  during  the  tenure  of 
his  Fellowship. 

Applications  for  the  Fellowships  should  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  President  before  November  1,  1948. 


FELLOWSHIPS 

Fellowships  have  been  established  by  the  Governors 
yielding  six  hundred  dollars  annually  which  will  be  awarded 
under  the  following  regulations: 

The  candidate  must  have  a  non-professional  Bachelor's 
degree  from  a  recognized  College  or  University  or  a  cer- 
tificate showing  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
equivalent  to  that  for  which  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  granted. 

He  must  show  by  a  thesis,  or  publication,  or  certificate 
from  his  instructors,  a  special  knowledge  of  Hebrew  or 
cognate  studies  and  an  aptitude  for  engaging  in  research 
work. 

The  Fellow  is  expected  to  perform  such  duties  in  the 
College  as  may  be  allotted  to  him  by  the  President  or  head 
of  his  department. 

He  is  expected  to  devote  his  time  to  special  studies 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  his  department,  and  to 
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give  evidence  of  his  progress  by  the  preparation  of  a  thesis, 
the  completion  of  a  piece  of  research  work,  the  delivery 
of  a  lecture  or  lectures,  or  some  other  method  which  may 
be  determined  upon  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Fellow  may  not  accept  other  employment  except 
by  permission  of  the  President,  and  this  permission  will  be 
granted  only  when  it  is  clear  that  it  does  not  interfere  with 
his  College  work  and  is  in  such  lines  as  will  actually  further 
it,  such  as  teaching  his  special  subject. 

Appointment  to  a  Fellowship  is  for  one  year,  and  may 
be  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  the  whole  tenure 
not  to  exceed  four  years. 

Applications  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  President 
before  May  1  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  applicant's  previous  studies,  of  the  special 
subject  he  desires  to  pursue,  and  copies  of  papers  actually 
published. 

Appointments  to  Fellowships  become  operative  October 
1  of  each  year. 

DAVID  SHAINBERG  FELLOWSHIP 

A  Fellowship  yielding  six  hundred  dollars  annually, 
to  be  known  as  the  David  Shainberg  Fellowship,  was 
established  by  the  Shainberg  Foundation  of  Memphis,  Ten- 
nessee, in  memory  of  David  Shainberg. 

THE  LOUIS  J.  AND  MARY  E.  HOROWITZ 
FOUNDATION 

Two  Fellowships  yielding  twelve  hundred  dollars  were 
granted  by  the  Louis  J.  and  Mary  E.  Horowitz  Founda- 
tion for  the  academic  year  1948-1949. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

Through  the  bequest  of  the  late  Jacob  S.  Dreifus,  an 
annual  scholarship  of  $1(X).00  has  been  established,  known 
as  the  Mack  Dreifus  Scholarship. 
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CALENDAR  FOR  ACADEMIC  YEAR  1948-1949 

The  Academic  Year  will  begin  on  Wednesday,  October 
6,  1948,  and  close  on  Friday,  May  20,  1949. 

Students  may  register  on  or  before  Wednesday,  October 
6,  1948,  at  10.00  a.m. 

The  year  will  be  divided  into  two  Terms,  the  Second 
Term  beginning  Monday,  January  31,  1949. 

The  Founder's  Day  Exercises  will  be  held  on  Wednes- 
day, June  1,  1949. 

LIBRARY 

The  Library  consists  of  books  concerned  with  Biblical 
and  rabbinical  learning,  the  Semitic  languages,  Jewish  his- 
tory and  Egyptology,  Jewish  education,  as  well  as  works  of 
general  reference.  The  collection  numbers  about  55,000  vol- 
umes of  books  and  periodicals.  Incorporated  in  the  Library 
are  the  collections  of  Isaac  Leeser,  permanently  deposited 
by  the  Hebrew  Education  Society  of  Philadelphia,  the  He- 
brew collection  of  the  late  Joshua  I.  Cohen,  M.  D.,  of  Bal- 
timore, presented  by  Miss  Bertha  Cohen  and  her  nieces, 
the  valuable  collection  of  Dr.  Eduard  Glaser,  the  well- 
known  Arabian  traveler,  a  selection  from  the  Library  of 
Judge  Mayer  Sulzberger,  and  the  Library  of  Professor 
Henry  Malter.  In  addition,  the  College  has  been  enabled  to 
make  use  of  the  Library  of  the  late  Professor  Max  L.  Mar- 
golis,  which  is  deposited  in  the  Biblical  lecture  room  and  is 
particularly  rich  in  books  on  the  Bible  and  its  versions. 
About  180  journals  and  periodicals  are  being  received  now 
from  different  parts  of  the  world. 

The  Library  now  includes  about  450  Fragments  from 
the  Cairo  Genizah,  in  Hebrew  and  Arabic;  248  Oriental 
manuscripts  (in  Arabic,  Ethiopic,  Hebrew,  Samaritan,  Cop- 
tic, Persian,  Sanscrit  and  Turkish)  ;  a  few  Fragments  of 
Coptic  Papyri;  31  Incunabula;  270  sixteenth  century  books; 
and  other  rarities. 
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The  College  also  possesses  the  collection  of  Judge  Sulz- 
berger, composed  mostly  of  Cuneiform  Tablets  and  As- 
syrian Seals,  and  a  collection  of  the  objects  secured  by  Doctor 
Ephraim  A.  Speiser  in  the  excavation  of  Tepe  Gawra,  near 
Mosul,  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  College  and 
of  the  Museum  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Among  recent  acquisitions  by  the  College  are :  An  in- 
cunabulum  of  the  Latin  Vulgate  printed  in  Venice,  1484;  a 
de  luxe  copy  of  a  Concordance  of  the  Muslim  Tradition 
by  A.  J.  Wensinck;  and  a  magnificent  recent  edition  of 
Maimonides'  Mishneh  Torah  in  five  volumes. 

The  Library  has  also  received  a  gift  of  valuable  Rab- 
binic books,  especially  Responsa  literature,  from  M.  L. 
Gitelson,  for  the  establishment  of  the  Nehemiah  Gitelson 
Library  of  Rabbinics. 

The  use  of  the  Library  is  subject  to  the  following 
regulations : 

Books  may  not  be  taken  out  of  the  building  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Librarian  or  his  assistants. 

Fellows  and  regular  students  are  entitled  to  no  more 
than  twelve  books  at  one  time.  Special  students  are  entitled 
to  no  more  than  three  books  at  one  time. 

Readers  not  connected  with  the  College  are  required  to 
obtain  the  permission  of  the  Librarian  for  the  loan  of  books 
from  the  Library. 

Each  person  borrowing  books  is  required  to  prepare  in 
duplicate  a  loan  card,  bearing  his  name  and  the  title  of  the 
book  he  wishes  to  borrow.  The  Library  will  retain  this 
card  until  the  book  is  returned,  the  loan  card  being  returned 
to  the  reader  as  a  receipt. 

Current  periodicals,  journals  and  papers  are  on  file  in 
the  reading  room  adjacent  to  the  Library,  and  may  not  be 
withdrawn  from  that  room  except  over  night  or  week  end. 

No  book  may  be  retained  longer  than  four  weeks; 
no  periodical  longer  than  two  weeks.  They  may  then  be 
renewed. 
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Readers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  condition 
of  the  books  they  borrow.  The  privileges  of  the  Library 
will  be  withdrawn  from  any  one  found  guilty  of  marking, 
mutilating  or  otherwise  defacing  a  book,  and  he  will  be 
expected  either  to  replace  such  a  book  with  a  new  copy  or 
to  pay  the  cost  of  another  copy. 

All  books  are  subject  to  immediate  recall  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Librarian.  All  books  are  to  be  returned  annually 
one  week  before  the  close  of  the  Academic  Term. 

Manuscripts,  rare  books,  incunabula,  parchment  prints, 
etc.,  may  not  be  removed  from  the  building  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Librarian.  They  may  be  consulted  on 
ordinary  occasions  only  in  the  Library,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Librarian. 

Reference  books  frequently  consulted  may  not  be  re- 
moved from  the  building. 

SECTIONAL  LIBRARIES 

Sectional  Libraries  may  be  formed  by  the  Professors 
to  be  kept  in  their  respective  classrooms,  but  this  shall  only 
be  done  by  withdrawing  from  the  general  collection  such 
books  as  relate  exclusively  to  the  subjects  they  are  engaged 
in  teaching. 

The  Professor  in  charge  of  each  Sectional  Library  is 
responsible  for  its  safe  keeping,  and  may  on  no  account 
lend  the  books. 

Books  in  the  Sectional  Library  must  be  returned  to  the 
Central  Library  before  they  can  be  issued  for  use  outside 
the  office  or  room  to  which  they  are  accredited. 

The  books  of  each  Sectional  Library  must  be  kept 
separate  from  all  other  books  in  the  room  of  the  Professor, 
in  distinct  cases,  the  locks  to  be  controlled  by  a  master  key 
in  the  hands  of  the  Librarian,  who  may,  at  stated  times, 
examine  them  and  call  the  attention  of  the  Professor  to  any 
deficiencies. 
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NEW  DEPARTMENTS 


The  Department  of  Jewish  Philosophy  and  Hebrew 
Literature  was  established  in  1941-1942.  In  1942-1943,  there 
was  added  the  Department  of  the  History  of  Semitic  Civili- 
zation, and  in  1944-1945,  the  Department  of  Assyriology  and 
Egyptology,  and  the  Department  of  Comparative  Religion. 
The  Department  of  Education  was  inaugurated  in  1945- 
1946.  The  most  recent  addition  is  the  Institute  for  Israel  and 
the  Middle  East. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

Through  this  Department,  integrated  with  the  other 
courses  of  instruction,  the  Dropsie  College  aims  to  train 
experienced  educators  with  knowledge  and  perspective,  who 
will  function  as  superintendents  and  supervisors  of  Jewish 
education  on  a  community-wide  basis.  Experimentation  and 
creative  thinking  in  Jewish  education  will  be  encouraged 
through  seminars,  research  and  field  work.  The  ultimate 
result,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  a  more  widespread  understanding 
of  Judaism  and  greater  vision  in  meeting  the  Jewish  problems 
as  well  as  the  more  general  moral  and  religious  problems  of  a 
free  democratic  society. 


EXTENSION  DEPARTMENT 

In  answer  to  urgent  requests,  the  Dropsie  College  has 
established  an  Extension  Division  of  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation in  the  city  of  New  York.  The  extension  courses  will 
be  given  in  the  New  York  quarters  of  the  College,  at  667 
Madison  Avenue.  They  will  parallel  the  courses  offered  at 
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the  College  in  Philadelphia  and  will  be  credited  toward  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy.  It  will  not  be  possible,  how- 
ever, for  a  student  to  obtain  a  Doctorate  degree  without 
pursuing  the  major  portion  of  the  studies  at  the  College  in 
Philadelphia. 

Information  concerning  requirements  for  admission  and 
the  conditions  requisite  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philos- 
ophy in  Education  will  be  found  in  the  College  Register, 
which  may  be  obtained  upon  request. 

Registration  will  be  conducted  at  the  New  York  head- 
quarters of  the  Dropsie  College,  667  Madison  Avenue,  New 
York  City,  Thursday,  October  7,  1948,  at  10.00  a.m.  The 
sessions  will  commence  Friday,  October  8. 
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INSTITUTE  FOR 
ISRAEL  AND  THE  MIDDLE  EAST 

Recognizing  the  need  of  fostering  in  America  a  com- 
prehensive program  of  education  and  training  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Middle  East;  and  recognizing  that  the  creation  of  the 
State  of  Israel  necessitates  a  new  orientation  in  the  Middle 
East,  political,  economic  and  social,  which  will  in  turn  affect 
the  development  of  democracy  in  that  entire  area,  requiring 
study  and  elucidation,  the  Dropsie  College  for  Hebrew  and 
Cognate  Learning  announces  the  establishment  of  the  Insti- 
tute for  Israel  and  the  Middle  East,  to  be  inaugurated  in  the 
Fall  Semester,  in  October,  1948. 

The  Institute  is  designed  for  those  who  desire  to  special- 
ize as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in 
Middle  East  studies  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  political, 
social  and  economic  aspects  of  the  modern  and  contemporary 
periods. 

The  Institute  will  conduct  an  intensive  study  of  the 
modern  and  contemporary  Middle  East  along  the  lines  of 
regional  area  study.  Its  aim  will  be  to  train  students  and 
experts  in  the  study  of  the  modern  Middle  East,  who  may 
also  qualify  for  consular,  administrative  or  other  government 
service.  It  will  assist  in  the  training  of  qualified  personnel 
for  public  service  with  governmental,  social,  welfare  and 
educational  agencies  as  well  as  for  service  with  commercial 
and  industrial  interests  in  the  Middle  East,  and  in  Palestine 
and  Israel  in  particular.  It  will  seek  to  provide  students,  by 
academic  methods,  with  the  cultural  background  and  profes- 
sional knowledge  necessary  for  the  intelligent  and  successful 
prosecution  of  their  work. 

Orientation  courses  will  be  provided  for  qualified  per- 
sons who  desire  to  live  and  work  for  an  extended  period  in 
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the  Holy  Land  or  any  of  the  contiguous  countries.  The 
Institute  will  offer  intensive  courses  covering  all  phases  of 
life  in  Palestine  and  the  Near  and  Middle  East  including 
languages  and  literatures,  history,  geography,  economic  and 
social  conditions,  religions,  government  and  administrative 
techniques. 

In  establishing  the  Institute  for  Israel  and  the  Middle 
East,  the  Dropsie  College  hopes  it  will  help  meet  the  situation 
arising  out  of  the  growing  need  for  enlightened  American 
public  opinion  and  American  leadership  in  international 
affairs.  It  is  hoped  the  Institute  will  aid  in  promoting  a 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  cultural,  spiritual  and 
economic  potentialities  of  the  new  State  of  Israel. 
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COURSES  OF  STUDY 

BIBLICAL  DEPARTMENT 

Academic  Year  1948-1949 

The  Book  of  Proverbs.  A  philological  and  cxegetical 
interpretation  of  this  book,  in  the  light  of  the  ancient  ver- 
sions, medieval  and  modern  commentators.  A  comparison 
will  be  drawn  with  the  Wisdom  literature  of  other  ancient 
nations  of  the  Near  East.  Professor  Reider.  Two  hours 
weekly. 

Morphology  of  Biblical  Hebrew.  A  detailed  and  com- 
parative study  of  the  forms  of  the  words  in  the  various 
declensions  and  conjugations  based  on  medieval  Hebrew 
authorities  and  the  modern  researches  of  Gesenius-Berg- 
strasser  and  Bauer-Leander.  The  noun  and  pronoun  will  be 
studied  especially  with  reference  to  Barth's  NominalbUdung 
and  Pronominalbildung.  Professor  Reider.  Two  hours 
weekly. 

Aramaic  Papyri  of  Assuan  and  Elephantine.  A  study 
of  these  Papyri  in  the  reproductions  of  Sayce  and  Cowley, 
Aramaic  Papyri  Discovered  at  Assuan  (London.  1906).  and 
Sachau,  Aramaische  Papyrus  und  Ostraka  aus  Elephantine 
(Leipzig,  1911),  with  the  aid  of  Cowley's  expository  vol- 
ume, Aramaic  Papyri  of  the  Fifth  Century  B.C.  (Oxford, 
1923).  Professor  Reider.  One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Bible 
as  their  major.  Questions  arising  in  the  course  of  preparing 
theses,  the  subjects  of  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Faculty,  will  be  taken  up  for  discussion.  PROFESSOR  REIDER. 
One  hour  weekly. 
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RABBINICAL  DEPARTMENT 
Academic  Year  1948-1949 

The  History  and  Development  of  the  Halakah.  This 
course  will  embrace  the  Halakah  from  the  compilation  of  the 
Talmud  to  the  sixteenth  century.  Stress  will  be  laid  upon 
the  Responsa  as  well  as  the  Talmudic  commentaries,  and 
due  attention  will  be  given  to  the  organization  and  character 
of  the  various  codes.  Representative  passages  from  Rabbinic 
literature  will  be  read  and  discussed.  This  course  is  part  of 
a  three  year  cycle  covering  the  entire  history  of  the  Halakah, 
but  may  be  taken  independently.  Professor  Zeitlin.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Talmud  Babli,   Tractate  Baba   Batra    (Chapter  8). 

With  the  standard  commentaries,  pursued  along  historical 
and  critical  lines.  Variant  readings,  as  recorded  by  Rab- 
binovicz  in  his  Variae  Lcctiones,  will  be  carefully  exam- 
ined. In  the  study  of  this  tractate  an  historical  analysis  of 
the  laws  of  testamentary  succession  will  be  presented  and 
comparison  made  with  the  Roman  laws.  Professor  Zeitlin. 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Introduction  to  the  Apocrypha.  This  course  will  be 
divided  into  two  parts :  I.  A  general  introduction  to  the  apoc- 
ryphal and  apocalyptic  literature  and  the  historical  back- 
ground. II.  An  analysis  of  each  book  from  the  point  of 
view  of  content  and  date.  Rabbinical  parallel  passages  will 
be  compared,  and  the  influence  of  this  literature  on  the 
Church  and  the  Synagogue  will  be  traced.  While  this  course 
is  a  continuation  of  the  previous  year,  it  may  be  taken  inde- 
pendently. Professor  Zeitlin.  One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  rab- 
binical subjects  for  their  theses.  Professor  Zeitlin.  By 
appointment. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  COGNATE   LANGUAGES 
Academic  Year  1948-1949 

Elementary  Arabic.  A  study  of  the  elements  of  Arabic 
grammar;  easy  prose  texts  with  grammatical  analysis.  First 
Term :  a  thorough  study  of  the  inflection  of  the  verb  in  all 
the  conjugations.  Second  Term :  formation  and  inflection 
of  the  noun,  with  special  attention  to  the  broken  plurals,  and 
written  exercises  in  translating  from  English  into  Arabic. 
Textbook:  Socin's  Arabic  Grammar.  Professor  Skoss 
Two  hours  weekly. 

Intermediate  Arabic.  Reading  and  interpretation  of 
the  Koran,  with  reference  to  etymology  and  syntax  (First 
Term).  Exercises  in  reading  un vocalized  selections  from 
Bruennow-Fischer's  Arabischc  Chrestomathie  (Second 
Term).  Professor  Skoss.  One  hour  weekly. 

Advanced  Arabic.  Readings  from  the  Hadith  of  Buk- 
hari,  Krehl's  Le  rccueil  de  traditions  mahomctancs  par  Abou 
Abdallah  ibn  Ismail  cl-Bokhari,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Commentary  of  Questelani,  will  be  used.  Professor  Skoss. 
One  hour  weekly. 

Judaeo-Arabic.  Preliminary  readings  from  Friedlaen- 
der's  Selections  from  the  Arabic  Writings  of  Maimonidcs, 
followed  by  selections  from  Saadia  Gaon's  exegetical  works. 
Due  attention  will  be  paid  to  deviations  from  classical  Arabic. 
Professor  Skoss.  One  hour  weekly. 

Modern  Arabic.  Exercises  in  the  spoken  Arabic  of 
Palestine,  and  a  study  of  the  grammatical  forms  and  their 
development  from  the  classical  Arabic.  Prerequisite :  a 
knowledge  of  classical  Arabic.  Professor  Skoss.  One  hour 
weekly. 
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Elementary  Syriac.  Grammar  and  reading  of  easy  prose 
texts.  Textbook:  Ungnad's  Syrische  Grammatik,  with  ref- 
erence to  Noeldeke  and  Brockelmann.  Professor  Skoss. 
One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  sub- 
jects in  Arabic  for  their  theses  and  for  other  advanced  stu- 
dents. Professor  Skoss.  By  appointment. 

HISTORICAL  DEPARTMENT 

Academic  Year  1948-1949 

History  of  the  Jews  during  the  Gaonic  Period.  This 
course  will  trace  the  history  of  the  Jewish  communities  in 
Palestine  and  Babylonia  from  the  close  of  the  Talmudic 
period  through  the  Gaonate  period.  The  social  development 
and  intellectual  activities  of  these  formative  centuries  will  be 
studied  with  reference  to  the  original  sources.  The  shifting 
of  the  centers  of  Judaism  will  be  correlated  with  the  major 
political  events,  the  dissolution  of  the  Roman  Empire,  the 
rise  of  Islam  and  the  emergence  of  European  feudalism. 
Professor  Neuman.  Two  hours  weekly. 

History  of  the  Jews  in  Spain.  This  will  be  a  continua- 
tion of  the  course  given  in  1947-1948  but  may  be  taken  in- 
dependently. It  will  deal  principally  with  the  history  of  the 
Jews  in  Christian  Spain  from  the  thirteenth  to  the  fifteenth 
century.  Special  emphasis  will  be  given  to  the  social,  eco- 
nomic and  religious  institutions  based  on  a  study  of  original 
sources.  Professor  Neuman.  Two  hours  weekly. 

Readings  in  Gaonic  Responsa.  This  course  in  responsa 
readings  is  intended  as  a  supplement  to  the  lecture  course  on 
the  Gaonic  period.  Selected  portions  of  the  Gaonic  responsa 
will  be  read  critically,  to  illustrate  the  new  political,  economic

and  social  developments  of  this  period.  PRO! 
One  hour  weekly. 

Research  Course.  This  course  is  intended  for  consul- 
tation with  students  in  the  preparation  of  a  thesis  in  the  His- 
torical Department  and  for  other  students  engaged  in  special 
research.  Professor  Neuman.  By  appointment. 

HISTORY  OF  SEMITIC  CIVILIZATION 

Academic  Year  1948-1949 

Hebrew  Civilization  in  Talmudic  Times.  This  will  he 
a  continuation  of  the  course  given  in  the  previous  year  but 
it  may  be  taken  independently.  It  will  deal  in  particular  with 
the  calendar  and  chronology,  time-measurement  and  metrol- 
ogy, problems  of  population  and  of  the  various  languages 
spoken  by  the  Jews  in  Palestine  as  well  as  in  the  diaspora. 
In  addition,  the  rudimentary  beginnings  of  a  secular  and 
scientific  literature  among  the  Jews  of  ancient  times  will  be 
discussed.  Professor  Gaxdz.  Two  hours  weekly. 

Readings  in  the  Mishnat  ha  Middot.  The  earliest 
Hebrew  geometry,  of  the  times  of  the  Mishna,  will  be 
discussed.  Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  its  comparison 
with  the  earliest  Arabic  geometry  composed  by  Al-Khuwariz- 
mi  in  ca  825  C.  E.  Professor  Gandz.  One  hour  weekly. 


DEPARTMENT   OF  JEWISH   PHILOSOPHY 
AND  HEBREW  LITERATURE 

Academic  Year  1948-1949 

Ethical  Theory  in  Medieval  Jewish  Philosophy.  A 

study  of  the  nature  of  the  good  and  its  ultimate  sanction,  of 
the  classification  of  commandments  and  virtues,  and  of  the 
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problem  of  the  freedom  of  will,  as  discussed  in  Jewish 
philosophy  against  the  background  of  Greek  and  Arabic 
thought.  Professor  Efros.  Two  hours  weekly. 

Contemporary   Hebrew   Literature    in   Palestine.    A 

study  of  the  present  drifts  and  tendencies  in  poetry  and  in 
prose.  Professor  Efros.  Two  hours  weekly. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  ASSYRIOLOGY  AND 
EGYPTOLOGY 

Academic  Year  1948-1949 

Elementary  Sumerian.The  study  of  A.  Poebel's  Griind- 
zilge  der  sumerischen  Grammatik  and  the  reading  of  Gudea's 
inscriptions.  While  a  knowledge  of  Accadian  will  make  this 
course  easier  for  the  student,  Sumerian  is  the  logical  starting 
point  for  cuneiform  studies.  Prerequisite:  a  reading  knowl- 
edge of  German.  Professor  Gordon.  One  hour  weekly. 

Intermediate  Accadian.  Historic  and  economic  docu- 
ments from  Assyria  and  Babylonia  of  the  first  millennium 
B.C.E.  The  texts  are  in  F.  Bohl's  Akkadian  Chrestomathy, 
vol.  I.  Prerequisite:  elementary  Accadian.  Professor  Gor- 
don. One  hour  weekly. 

Accadian  Seminar.  Diplomatic  correspondence  from 
Mari;  published  in  Archives  royales  de  Mari,  vol.  I  by  G. 
Dossin  and  vol.  II  by  Ch.-F.  Jean.  Prerequisite :  students 
must  either  have  passed,  or  be  taking  simultaneously,  Inter- 
mediate Accadian.  Professor  Gordon.  One  hour  weekly. 

Late  Egyptian.  Grammar  and  exegesis  of  The  Wisdom 
of  Amenemope  (H.  O.  Lange's  edition).  The  parallels  from 
the   Biblical  book  of    Proverbs   will   be  collated.   Though  a 
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knowledge  of  Middle  Egyptian  or  Coptic  will  prove  helpful, 
students  may  begin  their  Egyptian  studies  with  this  course. 
Professor  Gordon.  One  hour  weekly. 

Ugaritic.  First  term :  Reading  and  analysis  of  the  Baal 
and  Anat  Cycle.  Second  term :  Hurrian,  Accadian  and  other 
problematic  texts  written  in  the  Ugaritic  alphabet.  C.  H. 
Gordon's  Ugaritic  Handbook  contains  the  texts.  Prerequi- 
site :  a  knowledge  of  Biblical  Hebrew,  Professor  Gordon. 
One  hour  weekly. 

The  History  of  the  Ancient  Middle  East.  A  study  of 
the  political  and  cultural  history  of  the  ancient  civilizations 
of  the  area;  also  a  survey  of  the  archaeological  discoveries 
and  monuments  of  the  Middle  East.  Professor  Gordon. 
One  hour  weekly. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  COMPARATIVE  RELIGION 
Academic  Year  1948-1949 

Patterns  of  Religion.  A  study  of  the  leading  religious 
systems  and  ideologies  of  the  ancient  and  modern  worlds. 
with  special  reference  to  their  cultural  backgrounds  and  his 
torical  evolution  and  to  the  place  of  religious  thought  and 
cult  in  the  structure  of  society.  Particular  attention  will  be 
devoted  to  Biblical  and  Ancient  Near  Eastern  civilizations. 
Professor  Gaster.  One  hour  weekly. 

The  Bible  in  the  Light  of  Ancient  Near  Eastern  Re- 
ligions. This  will  be  a  continuation  of  the  course  given  in 
1947-1948,  but  may  be  taken  independently.  Selected  pas- 
sages of  the  Bible  will  be  studied  against  the  background  of 
what  is  now  known  concerning  the  religious  beliefs  and 
practices  of  the  Mesopotamians,  Canaanites,  Egyptians  and 
Hittites.  Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  parallels  and  sur-

vivals  in  ritual  and  myth  and  to  the  interpretation  of  the 
material  in  the  light  of  comparative  religion  and  folklore.  A 
knowledge  of  Hebrew  is  presumed.  First  term:  Hagio- 
grapha.  Second  term:  Prophets.  Professor  Gaster.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 
Academic  Year  1948-1949 

History  of  Educational  Ideas.  Survey  of  the  educa- 
tional ideas  of  the  leaders  of  thought  from  the  Greek  edu- 
cational theorists  until  today.  The  outstanding  leaders  of  each 
period  will  be  considered  in  the  light  of  the  social  back- 
ground, the  cultural  context,  and  prevailing  ethical  and  re- 
ligious conceptions.  Comparison  will  be  made  with  the  Jew- 
ish educational  conceptions  of  the  corresponding  period.  Pro- 
fessor Berkson.  Two  hours  weekly. 

Contemporary  Educational  Philosophies  and  Move- 
ments. Analysis  of  diverse  conceptions  of  educational  philos- 
ophy and  of  the  major  philosophic  positions :  idealism,  real- 
ism, pragmatism,  neoscholasticism,  which  lie  back  of  Amer- 
ican educational  theory  and  practice.  Consideration  of  recent 
trends  in  social  life  and  thought  and  their  effect  on  educa- 
tional theory.  Implications  of  democracy  as  a  social  philos- 
ophy for  general  and  Jewish  education.  Professor  Berk- 
son.  Two  hours  weekly. 

Principles  of  Jewish  Education.  A  consideration  of 
the  problem  of  Jewish  education  in  the  United  States,  par- 
ticularly from  the  point  of  view  of  aims  and  content  of 
study.  Changes  in  Jewish  thought,  in  religious  views,  and  in 
communal  organization  as  they  affect  the  Jewish  educational 
program.  The  relation  of  Jewish  life  in  the  United  States  to 
Israel  and  the  problem  of  anti-Semitism,  Professof 
Berkson.  One  hour  weekly. 
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Schools  of  Jewish  Thought.  An  examination  of  edu- 
cational goals  and  philosophies  underlying  varied  programs 
of  Jewish  education  in  the  American  Jewish  community:  an 
analysis  of  the  strength  and  weakness  of  the  respective  pro- 
grams from  the  standpoint  of  their  relevance  to  the  needs 
of  the  American  Jewish  child.  PROFESSOR  Honor.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Administration  and  Supervision  of  the  Jewish  School. 

An  analysis  of  principles  governing  the  administration  of  a 
school  with  special  reference  to  the  problems  of  the  Jewish 
school.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  ways  and  means  of  providing 
opportunities  for  creative  work  in  education  through  en- 
couraging teacher  participation  in  policy  making  and  cur- 
riculum construction.  Second  Term.  Professor  Honor.  Two 
hours  weekly. 

Teaching  of  Jewish  History.  An  examination  of  the 
meaning  and  method  of  history;  an  analysis  of  the  purpose 
and  place  of  Jewish  history  in  the  curriculum  of  the  Jewish 
schools;  consideration  of  methods  of  presentation,  with 
special  emphasis  on  ways  and  means  of  making  the  study  of 
Jewish  history  concrete  and  vivid.  This  course  will  be  con- 
ducted as  a  practicum,  with  discussions  based  on  students' 
reports.  Professor  Honor.  Two  hours  weekly. 

Informal  Education  and  Recreation  in  a  Jewish  Set- 
ting. Objectives,  methods,  and  program  content  in  group  ac- 
tivities for  children,  youth  and  adults;  types  of  organiza- 
tions that  serve  in  this  field;  relationship  to  goals  of  Jewish 
education.  First  Term.  Mr.  Kraft.    Two  hours  weekly. 

Seminars.  A  seminar  will  be  arranged  for  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  choosing  Education 
as  their  major.  PROFESSORS  BERKSON  and  Honor.  Hours  to 
be  arranged. 
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SUMMER  SESSION 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

In  order  to  encourage  the  continued  development  and 
growth  of  professional  workers  in  the  field  of  Jewish  edu- 
cation and  to  enable  students  who  are  candidates  for  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  to  utilize  the  summer  vaca- 
tion, an  annual  Summer  Session  has  been  added  to  the 
Department  of  Education. 

The  following  courses  will  be  conducted  over  a  period 
of  five  weeks,  from  Monday,  July  12,  to  Friday,  August  13, 
1948.  A  semester  unit  credit  is  allowed  for  each  course 
satisfactorily  completed. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY 
1948  Summer  Session 

History  of  Jewish  Education  in  the  United  States. 

A  survey  of  the  history  of  Jewish  education  in  the  United 
States  with  special  stress  on  the  more  important  develop- 
ments during  the  last  fifty  years.  Attention  will  be  given  to 
the  problems  and  achievements  of  organizations  of  various 
types  whose  work  impinges  on  the  development  of  person- 
ality of  Jewish  youth.  Professor  Honor.  Six  hours  weekly. 

Educational  Psychology,  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
nature  of  the  learning  process,  the  principles  governing 
learning,  the  methods  of  measuring  rate  and  amount  of 
learning,  and  experimental  results;  with  implications  for  the 
school  curriculum  and  the  teaching  methods.  Professor 
McMullin.  Six  hours  weekly. 

Guiding  Spirits  of  Modern  Hebrew  Literature.  This 

course  will  aim  to  present  a  view  of  the  creative  forces  of 
modern    Hebrew    literature    exemplified    in    the    works    of 
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Bialik  and    Berdichevsky,   Tchernichovsky   and   Agnon.    It 

will  consist  of  lectures,  readings  and  discussion.  Professob 
Bavli.  lour  hours  weekly. 

The  Bible  in  the  Light  of  Recent  Critical  Analysis. 

Several  epochs  in  the  Biblical  period  will  be  selected  for 
Study  in  conjunction  with  those  books  in  the  Bible  to  which 
they  correspond.  Due  recognition  will  be  taken  of  the  notable 
archaeological  contributions  as  well  as  of  other  extra-Biblical 
data  during  the  past  quarter  century.  PROFESSOR  ORLINSKY. 
Four  hours  weekly. 

Modern  Jewish  Historians;  Their  Principles  and 
Methods.  This  course  will  investigate  the  origins  of  modern 
Jewish  historiography,  its  development  to  the  present,  and 
its  relationship  to  the  changing  patterns  of  Jewish  and  non- 
Jewish  life.  Special  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  Jewish  his- 
torical writings  dealing  with  the  early  modern  period.  These 
writings  will  be  viewed  in  the  light  of  the  accepted  princi- 
ples of  historical  method  and  both  their  achievements  and 
limitations  will  be  critically  evaluated.  Doctor  Rivkin.  Four 
hours  weekly. 
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PUBLICATIONS 

JEWISH  APOCRYPHAL  LITERATURE 

The  College  has  inaugurated  a  comprehensive  literary 
project,  a  new  edition  and  translation  of  the  Apocrypha  and 
Pseudepigrapha  under  the  general  title,  Jewish  Apoc- 
ryphal Literature. 

It  is  well-known  that  besides  the  books  of  the  Bible, 
early  Judaism  also  possessed  other  scriptures  which  were 
not  regarded  as  inspired  or  authoritative.  These  scriptures, 
now  known  as  the  Apocrypha  and  Pseudepigrapha,  were 
the  product  of  that  twilight  period  which  intervened  be- 
tween the  closing  of  the  canon  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  and  the 
dawn  of  Christianity.  Although  rejected  by  normative  Ju- 
daism, they  enjoyed  considerable  popular  favor,  and  the 
ideas  expressed  in  them  left  their  mark  upon  the  Rabbinic 
literature  of  Talmud  and  Midrash  but  especially  (in  view  of 
their  apocalyptic  content)  upon  the  formation  of  Christian 
doctrine.  Moreover,  through  their  subsequent  dissemination 
by  the  Church,  they  came  to  occupy  a  prominent  position  in 
the  development  of  Western  culture  in  general  and  to  con- 
stitute an  important  element  of  medieval  and  modern  re- 
ligious   thought. 

Nevertheless,  these  writings  have  come  down  to  us  in  a 
form  replete  with  misunderstandings.  Although  written  for 
the  most  part  in  Hebrew  or  Aramaic,  they  have  been  pre- 
served only  in  Greek  and  other  translations  made,  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  by  persons  insufficiently  acquainted  with 
the  original  languages.  The  misreadings  and  misrenderings 
of  these  ancient  versions  have  been  perpetuated  in  subse- 
quent renderings.  Then,  too,  because  these  writings  were 
transmitted  by  the  Church,  they  were  necessarily  accommo- 
dated to  the  thought  and  dogma  of  the  Church,  the  sense 
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being    altered    and    interpolations    introduced    as    occasion 
ned  tn  require.  Lastly,  they  have  suffered  from  the  con- 
spicuous failure  of  modern  exegetes  to  relate  them  to  Jewish 

lure  and  tradition,  with  the  result  that  much  which  could  be 
elucidated  from  that  source  remains  obscure  or  seriously 
misinterpreted.  Indeed,  even  the  true  origin  and  date  of  these 
writings  have  come  to  be  misunderstood  and  in  many  in- 
stances can  be  restored  by  a  proper  study  of  their  Jewish 
background. 

In  order  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs  and  to  restore 
the  Apocrypha  and  Pseudepigrapiia  to  their  proper  posi- 
tion in  Jewish  literature,  the  Dropsie  College  for  Hebrew 
and  Cognate  Learning  has  conceived  the  project  of  pub- 
lishing a  new  edition  of  these  scriptures  with  translations 
and  commentaries  under  the  title  JEWISH  APOCRYPHAL  LIT- 
ERATURE. The  work  has  been  undertaken  by  Faculty  mem- 
bers of  the  College  in  collaboration  with  other  recognized 
Jewish  authorities,  and  will  consist  of  a  series  of  volumes, 
each  containing  the  text  and  translation  of  a  single  apoc- 
ryphal  or  pseudepigraphic  writing,  together  with  introduc- 
tion, commentary  and  textual  apparatus  criticus.  In  the 
translations,  special  emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  the  recov- 
ery of  the  original  sense  through  critical  reconstruction  of 
the  underlying  Hebrew  or  Aramaic,  while  in  the  commen- 
taries the  subject  matter  will  be  elucidated  with  special 
reference  to  Jewish  sources.
